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to be given in this Atlas 5 
that ot the Heavens is re- 
ferv'd to a peculiar Vo- 
lume. It being ( as we 

conceive ) of greater neceflity , that we begin 
with that of the Earth. And firft of this great 
Globe in general $ the defcription whereof be- 
longs to Geography 3 as that of particular Regi- 
ons and Countries is called Chorogrdphy, which 
is contained in their peculiar Maps. Nor 
ftall we omit, fuch Topographical definiti- 
ons, or die knowledg ot Idfer places, as Ci- 
ties, Rivers, Mountains, tec. where advantage 
may be to the Reader. Now this Globe, which 
we call of the Earth, confifteth of Land and 
Water, or Seas 3 the defcription of thofe is pro- 
perly nanid Hydrography , which fets forth the 
fuperficies of the Seas, and mouths of greater 
Rivers, the Ha vens, Rocks, Shallows, Creeks, and 
fuch other confiderations as concern Navigati- 
on 5 to this alfo an entire Volume in this Edi- 
tion of an Atlas, is defigned. And bccaufe that 
of ancient times, the divifions and boui 
of Kingdoms and Countries were very much 
divers from thofe at prcfent 5 to avoid confiifion, 
which muft needs happen by treating in the fame 
place of things fo different, it is thought neceffary 
to referve the ancient Geography to a particu- 
lar Tome, to be put forth, with the reft, in its 
due time. Thus you have an account of what 
is intended in the Edition of this Great Work. 

But it is firft neceffary to explain fuch terms,and 
lay fuch general grounds as are of ufe thro all the 
Volumes 3 which is the fubjedt of this Preface, 

or Introduction. 

Firft then it is to be noted, that the Earth and 
Water make but one body, the figure whereof 
is round, and therefore is bcft and moft natu- 
rally reprefented by thofe wc call Globes 3 tho 
Maps alfo, or plain Figures, if carefully drawn, 
are fufficiently exaft. This propofition, tho it 
might be fuppofed rationally enough , as now 
granted by all learned men 3 yet may it be evi- 
dently proved, both from Celeftial and Terreftrial 
appearances 3 whereof an account and reafon 
may eafily be given by this figure, and not by 
any other. The Sun and the Stars rife fooner 
to them who live Eaftwardly , then they do 
to us 3 which could not be if the whole face 

of the Earth were plain. 2. To thofe who live 



more or left Northward, the Pole is more or lefs 
elevated 5 for thofe inhabitants of Ifelani, Lap- 
la?id, tec. who live about a thoufand miles more 
Northward then we do, fee the Pole-ftar fifteen 
degrees higher then we can. And thofe, who 
an account is intended travel hence towards thofe Countries, do find 
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that this variation is made gradually, altering 
about a degree and a half at the end of every 
hundred miles 3 which could not be, except the 
body on which they moved were Spherical. 3. The 
Shadow which the Earth cafteth upon the Moon, 
when flie is partially eclipfed, is feen to be cir- 
cular 3 and therefore the body which caufes it 
muft be fo too. To thefe we may add , that 
many Propolitions in Aftronomy, Geography, 
and Navigation are founded on this fuppofi- 
tion, and when they are apply ed to ufe they prove 
true, and fucceed according to expedition 3 which 
certainly they would not always do, if the very 
foundation upon which they are built, were un- 
found. The fame alfo is proved by plain fenfe 
and experiment, as well as by reafon and confe- 
quence 3 for we perceive, that Ships which loofe 
from their Harbours in calm weather, difappear 
gradually, firft their Hulks, then their Sails, and 
after a few miles their higheft Mafts 3 the natu- 
ral convexity of the water interpofing betwixt 
them and our fight. Several alfo of our Country- 
men and Neighbours have failed round about 
this Globe, loofing hence Weftwardly, and re- 
turning again fromwards the Eaft From which, 
and other Navigations, we may conclude, not 
only that naturally no part of the Ocean is higher 
then another 3 but alfo that we may fail from 
any part toany part of the fuperficies of the Oceazi5 
and that every Continent hath Sea about it, and 
is indeed but a greater Ifland. 

The controverlie about the fituation of this 
Globe, whether it iland ftill in the midft, and 
as it were center, of the world, as die ancients 
generally opined 3 or whether it move upon its 
own axis, and about the Sun as the center 3 be- 
fides that it is not fo much to our purpofe in tins 
as in the Volume of the Heavens, the Maps and 
Descriptions being the fame in both ways, and that 
the learned are not cook to any iffuc in it, nor 
have we any thing to add to the common and 
vulgar probable arguments only, we (hall omit. 

The parts of this Globe arc naturally fcparatcd 
one from another by Seas, kdges of Mountains, 
Rivers, Defarts, and the like Which are very 
opportune for the dibnebon of Nations, King- 
doms, and Governments. 

In the beginning of the Creation, the Waters 
being lighter then the Earth, accordingly over* 
fprcad and ccmpa&d it to folic considerable 

(A) height. 
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hcWit : but whether there was in the beginning 
fSer quantity of Earth or Water created 
I SS^inabk curiofity. On the third 
Si? the Almighty Creator feparated them, by 
caufiS the Waterstofink i into thedeep andopen 
SS of the Earth 5 where by the height and 
ftSi of the (hores they are reftrained ( as m 
a Vctfcl ) from returning to overflow and drown 
the drv land. But if the (hores be weak (as many 
mes it happened! ) the : water takedi thro and 
overwhelmed fo much of the dry land, till it 
SSwith an obftacle ttrong enough to coerce 
? From hence fome do imagine, that die Moun ; 
nins and Valleys were then alfo formed die 
S h b dng before equal and fmooth ( which 
is lly probable, in as much as the Scripture 

faith /that the dry land then firft appeared). O- 

Salfo imagine; that the height ot the ljgheft 
Mountains equals the depth of the deepeft Seas. 
Which indeed may be fo, but is not evidently 
deduced from what hath been hitherto obferved. 
It is more confiderable what Olearius mentions 
that examining with an inftrument the height of 
the waters of the Cafpian Sea he found them 
level with the top of the bordering Mountains 
( p. I42 , of his Travels) where he makes no doubt 
but that the Sea is higher then the Land. His ex- 
periment, fuppofing it truly made, if not to be 
folved by the greatnefs of the refraction, 1 know 
not what to fay to it, as neither can I refolve 
The place Whether the Earth be in the center or middle 
of the of the whole world 5 and that all heavy bodies 
Eanh defcend to it as their proper place 5 which is the 

reafon of its liability and unmoveablenefs, tho 
it feem to hang in the air. Or as others think, that 
heavy things defcend to the Earth as by a mag- 
netical virtue drawn to it from fuch a diftance. 
But this opinion declares not how the Earth 
keeps its place in the Air. Or as othersfay, that the 
Earth is but a (hell of no great thicknefs, ( per- 
haps of three or four miles), and withinit is quite 
hollow *; by which means the weigh 
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derable, that it is fufteincd in the Air, as lighter bo- 
dies are in the Water j and that diis cavity is the 
place of puniihment for wicked Angels and men. 

The parts of the Ocean receive different names, 
according to their greatnefs , or their ftores. 
Fretum ( a Strait ) is a narrow Sea contain d be- 
tween two oppofite, but not much diflant, 
fhorcs 5 and giving opportunity of paffing from 
one Sea to another, as the Straits of Gibraltar, 
of Magellan, Davis , the Sound in Denmark, <?c. 
Sinus { a Bay ) is a part of the Sea running up 
into the Land, and almoft encompaffed by the 
ftiore. If but a little one, 'tis called a Creek $ 
if large, a Gulf. And in thefe arc Havens, or 
ftations for Ships, as Roads are in the open Sea, 
but defended from fome winds. The vaft body 
of the Sea is called the Ocean 5 and the Sea is 
ordinarily called fome lefler part of it let into 

the Land by a Strait, as the Mediterranean, Bal- 

tick Sea, isre. A Lake is a large colle&ion of 
waters enclofed within land 5 fome of which 
have no known or vifible communication with 
any Sea, as the Mare Cafpium, Locus Afphaltites, 
or Dead Sea. Others have Rivers running from 
them, or thro them, as the Lacus Lemanus, Be- 
nacusykfe. Rivers are made up by Brooks, thefe 
by Springs. So that their originals are from thefe 
, Springs 5 but whence that water comes which 
fupplics fo many Springs, is fomewhat dubious. 
1. Some imagine great caverns in the Eanh, 
which being very cold , condenfe the air into 
drops of water, and thofc being collected make 
a Spring. It is true indeed, that all, or moft of 
the famous Caves, as Ooky-bole,&c. in this Coun- 
try have Rivers in them of confiderable big- 



nefs • but thofe feem not to be there generate^ 
but to crofs only the paffage. And in others, 
fuch as that famous Cave, fometimes fervmg for 
the quartering of an Army, call d CavotadeCufto^ 
za near Vicenza, there arc in many places con- 
tinual droppings 3 but whether from coagula- 
ted air, or vapours, or from water draining thro 
the Earth, I know not. There are alfo little 
Pools made by fuch droppings 3 and fome alfo 
that have fifc in them 3 but very many fuch 
muft go to the making up one finall Spring. 
2. Others attribute it to the great abyffc men- 
tioned in the Holy Scriptures $ and doubtlefs he 
that made the world, beft knows the frame and 
conftitution of it $ if that be his meaning, as 
that very learned man Mt.Lydyat thinks he hath 
proved. There feems indeed to be water in all 
or moft places within the Earth $ but not in 
every place at an equal depth. Which water 
runs along in that bed, or vein of gravel, which 
lies fometimes higher and fometimes lower. Be- 
low this I never heard that any one hath digged $ 
nor do I think it hardly pofiible to dig under it. 
Whence this water proceeds, i, e. whether from 
the Sea or Rain, or concreated in vl is hard to 
affirm 3 only the Well-diggers do obfetve, that 
in this gravel alfo there is a current or ihrcam of 
the water. Why this gravel lies unecpially high, 
and how the water afcends in it, is a difficult 
queftion 5 which fome folve, by faying that 'tis 
contained in die gravel, 



of an humane body, and moves with the like vi- 
tal motion j others imagine, that becaufe the 
gravel is an opener mafi of bodies, not clofely 
contiguous together, the water runs in them $ 
and is forced into higher places, by fome other 
caufes, as by the motion of the Sea, violently 
impelling it in thefe narrow and crooked paf- 
feges 5 but thefe being only conje&ures, we muft 
not enlarge too much upon them. 3. Moft 
men think , that all Springs proceed from the 
Sea-water, dulcified by percolation thro the gra- 
vel or other convenient paffages of the Earth. The 
difficulty that opprefleth this is, that it is not 
eafie to imagine, how the Sea-water fhould rife 
to the tops of mountains 3 yet even there arc 
often found Sea-plants naturally growing, which 
perfwade many men of the truth of that opi- 
nion, tho they cannot juftifie the manner. And 
there are alfo divers Lakes upon the higheft hills 
amongft the Alps ( as particularly upon Splu- 
gen ) which notwithftandbg the top of die wa- 
ter be frozen in winter, yet do Trouts and other 
fi(h live very well in them 3 which perfwade the 
inhabitants that there is communication betwixt 
thofc Lakes and other frefti waters. 4. Others 
are of opinion, that the water that furnifhes 
Springs is that of Rain or Snow, which comes 
from the clouds, and confift* either of drops of 
Rains or of fmaller Dew-drops, whereof many to- 
gether make Rain. And thefe Clouds hangir 
commonly upon the hills,furnifh them chiefly wL. 
moifture, which being referved in Ciftems, or 
fometimes in moffes, break or fpring forth where 
they find the caficft palTagc. Sometimes the fum- 
mity of the hill is either a Lake or a Bog, and 
keeps the water, as in a Pond lined with Clay, 
till it come to fuch a height as it overflows. And 
this is the reafon both of the continuance of 
Springs, and why there are fo few in Plains, be- 
caufe the Rain-water that falleth there, goes 
down by the fcams of the Eanh, fo deep that 
it cannot fpring up again 5 nor are there moun- 
tains fo near, as to fupply them from their Ca- 
verns, 

Whether any, or all of thefe opinions arc falfe> 
I (hall not determine $ but i t feems to me, that fuch 

a quantity 
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a quantity of water iffueth by thefe Springs, that the beginning eftablifhcd fuch a never-failing har- 
ernaps all thefe caufes , and many more, will mony. 
iardly be fufficient $ confidering that fome par- 
ticular Rivers, fcg. Volga, vents (faith Vareni- 
ns ) as much water in one year as the magni- 
mAt> nf the whole Earth amounts to. Or if not 



fome think they demonftrate ), yet three 
or as many as flow into the Caffian Sea, 
ww e fo much water as cannot well be ima- 
gined, except we acknowledge a circulation of 
watcr^ not only by being rarified into vapours, 
and condenfed again, but alfo in the bowels of 
the earth. To the conceiving whereof, perhaps 
it may fomewhat conduce to be informed of the 
contents of this great Globe 5 at leaft fo much 
of it, as is already difcovered by the Miners and 
Well-diggers, tho not to any confiderable depth, 

1. e. of a very few fathoms. As the Air is the 
place of the generation of thofe we call Meteors, 
and the Water of Fowls, efpecially Fifties 5 fo is 
this Earthly Globe, of Stones, Minerals, Salts, 
Bitumens, Petroleums, and divers forts of earths. 
And they fay, . that as far as they have digged, 
they find it to confift of fevcral forts ( or mea- 
fures) of eardi, ftones, tec. many times thinly 
fprcad one over another * yet none of them per- 
fectly circular 5 but from the fuperficies of the 
Earth ( whither in fome place or other they 
reach ) they dip, or flope, the further they go, 
ftill defcending deeper, as if a line drawn down 
upon their fuperfices, were part of a Spiral line. 
And this for the great benefit of mankind, that 
the fame place may be fupplied with variety of 
foils. Thro which meafures, defcend from the 
fuperficies of the Earth fearns, like veins in an 
animal body, which convey the Rain-water that 
falls upon the Earth 5 and therefore in our Quar- 
ries ot ftone, thefe feams are fill'd with a very 
thin fine earth, for the eafier defcent of the wa- 
ter 5 neither is this defcent in a ftreight line, but 
one line begins at fome fmall diftance from the 
ending of the upper 3 that more parts of the 
Earth may be water'd and fertilized by it, not 
only to the production of Plants, isc. but alfo 
of Minerals, Stones, Coals, istc. in the very Eanh 
it felf. And why may not alfo in great Rains 
part of this water defeend lower to the gravel, 
as well as into the Coal-pits, Lead-Mines, istc. 
Methinks therefore we may probably fay, 1. That 
all thofe Springs which arife near the bottoms of 
hills, and all fuch as diminifh much in dry wea- 
ther, come from Rain-water, or melted Snow. 

2. Such as arife in plains ( erf* which there are not 
many ) are farnifhed with the water in the gra- 
vel, which is fupplied either out of the great 
Abyfic ( if it be not the Abyffe it felf, not un- 
known as it feems to Seneca, Nimis (faith he) 
ilk oculis permittit , qui non credit ejfe in abfeon- 
dito terra, finus maris itajti) or out of the Sea, 

difcharging it felf by this means into the bowels 
of the Earth. 3. From this water alfo are fup- 
plied the Wells and Pits, which in fome Coun- 
triesafford all die water they ufe 5 many of which 
alfo approach nearer the i 
fummer then winter, the greater heat of the Sun 
forcing them higher. 4. That it is not needfary 
that Salt-fprings fhould bring that dndture from 
the Sea in wider channels, or pipes 5 becaufe that 
there are great Mines of Saks of divers kinds, 
generated in the Earth, the folutbn of which 
may very Well impregnate the water. But thefe 
are not fo much to our purpofe, but muft be 
left to their particular Countries where diey arife. 
Ic is moft certain, that the moft wife Creator 
made all things in number, weight, and mea- 
sure 5 which proportions, tho we do not under- 
ftand, yet we muft needs admire him, who in

great as to alter the ufual meafures or diftances. 



Yet it may be rationally faid, that in low, (ok, 
and boggy places it doth grow 3 not only by the 
winds and rain, carrying down fomewhat ftill 
into thofe parts, but alfo by the grafs, weeds, 
and fog, which by the rain being flatted and 
beaten down in winter, do the next Spring fend 
forth new flioots from the old roots , which in 
trad of time do raife the ground. And this feems 
to be the reafon why in fuch earths we often- 
times find trees, which being cut down in thofe 
places where they formerly grew, and not car- 
ried away in good time, are at length grown 
over and eover'd with thofe weeds and herbs. In 
the bottom of a turff pit ( for this matter is not 
earth, but turflf ) they found not long ago, a 
fmall parcel of Coins upon an heap ( perhaps they 
had been tied up in fome matter that was putri- 
fied ) of Edward I V. as I judg by the face 5 and 
this was about eighteen foot deep. Which gives 
us fome conjedure, how long at moft that turff 
was a growing, i.e. eighteen foot in two hundred 
years, [ by the way alfo, there were a few years 
ago in the Foreft of Dean, after the Miners 
had wrought over a great cinder-heap, found 
divers Coins of Brafs, frefli as when firft minted* 
of Tetricus, and fome other of thofe Tyrants 
about the year 260, which gives fome hint by 
whom, and at what time thofe Iron-mines were 
wrought]. Neither doth the duft, or fmall 
parts of Earth wafhed or blown from higher 
plates, confiderably diminifh them, or fill up 
the Valleys, for then would they alfo thicken 
and in time fill up alfo the Sea, which feems 
to have been the opinion of Polybius, who con- 
ceived, that becaufe he faw die Black or Euxin- 
Sea in his time to be fo muddy and thick, it would 
in time, by ftill thkkning, become firm land. But 
the Lord of Bufbeque, in his Ambafly to the Grand 
Seignior, about eighteen hundred years after Po- 
lybius, found k exadly in the lame condition as 
Polybius had defcribed it. 

The fuperficies of the Earth is not equally nor Tlx figure 
perfedly round 5 yet are not the extuberances fo 0 f the 
great ot confiderable, as to hinder the whole Earth. 
Globe to be accounted round 5 the greateft height 
of the higheft mountain making an fcrfenfibfe 
difference in the computation of the Diameter 
of the whole Earth* Now there is a rifing or 
fwelling of the Earth, which commonly begins 
by the Sea-ftiore, and encreafeth the further it 
reacheth in the Continent ( befides that of the 
particular mountains) which feems to have been 
fo orderd, to make room for the Sea and wa- 
ters. Yet were not all mountains made at, 
or near, the birth of the world. Some have been 
even in our memory caft up by Earthquakes, as 
Monte Novo in the Kingdom of Naples, near Poz^ 
zjtolo. Others by the winds, heaping up the Sands 
together, which they fey happens frequently in 
the great and fandy Defarts. But thefe are very 
few, and I fuppofe as eafily blown afunder as 
brought together. However thefe deferve here 
no particular confideration. This rifing of the 
Earth in large Continent* is doubtlefs very great, 
tho none either have, or will ever be at the trou- 
ble and charge to meafure it 5 yet fome eftima- 

tion may be made by the length and fwiftnefsof 
Rivers. It is commonly faid, that a Ship is not 
able to fail againft that ftream whofe declivity 
is one pace in an hundred 3 yet fome declivity 
there muft be, and ( as they fay ) feldom is it

Icfs then one in five hundred Suppofe then the 
Nile, which runs in the greatcft Continent ( A- 
frici) which we know in the world 5 it difem- 
bogues into the Mediterranean Sea, in 31 deg. of 
Northerly Latitude, and arifeth out of the Lake 
Zaire, which is in 1 o deg. ( or as fome fay 1 4 ) of 
Southerly Latitude, in all 41 deg. which comes 
to about 24*0 miles Englijh, if running ftreight, 
but becaufe of its bendmgs, it may be well efti- 
mated 3000 miles, which ( allowing two foot to 
a mile ) comes to fix thoufand feet, if it move 
with as flow a motion as can be, but confider- 
ing that it is a fwift River ( the mud not fetling 
till it come to the Sea ), and hath in it divers 
great Catarafts, the Lake of Zaire mull needs 
be much higher then the mouth of Niks. But 
the height of mountains is more certainly and 
eafilv known, and divers of them have been 
meafured3 as one of the higheft hills betwixt 
Yorkshire and Lancafhire ( Pendle-hill) if I be not 
mis-informed, was not found to exceed half a mile 
in perpendicular heights Olympus fome what above 
a mile 5 and fome others, as El Pico in the Ifle of 
Tenerife yet higher. But the certainty we know not. 
The manner of meafuring and calculating is thus, 
which is much eafier in fuch a mountain as Tene- 
rif or Pendle-bill, being one peak or top (land- 
ing in a plain, then in thofe Juga or ledges of 
mountains which run thro and divide moft of the 
great Continents of the world 5 whereof the high- 
eft may be ftill higher then the other. 




Let bed reprefent a mountain, whofe height 
& c is thus found. Take two ftations in a ftraight 
line from it 5 the firft at b, not far from the foot, 
the other at e, a confiderable diftance from it 5 
from each of thefe ftations take the angles at the 
top b c a, e c a 5 then out of 90 fubdud be a, the 
remainder is the angle c b a , which alfo being 
fubducted from 90, the remainder is the angle 
e b e. Therefore in the triangle c b e, we have 
one fide e b ( viz* the diftance of the two fta- 
tions, which muft be exactly meafured ) and all 
the angles, for c e b is the complement of the 
other two, to 1 80 5 then fay, 



an Ifland, were it not for an Ifthmus, or neck 
of land , which joins it to the Continent. A 
Mountain or Rock jutting out into the Sea, is 
called a Promontory, Cape, or Headland. 

Again, the Ancients divided all they knew 
of die Earth into three parts, Europe, Afia, and 
Africa, of each of thefe in their feveral places s 
but another Hemifphere having been lately difc 
covered, there is commonly added to thefe Ame- 
rica, as the fourth part. Others alfo name two 
more, the Lands under the North and South 
Poles 5 which indeed were not comprehended 
in the former divifion : yet becaufe we know not 
whether there be Land, or only Sea ( as under 
the North Pole feems to be ) icis not expedient 
to account them diftind parts till better difco- 
vered Our Mariners that went with defign to 
pafs under or near the North Pole, in their fearch 
of a paffage to China, and arrived as far as 
82 deg. of Latitude, found nothing but fome 
few lflands 5 the reft as they could fee bang, in 
the midft of Summer, nothing but Ice.

The Horizon ( fo calTd becaufe it terminates Horizpn.

The two points, every way 90 De- 
grees diftant from it, are its Poles 5 Z. N. The 
fiiperior of which, being exa&ly over our heads, 
is our Zenith , or Vertical point 5 the inferior, 
which is diametrically oppofite to it, our Nadir. 
So that our Horizon varieth ( tho not fenfibly ) 
every ftep that we move. The Circles drawn 
from one of its Poles to the other, and cutting 
it at right angles , are Azimuths : Thofe leffer 
ones, parallel to it, are Almicanters.

The Ar<5tic and Antarctic Circles , are thofe 

little ones fo far diftant from the Poles of the 
World, as the Tropics are from the Equator, 
a a and ee 5 becaufe they are defcribed by the 
Poles of the Zodiac, which are diftant from thofe 
of the World 23 deg. 36 mia Befides thefe four, 
we may imagine innumerable other little Circles* 
parallel to the Equator 3 fuch as in Globes and 
Maps are drawn every 10 deg. for the more 
ready obfervation of die Latitude of places, as 
in die Scheme 10 10, 20 20, i&c. 

Thefe 4lefs Circles divide the Earth into 5 parts, 
which are calTd Zones. But this partition was of 
more note amongft the Ancients then now it isjtho 
it could never be of any confiderable ufe 3 for to 
defcribe the fituation of a Country only by fay- 
ing that it was in fuch or fuch a Zone, is too 
wide a diredtion to find it out. The two Frigid 
ones, comprehended within the Polar Circles,they 
thought unhabitable, by reafon of their extreme 
cold and darknefs 3 as alfo they did the Torrid 
one, betwixt the Tropics, by reafon of its ex- 
cevflie heat : So that the two Temperate ones, 
betwixt the Polar Circles and the Tropics, are 
only left to be inhabited. But thefe tniftakes have 

long fince, by the improvement of Navigation 
and Merchandizing, been difcovered 3 for even 
ifr the midft of the Torrid Zone, under the Equa- 
tor, are how well known to lye Ethiopia, Suma- 
arid 



the Horizon. Thoie ot the l emperate ones, are 
Heterofcii, becaufe their Noon (hadows are always 
caft only one wav, ours Northward, the others 
Southward Thofe of the Torrid one, are Am- 
phifcii, becaufe their Meridional Shadows are 
fometimes North* fometimes South. 

Nor is the divifion of the Earth into Climes, 
by leffer Circles parallel to the Equator, of much 
more ufe then the former 3 for by faying, that 
a Country lveth fomewhere within 8 deg. 25 min; 
of the Equator, where the longeft day is above 
twelve hours, and lefs then twelve and an half 
(which is the firft Clime), its fituation is but little 
better defcribed, then if we ftould fay it was in 
the Torrid Zone. The like may be faid of the 
reft of the 24 Climes, which are nothing elfe 
but a fubdivifion of the Zones into fuch unequal 
fpaces,that the longed day in that part of it, which 
is next to the Equator, is fhorter by half an hour 
then it is in the other part which is towards the 
Pole. So that look how many hours the longeft 
day in any Country doth exceed twelve, the dou- 
ble of that is the number of the Clime where it 
lyeth 3 as, becaufe in E?igland the longeft day is 
about fixteen hours and an half, therefore it is 
in the ninth Clime, of eighteenth Parallel, for 
one of the other makes two of thefe. And thus 
we may reckon in the Southern, as well as our 
Northern Hemifphere , till we come to the be- 
ginning of the Frigid Zones, where the Climes 
end 5 for here the longeft days being twenty- 
four hours, i.e. the entire revolution of the Sun, 
they encreafe fo faft that they muft be diftinguifli- 
ed by the difference of weeks and months 3 as a 
degree and an half within the Polar Circles, the 
longeft day is a month 5 three degrees and an 
half two months 3 fix deg. 50 min. three months 5 
11 deg. 50 min. four months 3 17 deg. 30. min. 
five months 5 90 deg. fix months. Thofe who 
inhabit the oppofite points of the fame Clime, 
have fummer and winter together, but not 
day and night, and are called fericsci. Thofe 
who inhabit the fame points of Climes equally 
diftant from the Equator, have day and night, 
but not fummer and winter together, and are 
called Anted. The Periaci and Anted therefore 
agree in neither, but are Antipodes to each other, 
living under points diametrically oppofite. 

But the moft exaft, and now moft ufual de- 
fcription, of the fituation of places, is by their 
Longitude and Latitude. The Latitude of any 
point, is its nearcift diftance from the Equator, as 
E 10, E 20, istc. towards P. It is meafured by 
the Arc of the Meridian intercepted betwixt them. 
This dire£s to die very Circle, under fome part 
of which the place lies, and fo gives a better ac- 
count of its fitetheri Zones and Climes do5 there- 
fore fome formerly defcrib'd the fituations of

tra, and many Iflands, as populous aftd fruitful Countries 
as any in the Temperate ones.

Eaft. Ptolemy, and other ancieat Geographers* 
fixt it in Hera, or Junohia, which is one of the 
Fortunate or Canary Iflands* and (as 'tis probable) 
that which now is called Teneriff. Hence the Ara~ 
bians tranflated it about ten degrees Eaftwardly. 
Some of our later Geographers transferr d it to 
the Azores, or Inful<e Flandrk<e-> thinking that a 
Meridian drawn over thefe* did pafs thorow the 
Poles towards which the Loadftone pointed^ as 
well as thorow thofe of the World 5 becaufe here 
they obferv'd no variation of the Needle. But 
they differ in aligning thorow which of thefe 
Ifles it ought to be defcribed. Some place it in 
St. Michael, which is about y deg. more Weft then 
Teneriff 5 becaufe here they fay the Compafe vary- 
eth leaft. Others fey, that the variation is fefe 
in Corvo, which lies about 6 deg. Weft of th is* 
/. e. 1 5 of Teneriff, and therefore fix it here. But 
fome of the lateft, finding die great incetfivenience 
that there is in having different Longitudes ap- 
plied to the fame place 5 and alfo experimenting; 
a far greater variation in the Azores then was pre- 
tended, have reduced it again to Teneriffe, and 
foppofeitdefcrib'dover thetopof ElPko, or the 
J>eak-> which being the moft noted and accuminate 
mountain in the Weftern parts of the Workf, 
is better fitted (ex fuch a purpofe, then any fhore,

But no fuch certain and eafie method for the How to 
finding out the Longitudes hath yet been invent- fi n £ t j J6 
ed 5 tho very many Mariiematicians, have long 
employed their wits in the fearch after it 3 being tu jf 
encouraged hereunto, not only by the apprehen- 
fion of that great advantage and perfection which 
this Science, and Navigation* would receive from 
fuch a difcovery 5 but alfo by feveral other great 
rewards which have been propofed to it. The 
principal means whereby it has been hitherto at- 
tempted, and whereby it feems moft likely to be 
effected, is the obfervation of fome one Celeftial 
Appearance, at divers places. Such as are Eclipfcs, 
the- entrances of the Moon into the Ecliptic, its 
Latitude or diftance from the Ecliptic, its ap- 
proximation to, or diftance from, fome fixt Star. 
The con^indion and : oppofition of Jupiter s Sa- 
tellites*, &c. for if the moment of time when any 
of thefe do happen, were exactly obfefved in any 
two daftant places, the Longitude of the one 
from- the other will be found out, by refolving 
the difference of time, that the appearance hap- 
pens in one place fooher then the other, into de- 
grees 3 allowing fifteen degrees for an hour, and 
fifteen minutes of a degree for a minute of an 
hour. 

From the obfervation of the beginnings, mid- 
dles, and ends of Eclipfes ( of the Moon elpe- 
cially ) the Longitudes of places have hitherto 
for the moft part been determined 5 as be- 
caufe the fame Eclipfe, which at London was ob- 
ferved at twelve a Clock, began not at Branden- 
burgh till one, hence 'twas colle&ed , that 
later City had fifteen degrees Longitude more 
then the other.

But befides the difficulty that 
there is of obferving this appearance exadtly, 
it happens but once in a fortnight, and fo is not 
frequent enough to ferve the prefent turn. There- 
fore to this is added, 2. The Moons place in the 
Zodiac, efpecially when (he is in the Meridian $ 
the time of night when this happens in any un- 
known place, being bv any of the fixt Stars found 
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betwixt them doth likewife difcover thar diftance 
in Longitude. But becaufe the Moon for fome 
days before and after the change cannot be feen 
at all, and for feveral more cannot be feen m the 
Meridian 5 therefore this method hath almoft the 
fame inconveniences attending it as the former 5 
which fome think are fully redrefs'd in this other, 
which is, 3. The Conjunctions, Eclipfes, or any 
fuch appearance of Juf iters four Satellites. The 
time when they will happen in any known place, 



being firft computed, and then compared with 
the time when they are obferv'd in an unknown 
one, will alfo as before difcover its Longitude. 
Thefe Planets are fo far diftant from the Earth, 
that they have no confiderable Parallax, and fo 
their appearances are more eafie to be obferved 
then thofe of the Moon commonly arc. And they 
move fo fwifUy about the body of Jupiter, that 



The reafon why the appearances of no other 
of the Planets, befides the Moon and Jupiter s Sa- 
tellites, can beferviceable to difcover Longitudes* 
is becaufe the proper motions of all the reft are 
fo flow, that the quickeft of them feems to con- 
tinue in the very fame point above half an hour* 
and fo how exad foever the obfervation be, it 
may occafion the miftake of feven or eight de- 
grees 5 whereas every Longitude fhould, if it were 
poffible, be computed within as few minutes. 

Many other methods have been invented to 
folve this difficulty, whereof fome are too erro- 
neous to be mentioned, others too nice to be 
pra&ifed. Some Artifts have undertaken to make 
Clocks to go fo exadtly, that being fet to the juft 
time of day at any known place, they (hall go true 
to a minute for many davs, and fo being carried 



in a very litde time a fenfible alteration of to an unknown one, will ihew ^the hour at the 



their places is made 5 and fo the moment of their 
conjunctions, and other appearances, may be the 
more accurately obferved, and Longitudes hence 
more exa&ly determined. But becaufe thefe Sa- 
tellites are every year, for many weeks together, 
fo near the Sun, that by reafon of its rays they 
cannot be feen $ and at other times cannot be 
difcerned without the afliftancc of a very good 
prospective, and avery clear air3 therefore neither 
can this be a conftant direction. 4. The appulfe of 
the Moor! to any of the fixt Stars, is by fome 
thought an appearance of the moftuniverfal ufe 
in this concern, becfaufe it may be obferved at 
all times, but about the new Moon. And indeed 
did not the double Parallax, and the refraction 
of the Moon, render the calculation of its true 
place fomewhat nice, and fub jeCt to miftakes 5 
this method would be better liked, and more fer- 
viceabie then any of the precedent. 

Since therefore each of thefe Celeftial appea- 
rances has fome difficulty or other attending it, 
which hinders it from being obferved conftantly, 
or without greater skill and care then Mariners 
ufually adhibit 5 the fitteft method, I think,is not to 
chufe one of them from the reft, and always to 
make ufe of that alone $ but to obferve any two 
or more of them in the fame place, and with as 
much exaCtnefi as the prefent circumftances can 
well afford. For when fome cannot, others may, 
be feen 5 and errors committed in the obferva- 
tions and calculations of one, may be found out, 
and corrected when compared with anothers. By 
fuch different obfervations frequently made, and 
compared with one another, which moft Pilots 
can in fome meafure do, they will not only pro- 
mote their own artandfafety 5 but very fignally 
contribute to the perfection of Geography. In 
order to which, it would be highly advantage- 
ous, if any true lover of Arts would take care, 
that thefe following particulars may be put into 
praCtife : 1. That the Longitude of fome great 
merchandizing City ( fuppofe London ) be. exactly 
computed, by diligent and skilful Aftronomers, 
from the obfervations of the fame Eclipfe there, 
and at the Peak of Teneriff, or by what other 
methods they lhall judge moft accurate. 2. That 
Ephemerides be carefully calculated for the Me- 
ridian of that City, fhewing the moment of time 
when all the forementioned Celeftial appearances 
happen there.

prefent place, will ( as before ) give the diffe- 
rence of their Longitudes. But fuch Clocks as 
thefe have never yet been made, that we have 
heard of $ tho of late, the Art is arrived to fo 
great a perfection, that it feems fcarce capable 
of any farther improvement. Others alfo 
have obferved, that the fpots in fome of the Pla- 
nets, and confequently their bodies themfelves 
move regularly round their own axis, as Jupiter 
doth in lefs then ten hours$ hence they cofleCt,that 
if the time and manner of thefe fpots appearance 
were calculated for any known Meridian, and 
then obferved at another, their difference in Lon- 
gitude may hereby be found out, as well as by 
any of the foregoing methods. But, befides many 
other difficulties which attend this obfervation, it 
cannot be made without the afliftance of better 
Telefcopes then are ordinarily to be had. 

To reduce the degrees of Longitude and La- 
titude, and of all other Circles defcribed on the 
Earth to Englijb miles, or any other known mea- 
fures, 'tis neceffary that we firft know how many 
of them anfwer to one degree 3 which being a- 
greed upon, it will be eafie to compute, not 
only the diftance in miles, betwixt two particu- 
lar places, whofe Longitude and Latitude is gi- 
ven, but alfo all the dimenfions of the whole 
Earth. Our Englifh miles are derived originally 
from the length of Barly-corns, 3 of which arc 
an inch, 1 2 inches a foot, fixteen feet and an half 
a perch, 40 perch a furlong, 8 furlongs ( that 
is 1760 yards) a mile by ftatute. And the opi- 
nion moft commonly received is, that about 
60 of thefe are anfwerable to a degree in any great 
Circle on the Earth, and one of them to a minute. 
If fo, then 60 multiplied by 360, or 2itfoo miles 
is the greateft Circuit. Its Diameter is 6872. The 
fuperficies is 148435200 fquare miles. The fo- 
lid content is 1 6992 1 796242 cubic miles. When 
two places differ only in Latitude, the degrees 
of the Meridian intercepted betwixt them, mul- 
tiplied by 60, gives their diftancc in miles. If 
they differ in Longitude only, and are both un- 
der the Equator, their difference in degrees is 
likewife to be multiplied by 60. But when they 
are diftant from the Equator, the Parallel under 
which they are is lefs, and fo fewer miles equal 
a degree in it. The number of them in any de- 
gree of Latitude betwixt the Equator and the 
Poles is found out by this proportion. 

As the Radius is to the fine complement of the 
Latitude : So is 60 to a fourth 5 which is the num- 
ber ot miles , anfwenng to a degree of Longi-

that about 66 miles and a quarter, anfwer to a 
degree in the Equator 3 Jo that 60 is ufed only 
for the roundnefe of die number, and readinefs 
of computation, every mile according to this rate 
anfwering to a minute 5 which would be a very 
ftrange and happy chance, if it were exactly fo. 
This may be difcovered by feveral ways, but the 
moft pra&icable and certain is, by taking the 
height of the Pole at two places, diftant North- 
ward one from the other about an hundred miles, 
or as much more as may be 5 and then taking 
the true diftance and fituation of one place from 
the other by a large furveying Inftrument and 
Scale (made by an accurate workman), not go- 
ing always along the High-ways, but from by- 
ftations, obferving Churches, and fuch remarka- 
ble places. 

The miles, and other meafures are fo much 
different in one Nation, from what they are in 
another;, yea in one part of the fame Nation from 
what they are in another, that they cannot with- 
out a great deal of difficulty and uncertainty, be 
reduced to one common ftandard $ hence iris, 
that often in die fame Map , we have a triple 
fcale ot miles , the longeft, fhorteft, and mean 
ones. The Italian mile is commonly reckon d 
equal to the Englifh. Two of thefe make a French 
League $ fomewhat more then three of them a 

Spanifh League $ four of thema German mile 5 five, 
and fomewhat more, a Swedijh otDanifb mile. 
What hath been farther attc 
du&ion ofihorter foreign meafures to our Englijb 
foot, may be feen in the following table.

When places differ both in Longitude and La- 
titude, the diftance betwixt them is alfo found 
out by two operations in Trigonometry, where- 
by an oblique angf d fpherical Triangle is refolv'd, 
having two fides, and the angle intercepted, gi- 
ven, to find out the other fide 5 for in the pre- 
fent cafe, the complements of the Latitudes are 
the two fides 5 the angle made by them at the 
Pole is the difference of the Longitudes 5 and 
the neareft diftance betwixt the two places, mea- 
fured by the arc of a great Circle, is the other 
fide.

voyage. 

In 1 619 nine Ships were fent, which by reafon 
of the Hollanders being there before them, and 
driving away the Whales from the filhing places, 
made alfo a lofing voyage. Befides another mis- 
fortune, for as one of their beft Ships lay at an- 
chor under a mountain, a great piece of a rock 
of Ice, broke off, and fell upon the Ship, killed 
divers, and wounded more, and fo broke the 
Ship, that flie was very difficuldy fitted up to 
ferve home 5 and when they came home , the 
Dutch, who had fully laded, fo much under- 
fold them, that they were very much difcou- 
raged, and gave over their trading thither 5 
But Mr. Ralph Freeman with a few more of the 
companions ftill continued, and in 1*20 fet out 
feven Sail 5 which by reafon of fo many Hollan- 
ders and panes, returned half laden. And in 1 6 2 1 
eight Ships went ou?, which, notwithftanding all 
the harm the Dutch did them, brought a reafonable 
good adventure of 1 100 tuns of Oyl. 

In 1 6 2 2, nine Ships were fent, one whereof was 
wrackt upon the Ice, the other brought home 
1300 tuns of Oyl. 

We find nothins 



with the skins of Bears, Deer, and Foxes they had 
caught, befides pieces ofold Sails they found there. 
Having accommodated thefe things, they went 
out again to fearch for more provifion 5 and up- 
po 1 the Ice they found two Morffes fleeping, thev 
killed them both, and rofted them in their tent, 
and eat them at leifure. Beviewing their provi- 
iion, they found it unfufficient to ferve half the 
winter, and therefore they firft limited themfelves 
to one meal a day, and afterwards cut off one 
meal in a week more 5 and fo many meals they 
fed upon the fritture of the Whales, referring 
their Venifon for ficknefs and Holidays 5 this thev 
preferved by roafting and flowing it in their emp- 
ty cash which they found there. Before they were 
well provided, they began to want light 5 for from 
(Mober the fourteenth, till February the third, they 
had not the fight of the Sun 5 but in clear wea- 
ther they wanted not die light of the Moon, which 
was a great advantage and confolation unto 
them. For looking out on a bright moon-fhi- 
mng day, they efpied a great Ihe-Bear with her 
Cubs coming towards the Tent 5 they fought

firft day they killed fourteen Deer,but being wea- 
ry, and the night coming on, they laid them down 
to fleep in the convenienteft place they could find. 
The next day proved very foggy, and fo much 
Ice was got betwixt the Ihoar and the Ship , that 
the Ship was forced to ftand fo far off into die 
Sea, that they loft the fight of her. So they refol- 
ved to hunt till they came to Green-harbour, where 
they would ftay for their flip. In this paflage they 
killed eight Deer more , with which they laded 
their Shallop, and came to Green-harbour 5 where 
when they arrived they found that the Ships were 
gone thence : they refolved therefore to haften to 
Bell-found to their Captain, and for the more fpeed 
they caft their Venifon over-board into the Sea : 
fo they failed all that night and the next day, but 
haying no compafc, they wandred to and again 
fo long till the Ships were departed thence alfo. 
Thefe eight perfons feeing themfelves in almoft a 
defperate condition, refolved however not to be 
wanting to their own prefervation 5 and therefore 
they prefendy went about to get provifion for the 
long Winter. The firft day they killed feven Deer 
and four Bears, the next fix Deer 5 but the night 
coming upon them, and leaving their provifion 
ln *eir Shallop, there arofe a very high wind, 
which funk their Shallop, and in die morning 
they found a confiderable part of their ftores 
iwimming by the fhore, which with great labour 

cu 11 t= V r * ey rccovered > as alfo their 
ahallop 5 which by main force they haled upon 

die Shore. The next thing was to provide their 
habitation, for which purpofe they made ufe of 
the tent wherein the Cooper ufed to work, which 
was made of Timber and boards covered with 
Henujh afc, which being unable to refift the cold, 
they built another tent or houfe within it twenty 
foot long and fixteen broad, and flowed the di- 
itance with earth, bones of fifh, fritture of Whales, 
and luch old timber as they could gather up of 

ShaB< T s Md AcL'fcj of which they made 
the beft provifion they could, laying it upon the 
beams that were under the tiles. They made alfo 
tour Cabins, two to a Cabin, and furniflied them

haled her into their Tent, and fed upo/herWen- 
ty days : her flefh was tolerably pleafant and whole- 
fome^ but the Liver made their skins to peel off: 
which was alfo obferved by the Dutch that win- 
tered in Nova-Zembla. Many Bears afterwards 
came to vifit them, at leaft forty, but they could 
kill no more then feven, one of which was at leaft 
fix foot high. As the Sun and dav began to ap- 
pear, the Fowls, and Foxes began to come a- 
broad, for which they fet traps and fpringes. 
Of Fowls they took a vaft number 5 and at feveral 
times theygotabout fifty Foxes, which they roaft- 
ed, and found to be pleafant and wholefome 
food. The Dutch relation of their men that wintred 
in Nova-Zembla faith, that though thev did not re- 

hfh Bears flefh,yet Foxes they liked well,for by their 
flefh they were much relieved in dieir Scurvies. 
May the firft, it being fomewhat warm, they went 
abroad to feek provifion, where thev light of great 
quantities of Willocks-eggs, which was a great 
refreshment to them : that day alfo came two 
Englift Ships into the Sound, which fent forth to 
feek them, and took them in, and brought them 
fafe and found into England. 

The effeds of the cold upon them (thelikeal- 7/ 

fo being teftified by thofe of William Barents com- jVf* 
pany that wmtrcd in Nova-Zembla) are wonderful • /? 
as that it raifed blifters on their flelh, as if they 
had been burnt with fire : if they touched Iron 
it ftuck to their fingers 5 whilft they fate by a great 
their ftockings burnt, yet their feet not fen- 
fible of heat, and their backs were frozen. Yet 
our men either had not fuch reafon or will to 
complain as the Dutch in Nova-Zembla, whofe 
Shoos froze as hard as horn to their feet 5 whofe 
Sack was quite frozen 5 as likewife a Barrel of Wa- 
ter became perfedt Ice in one night 5 that their 
Carpenter taking a nail out of his mouth," >the 
skin and flefli followed glued to it with Ice.

things as we think not fo ufefiu, and abridg the 
reft for fear of cloying the Reader. He firft ar- 
rived upon Char les-l fie of feventy Miles m length, 
not above ten broad, feparated from Greenland by 
a narrow ftrait called Forelands-ford, betwixt this 
Foreland and Mufcle-haven are the higheft moun- 
tains, and though the greateft part of the moun- 
tains and rocb of Greenland are of a red foil, and 
communicate that colour to the Snow upon them, 
which makes them look like fire 5 yet there are feven 
that are of a blew colour, and betwixt them many 
fcarp pointed rocks. In Soutb-baven they com- 
monly repair their faulty Ships, being a very large 
and commodious harbour 5 wherein thirty and 
fometimes forty Ships have conveniently .ancho- 
red at the fame time. Here alfo they take in frefo 
water, which runs plentifully from the mountains 
upon the melting of the Ice and Snow $ for the 
Rivers (at leaft as far as they can go,) are too brac- 
jrifli, and there are not any Springs or Wells as yet 
difcovered. This Haven hath high Mountains 
on either fide, but efpecially on die left, particu- 
larly one called the Bee-bhe, another the Devik* 
buck, which is commonly covered with a thick 
mift ; and which, when the wind drives it that way, 
darkens the Haven.

The Sea feems not fo fait here as in other 
places. It is generally fo clear, that one may 
fee at leaft twelve fathoms under water 5 and 
commonly of the colour of the air. The courfe 
of it at Mufckbay , and fome other places, is 
obferved to be Northward. There hath been 
no particular notice taken of the Tydesj and 
Martens thinks, that it ebbeth and flowedi not 
regularly, according to the Moon ( for then it 
would drown die nefts of the birds that build 
nigh the furface of the water in the Blands ) but 
rather that the highrwater is caufed by the 
winds. 

The whole land is fo encompaffed with Ice, 
that it is difficult to be approached 5 and 1 6 1 3, 
about the middle of June the Ice was fo much 
dinarily and fo ftrong, that the Ships which went from

The Soil, as much as has been difcovered, 
of Greenland, is in mod places nothing but Rocks 
or heaps of vaft ftones, many of them fo high, Sea, beaten 
that the upper half feems to be above the clouds 5 
and fo fteep that they feem as if they would 
tumble down, as many times great pieces do 
break from the whole with a terrible noife. The 



From the weaknefs of the heat alfo it proceeds, 
that die vapours from the earth are neither hot 
enough to warm the air, nor thin enough to rife 
to any confiderable height, but they hang con- 
tinually in thick dark mifts upon the mountains, 
and fometimes upon the earth it fel£ infomuch 
that he which is at one end of his Ship cannot 
difcern his companion at did other. 

Concerning the Cold and Ice it is further re- 
markable, that the Ice is oftentimes raifed above 
the water many ( 16 ) fathoms, and this is much 
frelher than the other 5 many-times alfo it is thirty- 
five fathoms underwater, which is more fait, and 
eafilier melted. It is frozen fometimes to the bot- 
tom of the Sea. Freezing makes a great,and to them 
who have not heard it before, a terrible found,

There are alfo great quantities of Fifhes in Fijhes. 
thefe Seas, as Seals, Dog- filhes, Lobfters, Gernels, 
or Shrimp-gurnets, Star-fifh, Mackrel , Dragon- 
fifh, Dolphins, Buts-head, Unicorns, and the like. 
But the chiefeft profit, and that which draws men 
to thofe defolate and comfordefs places, is the 
Whale-filhing. Of Whales there are feveral forts : 
fome unprofitable to the Fifhers, as the Jubarta of Whales. 
a black colour, fixty foot long, with a fin upon 
his back : his fins are nothing worth, his back 
yeilds fome, not much, Oyl : his belly none at 
all. Sedeva is of a white colour, bigger then the 
reft, his fins not above a foot long, fcarce any

Hollanders in Nova Zembla obferved, that when 

the Sun disappeared, the Bears left them till die 
Sun returned : and in their ftead die Foxes grew 
more bold. The largeft fort of Bears are thofe 
they call Water-Bears, that five by what they 
catch in the Sea, where diey have been feen fwim- 
ming twelve miles from any fhore. The Dutch 
Relation faith, that skins have been feen fourteen 
ells long, but they meant feet Our men fay, that 
the ftory of their bringing forth their young de- 
formed, and that they reduce them 
licking, is a fable: for that they h 
young ones, and fome alfo taken out of their 
Dams bellies, perfectly formed. 

In diis Country there doth not breed any great 
quantity of Land-fowls : there is one of the big- 
nefs of a Lark, with a fquare bill, that feeds upon 
worms, and tafts not fiftiy. Another they call 
Snow-Fowl, of thebignefsandcolourof aSparrow, 
with a white belly 5 being almoft ftarved they flew 
into a Ship in great abundance, and were fo tame 
that the Mariners took as many of them as they 
pleafedj but as foon as they were fed withHafty- 
pudding flew away, and would no more come 
near them. Of Water-fowl there is great variety, 
as Cuthbert-Ducb, Willocb, Stints, Sea-Pigeons, 
Sea-Parrets, Guls, Noddies, and in fo great abun- 
dance, that with their flights they darken the Sun 5 
and at dieir rifing make fuch a noife, that perfons 
talking together cannot hear one another fpeak. 
Particularly there is one 

{beer, all white as Snow except his BUI, (which is 
thin, fmall and lharp) his feet and eye^ne lives up- 
on what he can get in the water. 2. A Diver 01 
Vidafper ( called by the Mariners a Pigeon, be- 
caufe of the noife he makes) almoft as big as a 
Duck, with a thin, crooked, fearp-pouited bill, two 
inches long, feadiers black, legs and feet red : theie 
fwim very fwifi, endure long under water, and are 
tolerable good meat. 3- Lib: to this, but fome- 
what trigger, is the Lumb, only his befly is white, 
and his noife like die croaking of a frog ; thele 
build in the Mountains , and carry their young 
ones in their beaks to the Sea to teach theni to 
fwim and dive ; their flefli is not good.

THe Dutch had no way to take from Sir Hugh 
WMoughby the honour of firft adventuring 
upon thefe Northern Coafts (which he didby the 
commiflion, and at the charges of King Edward 
the fixtb, but at the advice and direction of the 
great Sea-man Sebaftian Cabot Grand Pilot of Eng- 
hndj but by bellowing on him an imaginary Ti- 
de of an Hland, which they c&Wittwghbks-Ijland, 
and which they place near Nova-Zembla. Befides 
what we have fpoken to this matter in the de- 
fcriptionof Greenland 3 it may further be noted, 
that neither Captain Edge, who travelled thofe 
Seas fo many rimes 5 nor MtSeller, nor any other 
Englifb man that we know of, name any fuch 
Iflands in their Maps, nor do any of thejournals 
of our Mariners, nor HHudfon, who exprefly 
went to feek for it, mention any fuch place 5 and 
the lateft Dutch Map of Nova Zembla ( which is 
the neareft Country to that imaginary Ifland ) fet 
out 1*78, makes not any mention of it 5 nor does 
Sir H. WMoughby feem to have fayled that way, 
which is Eaft and by North from Sainamfcut fet his 
courfe towards North-eaft : nor doth the defcrip- 
tion he made of the Countrey agree to a fmall 
Ifland- All which being confidered, Mr. Purchas 
with good reafon feveral times affirmeth that 

-Ifland is no other then a conceit of

water, both to cool and cleanfe it (by fullering 
all the filch to fink to the bottom) and thence by 
long Troughs , that it may be more cooled, 
convey ed into the Hogftieads or other like veilels.

eth from fix to eleven Hogftieads. One Houfon 
a Diep-man in 1634 got twenty fix Hogftieads {Co- 
dos) out of one tongue, and a hundred and twen- 
ty out of the body of one Whale. 

The Whale hath many enemies 3 1. A kind of 
lowfe-or infedt that eats through his skin to de- 
vour the fat 5 he hath on each fide four feet, an 
head like an Acorn with four horns. 2. The Saw- 
fijb, which h#h a long Snout, on either fide fet 
with teeth like a Saw 5 he feldome gives over the 
Whale till he hath killed him 3 he eats up his 
* tongue and nothing dfe 3. The Hay, from two 
to three fathoms long, round and fmall 5 afliarp 
fhout and three rows of teeth in his mouth, with 
which he will bite great pieces out of the Whale, 
and fometimes eat up all the fat 3 the Fiihermen 
lave found Whales half devoured by them$ they

it was firft difcovcred by the Englifbin 1 55$: and 
fince vifited by feveral both Englifb and Dutch* 
who have attempted to find out a paflage that 
way into the TartarianrSea , and fo farther to 
Cathay, China, Japan, &c Yet notwithftanding 
all their endeavours , very little progrels hath 
been made in that difcovery 5 except you will 
fay, that they difcovered by fad experience, 
that though perhaps the Sea might be continued 

through thofe Streits, yet by reafon of the very 
great hindcrance, as well as danger, of the Ice^ 
it is unpayable; or if in fome warm Summers per- 
haps it might be (ailed, yet is the danger and trou- 
blefo great, that it is not worth the hazard and 
charges of the adventure. Efpecially fince the mif- 
carriage of that worthy Pilot William Barents, who 
out 01 confidence of the feafibility of the enter- 
prife, adventured To far that his Ship was firft 
hem'din, and afterwards frozen and broken in 
the Ice: fo that they were forced to winter upon 
the land, wherethe good man loft his life 5 of 
whofe fufferings by cold I have before fpo- 
kca. Only give me leave here to take notice of 
their particular ooTervations of the fetting and 
rifing of the Sun, comparing diem with, others

23,) faw the Sun not 
fully above die earth, it rofe South-South-Eaft, 
and fet South-South-Weft 3 after Nov. 4, (0 ft. 25,) 
they faw the Sun no more$ but the Moon conti- 
nued as long as fhe was in higheft degrees to be 
feen day and night.

appeard and he then was in 50 
qrnrius. They farther obferved, mat Dy an zpue- 
merides, which they carried with them, at Venice 
would be a conjunction of the Moon and Ju- 
piter that very day at one a Clock in the mor- 
ning, which they in Nova-Zembla faw at 6, in Tau- 
rus. So that the difference of Longitude of thefe 
two places, is 5 hours, which anfwers to 75 deg. 
Venice therefore being accounted in theLongitude 
of 37 deg. 25. min, Nova-Zembla muft be 1 1 2 deg. 
25 mia And from thence it is no more than 60 
deg. to Cape Tabin, die uttermoft point of Tartary. 

What to fay to thefe obfervarions, fo contrary 
to all Aftronomers, 1 know not : had Barents made 
them, thev would have ftaggered us more 5 but 
fince the Obferver hath fo grofly miftaken in the 
Latitude of the place, which he always places in 
76 deg. infomuchthat/feJ>2 faith, that that place 
is by them laid too far North much out of its place, to 
what end he knows not,wt have the lefe reafon to af- 
fent to him in the reft 5 befides to place Nova- 
Zembla in 76, is to make it in the fame Latitude 
as Horn-Sound in Greenland, which no man ever 
affirmed. Nor can any one imagine that the re- 
fraction of the Sun-beams can caufe fuch a diffe- 
rence 5 for Mr. Baffins obfervation, which he made 
in Greenland, from the Air whereof that in Nova- 
Zembla cannot much differ, will not admit any 
thing like that difference 5 which take in his own 

words : Beholding it about a north-north-eaft Sun, 
by the common Compafs , at which time the Sun 
was at the loweft, one fifth of his body was above 
the Horizon, and four fifths below 3 his declination 
for that inftant was 10 deg. 35 nan. north, being 
at noon in 2 deg. 7 min. of Virgo, his daily motion 
was 38 min. whofe half being 19, to be "ddedto 
the former, ( becaufe it was at twelve hours before 
noon) his place at that infiant was 2 deg. 26 nun. 
of Virgo, whofe declination is ( as before) 1 o deg. 
35 min. The Latitude of the place was 7? deg. 
47 min. whofe complement was 1 1 deg. 1 3 nan. the 
declination being jubdufted from the complement 0} 
of the elevation of the Pole leaveth 38 **** fi" 
fifths of which is 12 min. being fubfirafted from 38, 
leaveth 26 min. for the refraftion, which is more

But to return to Nova-Zembla : There is lately 

a new Chart of Nova-Zembla put out in Holland, 

whichfeparatesit from Samoiedia by the Streighc 

of Nafau,ot Fretum Waygats, but makes theNortn 

of it (wherein Barents in i55>S wmtered) in die 
lame parallel with part of Greenland 5 and tnat 



manifeftly calculated out of the 
obfervarions of diem that wintered there widi 
WBarentsx, and therefore I IhaU neither difparage 
nor approve it : further trial may determine it. 

A late Traveller a . Frenchman , Chyrurgeon 
in a Danifh Ship, faith, That Nova-Zembla is a 
Continent joyned on the South to Samoiedia by 
a ledg of Mountains called by him the Pater- 
Nofter-Mountains, and on the North to Greenland^ 
which is contrary both to this new Chare, and to 
the obfervarions of all Marriners both Englifb 
and Dutch. He faith alfo that he, with odiers , 
went aftiore upon Nova-Zembla, and brought a- 
wayfomeof the inhabitants into Denmark--) that 

they were more barbarous then any other nation 
he had ever feen. A Groenland-Monk ( in die 
Chron. of Ifeland ) faith, that die Pigmies inhabi- 
ted Nova-Zembla $ this Traveller indeed faith, 
thev were but Ihort, trufsM perfons, but not fo 
little as to deferve the name of Pigmies , nor in- 
deed much Idler then his Countreymen the 
Gronelanders are defcribed. 

The Dutch, who wintered there, mention nog ea fa 
other beafts then Bears, Foxes, and fuch other 
as five upon prey 3 for that, fay they, diere is 
neither Leaves nor Grafs , for other Beafts to

ces alfo green, and Deer feeding upon it , nor 
were all the high hills covered with Snow. But 
Mr. Hudfon was there in Summer 5 and it is pro- 
bable that, aflbon as winter begins, the Deer be- 
take themfelves to Samoieda, or fome other place. 

Our Merchants, that havelived in Rufia, fay, , 
that upon Nova-Zembla is a great lake wherein a 
wonderful number of Swans and Geefe do breed, 
which moult their feathers about St Peters day 3 
and at that time the Rufes go thither to gadier 
their feathers, and to kill the Fowls, which they 
dry, and bring into their own Countrey for win- 
ter provifion. . 

Both Englifb and Dutch in their frequenting this 
coaft have given names to feveral daces. And 



it is a remarkable inconvenience that die Dutch 
very rarely make ufe of a name given by another 
nation 5 buthad rather give new ones themfelves^ 
that the world may take them to be the great dil- 

coverers, and diligent obfervers. 

In 7 3 d. was a land difcovered by H Hudfon, and 
called Hold-witMnpe, unknown, as he conceived, 
to anv Chriftian till that time, and ( as our late 
Navigators fay ) to any fince

Cherry-lfland, when firft difcovered I know not, 
but it received not its name, nor was known to be 
of any profittill 1*03, when a Ship fet out at the 
charges of Sir Francis Cherry touched upon it, and 
found there fome Lead, and a Morffes tooth 5 but 
llaved not to filh, becaufe the year was too far 
fpent. However they called it (in honour of Sir 
Francis Cherry, for whofe ufe they took pofleflion 
of it,) Cherry -Ifland. 

In 1*04, aShip fet (ail (Mx.WeMen the Mer- 
chant, and Steven Bennet the Matter) from London, 
Aprili$, and arrived at Cola in Lafland May 1 5 
they flayed in Lapland till July 1, and July 8 they 
came in fight of Cherry 5 and they came to an 
Anchor on the South-foutb-eaft fide, but, becaufe 
of the ftream, could not land: fo that they Med 
round abour the Hie, and at length anchored two 
miles from the Shore. Going on land one of them 
with his Gun killed as many Fowl as almoft la-

thing but ftore of Foxes 3 that part of the Hland 
was in 74 deg. 45 min. July 1 o,they weighed An- 
chor and flood into another Bay, and came to an- 
chor in eight fathoms, where they faw an incre- 
dible number of Morffes fwimming in the Sea* 
Coming to Shore, they efpied a vaft company of 
them lying on the ground, they dot at them with 
three Guns they carried with them, but with all 
their weapons they could kill but fifteen of above 
1000 that lay there like Hogs hudling together 
on heaps, but they found as many teeth as filled 
an Hogfliead. Before the 1 3th, they killed near 1 00 
more, making ufe only of their teeth. 
In 1605, the fame perfons went again, arriving 

there July 2, they went on Shore* and July 6, flew 
abundance of Morffes, and not only with Shot, 
as diey did die year before, but with Lances dex- 
troufly ufed directing them to certain places of 
their bodies j they began aUb to boil their Blub- 
ber, and made 1 1 Tuns of Oyl, (5 of their bel- 
lies will yeild one Hogfliead,) and abundance of 
Teeth. Here alfo they found a Lead-mine un- 
der Mount-misery , and brought away about 30 
Tun of the Oar. 
In 1606, the lame Slip with die fame perfons 

was fent again, and landed^ 3, in 74 deg. 55 
in. whore theyftayed till toe Ice was all clear- 
ed} for the Morffes will not come to Shore oil 
the Ice be all vanilhed, where atone time infix 
hours, they flew betwixt 7 and 800 Morffes, and 
agreat Bears* they made 22 Tuns of Oyl, and 
3 Hoglheads of Teeth. 

In i£o8, June 21, was fo hot that the melted 
Pitch run down the fides of their Ship: in 7 hours 
time they flew above ^00 Morffes, making 31 
Tuns of Oyl and above 2 Hoglheads of Teeth, 
befides4o more. They took alive into their Ship, 
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2 young Morffes a Male and Femal 
died, the Male lived 10 Weeb in £q 
thev taught it many things.

which are very much valued,efpecially by ^Nor- 
thern people,pardy for their ufes in medicines,as to 
make cramp-rings, (which they make alfo of the 
briftles upon his cheeks) to refill poifon, and other 
malignant difeafes, wherein they are at leaft equal 
to that called theUnicorns-horn^but more for tneir 
beauty, which is equal to, if not furpafling, Ivory. 
The heavinefs of it, makes it much fought after 
for handles of Swords. Their skins being drefled 
are thicker then two Ox-hides,yet light and excel- 
lent to make Targets againft Dam and Arrows of 
the Savages. They feed upon Filh and Herbs, and 
deep, if mere be Ice, upon that 5 where if furpri- 
fed, the female cafts her young ones (of which Ihe 
hath commonly two at a time) into the Sea, and 
herfelf after than, fwimming away with them in 
her arms 3 and if provoked, after ihe hath fecu- 
red diem, returning many times to fet upon the 
Boat, into which if flic can fatten her teeth, (he 
will eafily fink it But if they be farther from die 
Water they all rife up together and with their 
weight and force falling upon the Ice endeavour 
to break it : as they did when furprifed by Jonas 
Foolm 1610, where himfelf and divers of his men 
efcaped drowning very narrowly $ one of them 
being in the Sea, die Morffes fet upon him with 
their teeth, but with very great labour and haz- 
zard of his company he efcaped death, though 
fore wounded. Frequendy alfo they deep on the 
Shore, and if they Have convenience , upon an 
high and fteep place 5 they always go in great com- 
panies, and let one to keep watch 5 which if fur- 
prifed a fleep, 'tis an eafy matter to kill all the reft 5 
but if he give warning by grunting, they clap 
their hinder feet under their two tusks, and fo 
roll into die Sea.

moved their Sea-quarters farther to the North,

Ifland is not fo much enclofed with Ice , as that 
which lies in the North 5 where it runs out into 
die Sea, with a (harp point behind the Mountain of 
Bears 5 for on this fide, all the year long, die Ice 
never removes from the Shore, above ten miles ; 
and in the Spring time fo befieges it, that diere 
is no paflage through it. For which reafon the 
Mariners, who are bound for this Ifland, ufe all 
the care thev can to avoid theEaftern, and to 
make directly to the Weftern Shore, there to lie 
while the filhing feafon continues ; if by mifcar- 
riage they come upon the Eaft-fide, they are then 
forced to fetch acompafs about the North part 
of the Ifland, whereby they are nor only expofed 
to the terrible winds that blow off from Bears- 
Mountain, but alfo to the dangers of the Float- 
ing Ice : for here the Sea flows from South to 
North, and ebbs from North to South. At the 
Northern end of the Ifland appears the Bears- 
Mountain of a prodigious height, and fo perpen- 
dicularly fteep, that it is impoflible to climb to 
the top of it. This Mountain from the Bears 
there frequendy feen , called Beerenherg or the 
Bears-Mountain, at the bottom takes up the whole 
fpace between the Eaftern and the Weitern 
Shore ; on the Nortbfide it leaves a little roona 
for leveller ground to the Ocean 5 and being ot 
prodigious height, may be deferred 30 miles

Whereupon divers Gendemcn adventured to 
plant there; who multiplying not long after, 
divided the whole Country inro die Eaftern and 
Weftern } and built two Cines, G^and ^6e. 
In Albe wasaBifhopsSee, and a Cathedral Church 
dedicated to St. Anthony. The Seat alfo of the 
Vice-Rov, fent thidier from time to ume by the 
Norwegian. Thev write alfo of a great Monaftery 
called of Sr. Thomas ; wherein was a Spring, whofe 
Sater was fo hot, mat it drefled all their meat j 
and being conveyed into the Celk, and other 
Rooml in pipes," heated all the Monaftery as if 
k had been fo many Stoves. They fay alfo, that 
tLb Monaftery is budt all of Pumice-ftones, and 
that this hot water falling upon diem, mixeth 
with the outer parts , and produces a fort of 

clammy matter, which ferves.inftead of Lime. ^

But what the Norwegians conquered , or pof- 
feflcd in this Country, was an lnconliderable 
corner of that large Continent Themfdves men- 
tion a Narion>whom they call Skrelingers,xo have 
inhabited in the middle of the Land, but what 
they were we know not. But whether their pau- 
city expofed them to the mercilefaefc of the Na- 
tives : or whether it were an Epidemical difeafe, 
which they called the block Vhgue h which fwept 
away, not only mod of that Nation in Groneland, 
but alfo the Merchants and Mariners in Norway 
that maintained that traffi m 
fome other reafon, which is now forgotten $ 10 
it is, that fince 134*, litde intelligence hath* de- 
scended to us concerning Groneland, all feebng 
the North-weft paflage to China, occafioned more 
knowle^of it In 1389, they fay tkt the King 
of Vemari(ent a Fleet thither, with intention 1 to 
re^eftablifc his dominion in thofe parts $ but that 
being caft away, difcouraged him from any fur- 
ther cnterprife $ till now of late ChriftianW, re- 
newed fomewhat again of that navigation , of 
which by and by. In 1 40$, the Bi&op of Dron- 
theim fent a Prieft (called Andreas) to fucceed 
Henry Bifliop of Garda, if dead 5 if alive, to re- 
turn and bring nonce of the ftate of the Church 
there. But Andreas never came back 5 nor hath 
there been fince any further care taken to fupply 
Biftiops, or maintain Chriftianity there. There 
is a relation in Purchase Pilgrim, part 3, of one 
Ivor Boty a Gronelander , tranflated 15*0 out 
of the Norweighijb Language 5 which gives a fuffi- 
ciendy particular account of all the places in that 
Country inhabited by Chriftians 5 out nothing 
befides. 

Afterwards another part of it is laid to be dis- 
covered by Antonio Zani $ the relation of whofe 
adventures is at large in Hackjmts third Volume. 
I frail not infert them, becaufe not ufeful to our 
prefent purpofe. And tho there be grounds 
cient to male us doubt of fome of thefe relations, 
yet not to rejedt them. Gudbrandiis.Thorlacius, an 
Iflandifh Bifhop, and difcreet perfon feith, that 
the Dkndilh Chronicles affirm , that they ufed 
formerly to trade to Engroneland, and that in the 

days of Popery that Country had Bifliops. Now 
our meninall the places where they have landed, 
find none but Savages, and thofe alfo Idolaters, 
fpeaking a language different from all that ever 
thev heard t though the Natives in their cuftoms 



good, he took poffeffion of the Utnd m the name 

Sf Queen Elizabeth, calling it Meta incognita. 

In 1583, Sir Humphrey Gilbert upon the fame^^ 
defign went to the great River of St Laurence m Qilkn 
Canada, took poffeffion of the Country, and fetled 
a fiihing trade there. This voyage I fuppofe was 
made upon fuggeftion of a Greek Mariner, who 
affured fome o^ our Nation, that himfelf had 
paffed a great Strait, North of Virginia, from 
the Weft or South Ocean, and offer d to be Pilot 
for die difcovery , but dyed before he came into 

England. 

In 1585, Mr. John Davis was employed with M-.D* 
two Barks to the feme fearch. Thefirft L^nd he?/* 

e to, he named the LanttfDeJotati?i,znd is 

one part of Groneland 5 then he arrived in rf^deg. 
15 mia in Gilberts Sound, where they found a 
great quantity of that Oar which Frobijber hrough t 
into England, and alfo Lapis Specularis.. Thence 
they went to 66 deg. 40 mia to Mount Raleigh, 
Totnefs Sound, tec. where they few fome few low 
flirubs, but nothing elfe wotth noting. 

. In 158*, he made a fecond voyage to the 
fame place , where he found amongft die Na- 
tives Copper Oar, as alfo black and red Copper. 
Thence they fearched many places Weftward, 
and returned with good hopes of difcoyering 
the defired paflage. 

In 1 587, he made a third voyage, to 72 deg. 
1 2 mia the compafe varying to 8 2 deg. Weft- 
ward, the Land they called London-Coajft 5 and 

there they found an open Sea, and forty leagues 
between Land and Land, thinking this to be the 
moft likely place to find the paflage 5 and it was 
from him called Fretum Davis. 

Thus from time to time proceeded the dif- Mr. M 
covery of thefe Countries $ but now not vupon Jon. 
hopes of a paflage to the hidies, but for the pro- 
fit of tradings nil Mz.Hudfon in 1610, after he 
was fatisfied that there was no pafl&ge North- 
eafterly, was fent to make a trial here alfo. He 
proceeded an hundred leagues further than any 
before had done 5 and gave names to certain 

places , as Defire-prwokes , Ifles of Gods mercies, 
Prince Henry 's-C 'ape, King James's Cape, Queen

North-weft for a paffage, was Martyn Frobijber, 
who in 157*, with two Barks coming to the 
height of 62 deg. found a great Met, called by 
him Frobi/bers Straits, whereinto having (ailed 
60 leagues, with main land on either fide, return- 
ed. He found there a certain Oar, which he con- 
ceived to be of Gold 5 and the next year he made 
a fecond voyage to fetch a quantity of it, but 
it proving to be nothing but black Lead, 2 
not expectation 5 yet they found a Silver Mine> 
which lay fo deep and feft in the Rocks, that they 



could not dig it T hey melted Gold alfo v 

very finall quantities, out of feveral tones they 
found there upon Smiths Me. They found alfo a 
dead filh, of about twelvcfoot long, not unlike in 
fliape to a Porcpoife, having an horn fix foot long 
(fuch as is commonly called Unicorns-horn) 



growing out of his fhout, which i$ ftill kept 
Windfor, In 1 578, he went out again upon a < 

covery s wherein pafling as far as he thought 



differed in Longitude from London 60 deg. 30 mia 
Weftward. They faw alfo the footing of a great 
Beaft, they fuppofed an Elk, or the like, James 
Hall was killed in the Boat by a Native, pretend- 
ing to trade with them. They tried the Mine at 
Cunninghams River, which the Vanes had digged 
before, and found it to be nothing worth. There 
were Rocks of very pure ftone, finer and whiter 
than Alabafter 3 and Angelica growing plentifully 
in many places, which the Savages ufe to eat. 

In 1^15, Mr. Baffin was fent again 5 he found Mr, 
Fair-Point to differ in Longitude from London fin* 
74. deg. and 5 min. Weftward. But the chief 
thing they difcoverd was, that there was no 
paflage in the North of Davis Straits, it being no 
other than a great Bay 5 hut that profit might 
be made by nfliing for Whales, Morffes, and 
Unicorns, of which there are good ftorc. 

In 1616, Mr. Baffin went again. In Sir Tho, 
Smiths Sound, 78 deg. Lat their Compafs va- 
ried $6 deg. Weftward , the greatcft variation 
that is any vhcre knowa Defpairing to difco- 
vcr their defired North-weft paflage, they re- 
turned home, and fince that we hear of no more

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the trading of his own, and partlv to renew 
his ancient pretence to that country, if any thing 
ftould be difcovered worth the claiming, wliilft 
die Englijb were bufie in thefe difcoveries, fet out 
two Ships and a Pinnace 1^05, the Admiral was 
Capt John Cunningham a Scot, God$k§ Undenaw a 
noble Dane, was Vice-Admiral, the chief Pilots 
were James tiall and John Knight, Englijb men. 
Gotske arrived on fome part of the country, where 
he mffick'd fome finall matters with the natives, 
took two of them , and returned into Denmark 
The other two Ships arrived at Cape Farewell, 
thence went to Frobijber s Straits, gave Danijh 

names to divers places, traded with the natives, 
of whom they broueht away three, aqd found 
certain ftones, in a place calFd Cunninghams Ford, 

out of an hundred pound of which, were extrad- 
cd twenty-fix ounces of fine filver. 

In 1606, He fent again four Ships and a Pin- 
nace, Godske Undenaw Admiral, and James Hall 

pilot-General 3 they brought away five of the 
natives. 

In 1 607, James Hall was fent again, but the 
Seamen mutining as foon as he came to the coaft, 
brought the Ship back again into Denmark, with- 
out any thing done. 

The King of Denmark fet out two Ships more, 
under Chrifium Richardjon an Holjteiner, with 
Norwegian and IJelandiJb Mariners, who returned 
before they law fliore. More of their expeditions 
we know not, till when he fent out John 
Munck with two Ships. They arrived fafe at Cape 
Farewell, 60 deg. 20 min. where their tackle was 
fo frozen, and full of ificles, that they could not 
handle them$ the next day was fo hot, thatthey 
could not endure their clothes, bur wrought in 
their fhirts. The fouth part of Hudfons Bay he 
calTd Mare Novum 5 that part towards Groneland, 
Mare Chriftianum. He arrive! in 6$ deg. 20 min. 
where he winter'd, and calTd it Muncks Winter- 
harbour, and the country New Denmark, ( it feems 
to be near Diggs IJland). In that long winter he 
there endured, little of note happened, but that 
in April it rained, and then came thither vajft 
quantities of fowls, of divers forts, to breed in 
thofe quiet, undifturbed places. Of ?11 his com- 
pany, which was forty-fix in one Ship, and fix- 
teen in the Pinnace, fcarce fo many were left 
alive, as were able to bring the Pinnace thorow 
very horrid dangers to their own country. 

Jn 1636, The Gronelandijb Society at Copen- 
hagen, fent two Ships 5 which arrived at Fretum 
Davis, near to which the Pilot found a black 
fand, which he conceived to contain confidera- 
ble quantity of Gold, wherewith he freighted 
his Ship, negledting further dfifcovery. Return- 
ing to Denmark, and his Sand, after examination 
being found to contain no Gold at all, he was 
fo feverely blamed by die Prefident of the So- 
ciety, and fo a<hamed to be miftaken , that he 
dyed with grief And fince that nothing more 
known of any adventures that way 

mark 

If any one defire to know what became of the 
eight Gronelanders, brought at feveral rimes into 
Denmark^ the account is this : The King com- 
manded great care Ihould be taken of than, 
appointed certain perfons to attend them, to jpve 
them liberty enough, fo as they prevented t

efcape. No necefiary or convenience was want- 
ing 5 their food fuch as they could eat, milk, 
butter, cheefe, fled, and filh, but raw. They 
could eat no bread, nor boiTd meat , but no- 
thing fo much abhorr'd by them as wine, or 
bra 



chagrin, which they continually lived in for the 
want of their beloted country. They could ne- 
ver be brought to learn much of the Danijh lan* 
guage* or to apprehend any thing of Chriflian 
RehgioiL Three of them were fent back towards 
their own country 1606, the moft towardly and 
hopeful, who might ferve for interpreters and 
brokers to the Danes 5 buttwoof them, Oxoand 
Omeg died in the Ship, and the third (becaufe 
the Dawes durft not land, or trade* by reafon of 
the great numbers of natives that appear d it* 
arms on the coaft, ready to revenge them that 
had been before earned away ) was brought back 
into Denmark, to his former treatment. AnAm- 
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baiTador arrivine there from Spain, the King „ 
plcafed to Ihew him thofe Savages, and their dex- 
terity in rowing, which was by all the fpedators 
admired. The Ambaflador fending them money, 
one of them had the courage to buy him clothes 
after the Danijb fafliion, got a feather in his cap, 
boots and fpurs, and all things ala cavaUere 5 he 
came alfo to the King, and defired to ferve him: 
but this fervor was quickly deeay'd, and the poor 
man returned to his fadnefi and complaints. 
Some of them endeavoured to get to Sea in dieir 
litde boats, but being retrieved, dyed of melan* 
choly. : . Two lived divers years at Koldingen in 
Jutland , where they were employed in diving 
f or Pearl-Mufcles 5 in which, their skill and dex* 
terity was fuch, that every one that faw them, 

pradifed the lame employ- 
ment in tiieir own country. Such fuccefs they 
had, that die Governor promifed himfelf great 

that in a lhort rime he Ihould 
fell Pearls by the quart, if they continued. But 
his covetoufhefs dettrqyed his gain 5 for not con- 
tent with what they fifhed in fonamer, he alfo 
compelled them under the ice in winter rime$ 
where one of them fell into fuch a difeafe, from 
the cold fo contraded, that he dved. After whofe 
death the other never enjoyed himfelf 3 but find- 
ing an opportunity, he got his litde Boat, and 
before he was overtaken, got to the main Sea. 
But being brought bacfc they reprefented to him, 
the impoffibility of his ever 
Groneland 5 but he freighted their advice , and 
told them, that he intended to go northward 
fo far, and when he was there the ftars would 
direct him into his own country. 

The country is moftly all high-land and 
mountains, cover d with fiiow all the year, but 
die fouthern parts more than the northern. 
They have very litde or no wood growing there, 
except fpme few buflies, and nqt many plants 
or herbs 5 confequendy , not many beaib there 
nourifhedj but their chief fubfiftenceis upon fiih- 
ing. There are divers mountains, which pro- 
mife rich mines of mettal : and fome have been 
found to contain it a&ually, others only to make 

inhabitants know neither fowing 
nor planting 5 tho the foil feem'd to be fertil and 
pleafant, efpeciaHy between the mountains. The 
northern parts, by reafon of the terrible 
cold, are wholly undifcovered $ the fouthern con- 
fill of many Iflands, different in lhapes and big- 
nefs: which feems to be the reafon, that in thefe 
Seas are many and various ftrong currents, and (as 
Ivor Boty faith) very many dangerous whirlpools 
towards the weft and north j none of which how- 
ever have been found by our Mariners. The

fhoars, both becaufe of their fhort ftay, 
treachery of the inhabitants. 

Of FiLs there is great both plenty «dwnaj 
Whales, Seals, Dog-ntt . , but in thefe are caught 
the ereateft quantity of Sea-Vmcoms, whole horns 
Sefo much efteemed, and kept as ranaes in the 
Cabinets of Princes. The natives here arefo w^U 
ftored with it, that diey have fuffiaent both for 
truck, and their own ufe. They make of them 
( befides other utenfils ) fwords, and heads for 
their darts and arrows j which they work and 
grind with ftones, till they make them as fharp- 
piercing as ours. This horn grows in the fhout 
of the filh, and is his weapon, wherewith he fears 
not to fight the Whale $ and to alfault, and fome- 
times endanger a Ship. The fifh it felf is as large 
as an Ox, very ftrong, fwift, and hard to be 
caught, except left on the fliore by the tide, or 
entangled by the weeds. • 

Fowls are here in great abundance and va- 
ries. Our men have feen thofe they call Bajs- 
geete, or fuch as once a vear come to breed in 
the Bafs, a famous rock or Ifland near Edinburgh. 
The natives alfo have a very great art and dex- 
terity in making and fetring (hares and fpringes 
to catch them ; which they do chiefly for their 
skins and feathers. Two or three of our men, 
with their guns, killed in one day fifteen hun- 
dred, and found them worfe tafted, but better 
clothed than thofe of the fame kind in thefe 
countries 5 they could not eat them till flayed, 
their skins being very thick, tough, and more 
cover'd with feathers ; which alfo were not eafily 
plucked off 5 which is the reafon that the natives 
drefs their skins as they do thofe of beafts, and 
Seals, and make garments of them 5 ufing them 
to all purpofes like other furrs ; with the feathers 
outward in fummer, inward in winter : which is 
alfo obferved in all other cold countries, as well 

as G rone land. 

All perfons, that have been there, give a won- 
derful and ftrange account of a certain north- 
light, as they call it, not eafily conceived by them 
who have not feen it. It appears dually about 
die time of the new Moon, and tho only in the 
north, yet doth it enlighten the whole country j 
fomerimes alfo Norway , Ifeland, and even thefe 
regions of ours, as Gajjendus (vita firesk., <7 ex- 
ercit. In Potior em Flud ) faith , himfelf obferved, 
and at large defcribes. Nor fhould I much doubt 
to affirm, that it is that which is fomerimes feen 
in England, and efpecially in the northern parts, 
call'd Streaming. It is faid to be like a great pil- 
lar ( or beam) of fire, yetdan 
ftreams every way, moving alfo from place to 
place, and leaving behind it a mift or cloud j 
continuing alfo rill the Sun-beams hide it, 

The country feems to be inhabited by divers 
nations, differing in habit, manners, and langua 
Thofe whom James Hall found and brouenc 
with him, differed much from thofe with

themfelves 5 govern d by feveral Kings j tlio they 
write not, that they had wars one with ano- 
ther, but onlv againft them Our late ebfeove* 
rers in 66 deg. 50 min. found a country which 
the natives ( as they could ^underftand them 
called Secammga ; who alfo faid, that they had 
a great King, carried upon mens fhoulders, and 
they called him Cachico. But more particulars 

than thefe, I find not. ■ y d 

The inhabitants are generally of a low ftaturc, 
black hair , flat nos'd, broad fee d , hps turned 
up, and of a ripe Olive colour, fome of them 
alfo quite black. Their women (for their grea- 
ter ornament doubtlefs ) ftain their faces in 
blew, and fomerimes in black ftreaks, which co- 
lour they let into the skin, by pricking it with 
a fharp bone, that it will never be taken nor 
worn out. In all things they refc 
moieds and Laplanders. They are very active and 
ftrong, yet could fome of our Englijb run rwifter, 
and leap farther than any of them ; but they were 
hard enough for any of ours at wraftling. They 
are alfo very couragious, and fomerimes defoe- 
rate, for rather than be taken by our men, they 
would throw themfelves down the rocks and 
mountains. Extreamly thievifh, treacherous, and 
revengeful they proved $ nor could any kindnels 
or fair dealing win them $ but, as true Barbari- 
ans, never omitted any opportunity of fulfilling 
their defires $■ they would fteal when they faw 
the Mariners look upon them After they had 
been well ufed and treated at their tables, they 
would fhoot at, fling ftones, wound, and kill 
pur men, if they could. Yet are they apprehen- 
five enough, and quickly conceive yours, and 
exprefs their own meaning. If they had not 
feen what was asked them, they winked, or co- 
ver'd their eyes 5 if they underftood not, ftopt 
their ears, and the like. They delight exceed- 
ingly in mufick, to which they would keep time 
both with their voice, hands, and feet : wonder- 
ful alfo affectionate one to another, and to their 
country. In one voyage there went a Danijh Ma- 
riner, with black hair, flat nos'd, and other, tho 
not very exadt, refemblances of a Gronetander 
as foon as they faw him, they came about him, 
kiffed him, hung upon him, and fhewed to him 
all poffible demonftrarions of kindnefs and affe- 
ction. And thofe who were in Denmark.-, never 
enjoy'd themfelves, nor had any content, but 
continually pined away, and languifh'd with dif- 
content for their condition, and love of their 
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idenajp had to do. That part 
Ncmegans arc {aid to have anciently poffefled, 
was an inconfiderable part of that whole coun- 
try, and they found feveral nations there befides 



country. Their religion , fuch as it is , feems 
to be unto the Sun 5 tor when our people invited 
them to convcrfation, bartering, <?r. they held 
up their hands towards the Sun, and cried Tota n y 
nor would they come near us, till our men had 
done the like. But John Munck* and divers others, 
having gone farther into the country, found 
images, fuch as we make of Devils, with horns, 
beaks, claws, cloven feet, <&c. very ill made 5 
Altars alfo, and quantities of bones of beafts, as 
of Deer, Foxes, Dogs, and the like, near unto 
them. They feem alfo, as all Idolaters, given 
to inchantments and forceries. Our men have 



feen them lying flat upon the earth, and mut- 
tering their prayers, or charms, into the ground, 
worihipping the Devil, whofe proper hat Mtation 
they conceive to be under them. In fome difeafes 
diey tye a flick to a great ftone, to which they 
pay their devotions 3 and if they can lift it up 
eafily and lighdy, they think their prayers are 
heard, and recovery granted. In winter they 
retire from the Sea-fide, unto the warmer val- 



leys, where they have their houfes and towns 5 
which are commonly caves at the toot of an hill,

baflages in the inner parts trom one to another $ 
their doors, which are low and round, open to 
the fouth 5 and they dig trenches alfo to draw 
away the water that falls i or drains, from the 
hjlL The entrance, and fome part of their houfe 
ftands without the cave, which they frame very 
handfomly and commodionfly of the ribs of 
Whales joind artificially at the top, and cover'd 
v ith Seals-skins. They raife alfo one part of their 
floor higher than another, which they ftrow 
with mofe to fleep upon. But in their filing 
time they have tents, which they remove from 
place to place in their larger Boats. They fet up 
four poles, and cover them with skins ; which 
ferves very well in fummer : when filhing is done, 
they return with them to their houfes. Their 
manner of bartering, is to make two heaps, one 
of fiich things as they defire, the other of what 
they would part with } and they ceafe not to 
take away from the one or other, till the trade 
is ballanced. The chiefeft things of ours which 
they valued, were knives, needles, litde pieces of 
iron, lookmg-glaffes, toe. for thefe they would 
fell their bows and arrows, their boats, and ftrip 
themfelves of their clothes, but never, like fome 
other Barbarians, fell their wives and .children. t 
Their clothing is either of birds skins

eafilV deceived, by feeing one clad in their own 
Livery : befides, that thefe kind of furs are not 
fo apt to be wet, tho dip'd in water. They 
wear the hair fides outward in fummer, inward 
in winter, and in great colds carry two or more 
fuits one upon another. They drefc their skins 
very well, making them dry, foft, and durable, 
and fow them alfo very ftrong with finews ot 
beafts, and neeAXes, made of filh-bones.

They have a deck 
made of the fame materials, which is ctofely 
fallen d to the fides, in the midft whereof is a 
round hole, as big as the middle of a man ; to 
that when he goes to Sea, he fets himfelf in that 
hole , ftretching out his feet forward into the 
hollow of the Boat 3 he flops up the hole fo dole 
with his frock , or loofe upper garment . that 



lance his Boat, and move it • which he doth with 
that incredible celerity , that one of our Boats 
with ten oars is not able to keep company with 
them $ the Danijh relation faith, that they row- 
ed fo fwift , that they even dazled the eyes of 
the fpedators $ and tho they croffed frequendy; 
yet never interfered or hit one another. 

Their filhing ordinarily is darting 5 their darts fjfa 
are long, ftrongly barbed, and at the other end 
have bladders feftned to them, that when they 
have ftruck the fifli, he may fpend himfelf with .

Tho the common opinion is, that Japhet s ions 
inhabited the greateft part of Europe. We muft 
therefore omit this divifion, for want of evidence, 
and content our felves with that of the Ancients, 
dividing the then known world into Europe, Afia, 
and Africa $ the modern difcoverers have added . _ 

America. Now when this divifion of the Earth extream barbaroufnefs 
into Europe, Afia, and Africa, was firft inftituted, 
as alfo the reafons of it, and of the impofitions 
of the names, is to us utterly unknown. That it is 
very ancient, appears by Herodotus, the firft credible 
Hiftorianthatwehaveof theHeathens 5 and from 
what he fays in his fourth Book, it mav be ea- 
fily cofle&ed, that even in his time, tho the 
names were univerfally receivd, yet the rea- 
fan* of them were not known. It foould feem 



be added, the magnificence of their Government^ 

the freedom of their Subjects, the equality of 
their Laws, the arts and induftry of the people, 
and above ^all the fan&ity of their Religion: 
which is accompanied with a greater proportion 
and variety of learning and knowledge than all 
the world befides could ever pretend to. Yet 
I do not perceive one part to have much ad- 
vantage over another, except from the induftry 
and skill .of the inhabitants, which in one place 
is greater in one kind, in others more figpal in 
another, and is able to convert a natural incon- 
venience to a greater pleafure and profit. All the 
advantages we know Europe to have above other 
parts of the world, are from its embracing Chri- 
ftianity fo generally as it doth. For if we refled: 

the ancient Inhabitants before thev were

however, that the divifion was made bv the 
Grecians, or bv fome neighbours to thofe Seasj 
becaufe to them, and as far as their knowledge 
reach'd, it feems very proper and ufefuL The 
bounds of Europe are conveniently ftated, as to 
them , but in other refpects the divifion feems 
not fo rational 5 for Afia is much bigger than 
both the other 5 nor is Europe an equal balance 
(or Africa : but Europe being leaft known to 
them, and feeming a vaft territory , perhaps 
they might think that the whole Earth was not 
large enough to contain more than three fuch 
proportions. Befides die Regions within both 
the Polar Circles, feem not to be comprehended 
under any of thefe parts 5 ai 
betwixt Europe and Afia feem to be well deter- 
mined as far as Pahs Meotis, yet are they be- 
yond that ( which is the greater part ) not fo 
diftin&ly conftituted by any natural limits, nor 
any other certainty. However tho perhaps die 
divifion of the Aftronomers into Zones, Cli- 
mates, <?c. may feem more accurate, yet is this, 
to us efpecially ( who confider not die fpaces 
of ground only, but the differences of Nations 
alio and habitations ) much more commodious, 
and therefore we fhall follow it in thefe difcourfes, 

beginning firft with Europe. 

Europe, tho acknowledged the leaft of die 
four parts of the world, yet in many refpe&s 
by learned 



Chriftians, they were as barbarous, wild, faith- 
less, bruitifli, as any the moft inhumane Nati- 
ons of America. Tho it cannot be denied, but 
that the civility of the Romans, poffeffors of the 
greateft part of Europe, was a great difpofition 
their receiving of Chriftianity 5 and that the 



voluptuoufhefc of other Nations, renders them 
lefs prepared to embrace it. 

It is in vain for us to fearch into the origine ItsNc 
of the Name, either from ancient fables, or mo- 
dern conje&ures, our firft Hiftorian, as we al- 
ready touched, ingenuoufly confeffeth, he could 
neither difcover who was the firft impofer.of the 
name, nor for what reafon it was given. Not- 
withstanding, if it may be lawful to adventure a 
conjecture grounded upon an obfervation of that 
excellent and ancient Hiftorian Thucydides, in his 
Book, it may probably have had its name 
from a Province called Europa, near the Bofpho- 
rus Thracius 5 to which place was die fliorteft and 
moft ufual paffage out of Afia, and where new 
Colonies arriving thruft forward the ancient In- 
habitants : who from Europa peopling the reft 
of the Regions weftward, might perhaps carry 
with them the name of the Country they quit- 
ted to make room for new plantations. How- p^fi 
beit we muft not conceal, that the learned are 
of divers judgments in this matter : For all thofe tants 
who hold Europe to be peopled by the pofterity 
of Japhet, do as we now mention d, maintain 
that the firft planters came by Sea out of Afia : 
but thofe who rather imagine them the offspring 
of Shem, conceive that they came by land betwixt 
the Cafpiau Sea, and Talus Meotis, thence thro 
Tartary, and ancient Scythia, into the Northern 
parts as far as Scandia, where their inundation 
being ftopt by the vaft Ocean, they overflowed 
into the Southern parts, as Britany, France, Ger- 
many, Thrace, tec. And this opinion feems to be 

'd by the tradition of the Northern Na- 
ns in their Edda, as the other pretention feems 
be grounded upon Scripture : but as this makes

thians 5 nor is there any memorial of Nations 
ancienter than thefe in thofe places. Befides, their 
languages betray their original. But the fame 
reafons feem not to hold concerning Greece, Italy, 
and all the South-part of Europe $ nor is it likely, 
that they who lived in a continual profpett of 
Europe, even fo near that they could fwim over 
without the help of bladders, Ihould fo long for- 
bear to feize upon a plentiful and rich Country, 
till they were prevented by thofe who fucceflive- 
ly peopled the Countries of the North, and round 
about the Euxine Sea. Wherefore it appears more 
probable, that the Southern Europe was firft plant- 
ed from the Maritime Coafts of Afia $ which feem 
alfo to be inhabited by the pofterity of Japhet. 

It is bounded on the north by the Frozen Sea, 
on the weft by the vaft Weftern Ocean, on the 
fouth from Africby the Mediterranean, and on the 
eaft from Afia by the Archipelago^ and fo on by 
the Black Sea, and Palus Meotis, or the Sea of 
Zabache, and thence by the River Tanais to the 
moft eaftern winding thereof at the City Tuja, 
and thence by an imaginary line to the River 
Oby, and by mat to the Frozen Sea.

From the Gothic, which differs little from die 
old Greek* are derived the ancient Cimbric, and

The Anglo-Saxonic may feem to have given 
birth to die Belgic, or Low Dutch, efpecially the 
ancient Frific , and in great part to the Englijh 

and Scotch, 

The Frantic is compounded of the other two, 
and feems to be the fame with the Alamannic 
or Theotifc, whence the upper German language 
takes its original. 

The ancient Britijh , which feems alfo to be 
the Celtifh or Gaulijh, the dialects whereof are 
ftill fpoken in fome parts of Great Britain , and 
in Britannia in France. The Cantabric alfo, or the 
language of the Bifcainers in the northern mountains 
in Spain, is not much different. And likewife the 
Irijh, if not it felf a dialed of the old Cimbric, as 
it feems to be, muft be accounted an original 
language. 

The Turkijh language is generally fpoken in 
European Turky, and alfo Arabic is well under- 
ftood by their learned men, as being the lan- 
guage of the Alkpran $ and is fpoken in fome of 
die Mountains of Granada.

The bor- 
ders toward the North are the Frozen Sea, and 
fome part of Lapland 5 on the Soutl 
and Precop-Tartars 5 on the Eaft we may account 
the Volga and die Ob to be his borders 5 and on 
the welt, the dominions of the King ot Poland, 
Sweden, and fome part of Lapland. Tho thefe are

fome fuch Governments as are not at this time 
under the Grand Tzaar 5 but as they fubdued any 
dominion, they united all the] tides to their for- 
mer. But of this only by the by. In this we (hall 
follow the trad of ground , proceeding from 
North-Eaft to North-Weft, and make ufe of the 
beft information we can find. 

And before we enter upon Ruffia, we fhall take 
notice of a certain people, that take up a great 
fhare of thefe northern parts, not as inhabitants, 
nor as ftrangers, but as a wandering people, living 
upon hunting and prey, wherever they can find 
it. In this trad of ground we find the names, 
but nothing elfe, of divers Nations, as Vgotici, 

Hugritfci, Volubifci, Calami, and the like 5 all whom 
the Rujfes (who till of late had not any diftind 
knowledg of diem) called by the name of Sa- 
moieds, or felf-eaters 5 and fince that, they have 
alfo called a great trad of land both of the Welt 
and Eaft fide of die River Ob, Samoiedia ; I thi 1 nk 
erroneoufly, the Sammds (as I laid) not being 
a nation. But however it be, 

We (hall begin with thefe Samoieds, tho not Of the Si 
named amongft the Emperors Subjeds, ( except moieds. 
they be included in the tide of Great Comman- 
der of Siberia , or Obdoria, neither of which is 
likely ), partly becaufe the Mufcovites retain their 
ancient form in their ode, partly becaufe thefe peo- 
ple are only in part, and by their own free fub-

Gronelanders, <Sc. becaufe of their low ftature, fiill- 
cheftednels, broad and flat faces, long black hair, 
little hollow eyes, fliort legs, and knees bowing 
outward 

They inhabit the confines of Europe and Afia, 
and take up a confiderable portion of the nor- 
thern trad of both thofe parts. They live on 
both fides of the River Ob (Obba, Oby) h the 
Ruffians call them Sam-ieda, i. e. felf-eaters, which 
is not improbable, both becaufe at prefent they 
eat all manner of raw flefli, even the very canon 
thatliesin theditch.And thofe who live upon Way- 
gates, even till thefe times will not fuffer the Rujjes 
to land upon their Country, but if they catch 
will kill any of them, and eat them. Of thofe 
alfo, who live beyond die Ob, the Ruffians re- 
port, that they, in hard times, do not make 
any difficulty to devour one another 5 that if a 
Merchant come amongft them to trade, they 
will, to make him an high entertainment, not 
flick to killa child for his fakcj and that if any 
one dye amongft them, they make the beft of 
him, and eat him. But themfelves give another 
ircafon even of the name Samoied, as if it figni- 
fied of themfelves 3 that they were ab engines, and 
born in that place. However, as I faid, this is 
name of a Nation, but an accidental diffe 



language, we know not. Their manner of t 
vin 0, feems to be much according to nature. They 
hate no Cities, but fome of them have houfes, 
whither they fometimes ( when not convenient 
to travel ) retire 5 which are ( as the Groenlan- 
ders ) in the foot of an hill, with paffages to one 
another 5 the part that is not dug out of the 
ground, is of wood , meeting together at the 
top , and cover d with bark and turf 5 with a 
hole in the top, which ferves them for a chim- 
ney to vent their fmoak, and door to creep out 
when the fhow flops up their entrance. But the 
greateft part of them travel from place to place, 
where they can find beft pafturage for their Rain- 
Deer, and beft game or prey for themfelves, and 
they would reckon it a curfe to be confin d to' one 
place. Thofe next die Sea fide abide upon the Sea 
commonly a month together,when it is feafonable 
fiihing. When they wander, they cany wives, 
children, and all their wealth along with them 3 
pretending no propriety in any place. They tra- 
vel upon Sleds, drawn by their Rain-Deer, with 
fo great fpeed, that they are able to poft two 
hundred Italian miles in one day. They bait and 
reft where is beft provifion for their beafts 5 and 
they travel commonly in company, ten Sleds 
fafterfd one to another, and to every of the 
one Rain-Deer at leaft, in which they carry their 
fluff and wealth, and call it Argijb : but when 
thus laden, they make fhorter days journeys, and 
travel not above thirty miles in twelve hours. 
At night they pitch their Tents, which are the 
largeft Skins and Furs fet and extended upon fliort 
poles or flakes ( of which the Country is very 

plentifully ftored ), fo covering the whole frame, 
except a hole at the top, which lets out the fmoak, 



rence from moft other people, yet fuch an one and they heap fhow upon the outfide$ the fire 

they make in the middle, and round about it 

fpread their Bears-skins and Furs, whereupon they 
fleep. It is the wives office to let up the Cabbans* 

and guide the Argifh, or Convoy of Sleds 3 whilft 

the men bring in firing, and fuch provifion as 

can be got for their Supper.

as hath quite obliterated the true name. How 
far they extend beyond the Ob, is not yet difco- 
vered.

tries 3 who rarely miftake their way, tho the wea- 
ther be never fo mifty. They are very nimble, 
and excellent archers 3 fo that at Mofcow, to fliew 
their skill, they fet a fmail round piece of Tin, 
from which retiring as far as they coiild difcern 
it, they never miffed to hit with dieir arrow. 
Their garments are all of Fur^ that next their 
bodies (called by them Mallek, or a Ihirt) of

Before him alfo I find hot 
any of our Geographers to have mentioned Way- 
gats ( which he faith are Wands lying North-Eaft 
of Pechora) and Nova Zembla $ his relation (as 
alfo that of Rich. Johnfon , who went the lame 
voyage, are extant in Hackbut.

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the husband only is the midwife, and the goo£ 
woman, as foon as deliver d, wafheth her child 
in (how, and the next morning is able to con- 
dud her JbgHb. They feem alfo to be ftout and 
bold fpirited , tho wars feldom happen amongft 
diem * but their weapons, befides bows and ar- 
rows/ are long fpears and fliort fwords. They 
are of a very quiet and not-quarrelfom difpofi- 
tion amongft themfelves, but fufpitious and jea- 
lous of all ftrangers, but this is becaufe of their 
want of conversation. They feem not to have 
any government amongft them ( thofe I mean 
who are not fubje&s to the Mufcovite ) every one 
follows his own fancy and employment 3 but 
when they want any directions, or are in diffi- 
culties, they apply themfelves to the moft anci- 
ent perfon in that company or hoard, and he 
alfo is their Prieft, and his diredions they fol- 
low. Their frequenteft confutations are concern- 
ing the future, which way they fhall reiriove, and 
to what place, what fuccefs in thd^Iiunting, whe- 
ther take fuch a journey, and like. Contro- 
verfies amongft them are not fc 
are determined hf, a certain oadi ^ i^^ rn^ 
They make an image of a man irilhow, and lay 
before it a Wolves fnout 5 he that is to fwear, takes 
a fword, and rehearfing the names of his wives, 
children, and friends, defires that if he be not in 
the right, they may all be cut in pieces, even as 
himfelfdoAcutthatfoow-imagewith diatfword, 
w Well immediately he doth. Then he wilhes that 
the Wolf may deftroy his Rain-Deer, and that 
henceforward he may never kill any beaft, if he 
fpeak not the truth 5 dien he cuts the Wolyeslhout 
to pieces, and there is no more to be faid to that 

controverfie. 

The Samoieds buy their Wives for Deer, and 
may have as many as they can purchafe 3 the bet- 
ter fort have four or five. He is the richeft man 
that hath moft Deer and Daughters 3 felling them 
to fuch as will give moft for them. Their mar- 
riages are not celebrated with any great cere- 
monies. The Bridegroom makes a feaft to his 
friends, which ( according to his ability) conti- 
nues perhaps feven days. The feafting being end- 
ed, the Bride adorned with many iron rings, bra- 
zen bells, fifti-bones, 4&c. is delivered up to her hus- 
band, and all others depart the Tent till the next

them, that he may not be un- 
attended in the next world, they ftrangle one of 
his flaves (whom they bury with him) and three 
of his Deer, with which they feaft diemfelves. If 
a young child dies, under feven years old, they 
hang it by the neck on fome tree, faying, that it 

muft fly to heaven. 

It hath been reported by divers Authors, that 

thefe Samoieds and the Northern Ruffes exhibited 
great worflbip to an Idol they called Slata-baba, 
or the golden-old-wife, which was a great image 
of ftone, reprefenring a woman with a child in 
her arms. But our men fay that is a fable 3 that 
there is indeed in one of thelflands in the mouth 
of the River Ob, a great Rock, which with the 
help of fancy, may feem to be fomewhat like 
fuch a woman 5 and that the Hlbermen do ma- 
ny times in ftorms ftieker themfelves under that 
Rock, and praftife their facrifices and forceries 
there, but not to the Rock. They feem to ac- 
knowledg a God, but to apprehend and repre- 
fent him by fuch things by which they receive 
moft benefit. They have been frequendy ol> 
ferved every morning, as foon as they go forth, 
to fall on their knees, and hold up their hands 
to ward die Sun. They have alfo many images,

made as like men as their riidenefs couid work 
them 5 to which it is fuppofed that they ufe fa- 
crificingj for they have found them let upright, 
befmear d with blood, and many bones and allies 
before them, and fometimes a chopping-block; 
whereupon it is fuppofed the beaft to be offered 
was killed and divided. But tho our men never 
fawthemfacrifice, yet Richard Johnfon ( in tiackluit 
p. 283. ) gives us a ftrange relation of their divi- 
narions and forceries, whereof he was an eye- 
witnefs 5 and it was to be informed which way, 
and to what place they were next to remove. 
He faith in fhort, that the ancienteft of the fa- 
mily or kindred is always the Prieft, that he had 
on his head a garland,and a piece of a coat of mail, 
whereto were fattened fifti-bones, and many other 
trinkets 3 that he firft beat upon an inftrument 
like half a drum, with a litde mawl, afterwards 
be begins to whoop and hollow as our hunters 
c o, and the people anfwer d him, but he with fo 
great violence that he became fenflefs, and fo fell 
down, and lay for fome fpace. Coming to bim- 
felfj he rofc up and commanded three Ollens (or 
th<Ja*g#t Deer) to be killed 5 then he took a 
lEword of near a yard long, and thruft it feveral 
times into his belly, but without any wound 3 af- 
terwards he heated it in the fire, and diruft it in 
at his navel and out at his fundament, when ( faith 
Johnfon) I laid my finger upon it, but no wound 
followU The Prieft being wearied, repofed whilft 
they heated a ketde of water, which being hot, 
they lang again, and brought in like the frame 
of a Sedan, into which the Prieft, having put off 
his matters and his Ihirt, fat down, and put about 
his neck and under his left arm a fmall cord with 
a flip-knot, and gave one end to one lufty young 
man, and the other end to another 5 then they 
fet the feething water before him, and covered 
both the frame wherein he fat and the kettle, that 
no man could fee thofe dreadful myfteries. The 
peoplebegan tofingfurioufly,and the youngmen 
drew the cordclofe,whereuponhearingfomewhat 
to fallinto the water, I asked (faith Johnfon) what it 
was, they told me, it was his head and left Ihoulder 
which die cord had cut off, but they would not 
fuffer me to go fee that it was fo. After more ve- 
hement fingui . 

tain fafe and well. I demanded what dieir God had 
laid, and whither they were to go 3 but was an- 
fwer'd, that it was not for them to know what 
their God faid, but that they were to obey what 
their Prieft commanded. This was before their 
fubmiflion to the Mufcovite, for fince that time 
the Emperor hath caufed Chriftianity to be 
preached amongft them 3 and tho he forceth none 
of them to embrace it, yet many of them are 
baptized, and the worlhip of the Devil decreafeth 
and groweth out of reputation amongft them. 

God of his mercy grant, that thefe ends of the earth 
alfo may be reduced under the laws and government 
of his Son, our dear Lord. Amen. 

Their fubmiffion to the Grand Tzaar I fhall re- jj fe ^ r 
late fomewhat more copioufly, to fliew all the m i/r lon t0 
world, that the Ruffes are neither fo barbarous, t j£ Q ran £ 
nor tyrannical as too many Authors ( who j--^ 
meafuring all men by themfelves, account what- 
ever is different from thofe notions wherein them- 
felves have been educated, as barbarous and un- 
reafonable ) reprefent them. In the dm 
filowich there lived upon the River 
Witfogda, an husbandman of a poor and vile de- 
fcent, called Oneeko, or Onyka, who by his indu- 
ftry in rilling the ground, came to very great 
riches, which he vaftly encreafed afterwards by 
trading. Amongft many children he had three 
fons, Jacave, Gregory, and Simon, who traded in 

common. Thefe men, with their father, dealt

knew htde. The Onyiaes driving this trade awhile

Marks. They fet yearly at work ten thoufe] 
perfons, befides five dioufand flaves they had of 
their own 5 and paid to the Emperor yearly three 
and twenty thoufand Rubbles for Cuftom, be- 
fides their maintaining feveral Garrifons on the 
confines of Siberia. But whether they were a- 
fraid, that dieir riches might breed them ene- 
mies and accufers at the Court,

had obtained die affeAions of the natives; whom, 
bv frequently infinuating the great power and 
majefty of the Grand Tzaar, making him almoft 
a God upon eardi, and the happy living of his 
fubjefts, they before their return perfwaded 
them to'fubmit diemfelves to his government, 
and to pay him as tribute for every head that 
was able to Ihoot, a pair of Sables every vear 5 a 
tiling not valued by the Samoieds, but arifing to 
a prodigious advantage to the Mufcovite. And 
becaufe the Samoieds defired to fee thefe great 
wonders with their own eyes, which thefe meffen- 
gers had declared to them concerning Mufcovy 
and die Emperor 5 they offer'd to take divers of 
them unto Mofcw, and to leave divers of their 
own people, who might live and learn the lan- 
guage againft the time the others returned. When 
* thefe poor Barbarians arrived at Mofcow, andfiw 
all the^gallantry of the Court, the majefty and 
pomp of Ac Prince, the greatnefs of his Armies, 
the convenience alfo of their houfes and houfe- 
hold-ftufF, the regularity of their obedience $ in 
fum, when they had tatted th^ Ruffes meats, and 
found themmucli betterthen their own, and per- 

Mufccvites to be in all 

refpe&s preferred to their own batbarifin, they 
intreated that diey might be accepted into the 
number of his fubje&s 5 and have perfons fent 
to inftrud and govern them according to thofe 
excellent rules whichdiemfelves therefaw. Which 
thines were accordingly granted, and Governors 

Caftles and Towns order d to be built, 
and the people to be inftrudted, as they ftill con- 
tinue to do. 

Befides others, thefe Towns are of moft note, 
Soil-Camfcoy upon the river Wifera, built for the 
refrelhing and convenience of travellers, who 
from hence proceed on their journey into Sa- 
moiedia, and thofe places by land. The inhabi- 
tants are Ruffes and/artery thereis alfo great ftore 
of cattel, efpecially horfes, upon which they tra- 
vel over die great mountains Coofvinfcoy-, Cirgin- 
(coy-, and faduinfcoy-Camen

this trade thusmanaged was toogrptforSubje6te, 
and prejudicial to their Prince, they refolved to 
declare it to the Emperor, and to make die ad- 
vantage publick, and to the behoof of the Prince. 
Some of them therefore go to Mofcow, and by 
rich prefents infinuate into the favour of Boris 
Godenow, the Emperors Brother-in-law (andhim- 
fdf afterwards alfo Emperor ), who at that time 
govern d under a weak Prince the whole Em- 
pire. After fome rime they difcover d to him the 
fituation of the countries of Samoiedia and Sibe- 
ria, what they had feen, and obferved therein, 
and what great wealth and advantage might 
thereby arrive to his Tzaaric Majefty. This no- 
tice was received of Boris with all the affedtion 
imaginable, as alfo by the Emperor himfelf Pbeo- 
dor Ivanmich. And firft of all, they confirmed to 
the Oneekaes fo great priviledges and honours as 
a fubjedt was capable of 5 then they fent certain 
Gendemen and Soldiers in company o£ and to 
be at die direction and difcrerion of die Oneekaes $ 
they order d them to be richly clothed, and to 
carry the garb of Ambaffadors 5 and gave them 
prefents of finall value to be beftowed among 
the natives, according to difcrerion 5 enjoining 
diem to obferve all rivers, woods, paflages, very 

diligendy, and efpecially fuch places as might 
be moft convenient for building Caftles 




fome of the people along with them. Thefe mef- 
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Oneekc 

them, behaved themfelves fo difcreetly, and were 
liberal of their trifles, that in alhort time they 
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hunting. Vergaterh, the firft Town in Siberia 

begun to be built about 1 590, where is refident 
a Governor and a Garrifon for the Muscovite, who 
every fpring by the feveral rivers diftribute their 
proportions of corn and provifions to the fur- 
ther Garrifons, who live where die ground is 
not tilled. Japhanis, upon the river Toera, begun 
fince Vergateria. Tirrna, twelve days journey ;di- 
ftant from Japhanis, where are in winter-time 
great markets for Furs, between Mufcwites, Sa- 
moieds, and tartars. Tobolfca, the chief City of 
Siberia, whither are brought all the tributes of 
of the Countries beyond, which thence are con^ 
vey'd to Mofcow. Here is alfo the feat of juftice 
for all Samoiedia and Siberia, and all the Gover- 
nors are bound to obey this 5 it is fituated be- 
tween the rivers Trtis and ToboL Pohemy, upon 
the river Tajfa, in a very fruitftil foil 5 moft of 
inhabitants are Siberians. Olfcoygorod, which 
was afterwards razed down by command of the 
Governor of Tobolfca, becaufe too near die Sea, 
and inftead of it they built Zergolta, upon an. 
Mand in the Ob, and above that Noxinfcoy, at firft 
a Caftie, now grown into a great City 5 from 

command of the Grand Tzaar 
Boris Godanowe, they have difcovered, and built 
divers Towns beyond the Ob, which more pro- 
perly belong to the difcourfe of Afia.

built Tara, Jorgochum, Befobia, and Manganfoifcoi- 

gorod, with many others, of which befides the 
names we know nothing $ and in truth, all thefe 
northern parts are as yet undifcover d, and no-

HE firft Province of Ruffia toward the 
North-Eaft is Obdoria, fituate betwixt Ob 




to the fancy of our neighbours. The inhabitants 
diey fay are Samoieds, very barbarous, men-eaters, 
(yc . Over againft thefe Straits, a nfcw Map ( printed 
at Nurenburgh this year 16 7?) in the Continent 
where we conceive Obdora and Condor a, hath placed 

( by what authority, and whether with the good 
liking of the Grand Tzar, let them confider who 
are concern d ) New Walckeren, New Holland, and 
New Weft-Friefeland , befides divers other names 
of the Low Countries. I fuppofe it proceeds only 
from an itch they have of attributing all difco- 
veries to, and giving names by themfelves. The 
Bay of Petzpra is called Tongorsky-Jhar 3 and there 
fall in divers great Rivers, as Cara-reca ( or the 
black River), Moetnaia-reca (the muddy River), 
Zplena-reca ( the green River ), betwixt it and Ob. 

Petzpra alfo is named both in the Grand Tzars Petzpra.

Concerning the great River 
Ob, or Oby, we have but little of certainty 5 for 
I cannot find that any of our Merchants have 
been there. An Englifh Fadtor, before am. i6oo 9 
employ'd one Englijbman, with others hisfervants, 
to difcover the way unto , and the trade of it 
by land 3 but they were imprifon'd, by order of 
the Rufs-Govcmors, who feem unwilling that 
any one fliould underftand that profit, but them- 
felves. Some conceive, that thefe people are 
mentiond in Curtius, and odier ancient Authors, 
by the name of Scythee Abii ( from the River Aby, 
or Oby ) but it is uncertain. The River it felf is 
faid to arife from a Lake call'd Cataisko% as if the

The Ri- 
ver is plentifully ftored with fifli, efpecially Sal- 
mons, (whereof in one year they took above fif- 
teen thouland ) which they fait, fell and convey 
toMezgn by land. They live commonly upon 
frefh fifli boiPd and dryU Hither ufe to come 
every year two thoufand Samoieds with their com- 
modities. The Pechora runs thro great Permia 9 
and the head of it is five weeks journey above 
Pujlozfra. Divers great Rivers fall into it, as Shap- 
kpia, Nougorotka, Habeaga, and Oufe, of which be- 
fides the names we know nothing. Eaft of die 
Pechora lies the Promontory of Borandey, fcarce 
mention d in any Audior, the chiefTown where- 



befides the names 5 that it is navigable two hun- 
dred leagues from the Sea 3 that it difembogues 
into the Sea beyond the Straits of Waygats$ that 
die mouth is eighty Verfis or Italian miles broad, 
yet many (hallows and flats in it 5 and that it 
is plentifully ftored with Fiih. The Samoieds (eem 
to fay, that an Englijh Ship did many years ago 
arrive there, but being there wracked, the men 
were all killed by the Samoieds. 

Betwixt Oby and Petzpra, is a very large Coun- 
try, like a Promontory, running very far into

Three days journey above Puftozera, lies upon the 
fame River Ouft-zjlma, a Town of about three- 
fcore houfes, in 66 deg. and 30 mia where they 
have Ry and Barley growing very good, and 
where is a very good trade for Furs. 

Siberia, call'd by the Rujfes Sibior, is much Siberia '.

and Petzpra 3 from which it is divided by thofe 
high and terrible mountains called Ziemni-foiasy 
which br reafon of the cold winds to whick they

Here 
fnd te are m ( fome fay Cedars, and about 
then! i the bladcft Sables)/and the beft white 
Falcons* Herberftein reports, that there were iome 
perfons, that after feventeen days travel to go 
Sver them, return d back, as thinking them iun- 
pafTable. They were heretofore all Samoieds , 

(and in Bar. Herberfteins time had neither Cattle

guage, and is reckon d amongft the Saints in the 
^-Calendar. Yet amongft them (as amongft 
the Siberians,. Samoieds, and moft of thefe nor- 
thern Countries ) are fecretly ftill many Idola- 
ters, who frequent not their Cities, but live in 
Woods, and amongft the Marfties. They feem 
to be a rich people 3 for when Ivan Vafilwich 
fought for an aveny or pretence to fleece them, 
he fent to them for fo much Cedar to build him 
a Palace 3 they returning anfwer, that they had 
no fuch thing in their Country, nor did they 
know what it was 3 he punifli'd their obftinacy 
at twelve thoufand and fixty Rubbles, or Marks. 
Whence we may gather, that they were united 
to the dominion of the Mufccrvite before that 
time, and fome fay under Vajilie his father. This 
demand of the Emperors, might either take itsrea- 
fonfrom the report of Cedars upon the mountains 
of Siberia, or that report from this meffage.

times ebb'd and flow'd, according to the intereft 

of the Grand Tzgr. Some of our neighbours in- of Ivanogorod, fiirrender d to the Swedes by the

rous, for they have fome Towns, as Corelnburg, 
Nordenburg upon the mouth of a Lake, which 
by the River Warfuga emptieth it felf into the 
Bay of St. Nicolas.

horr d of God and man. I mean not only of all 
Chriftian Princes, but even of all thofe who pre- 
tend to humanity. Tho I know not whether any 
refented it fo vively as this Emperor, who im- 
mediately revoked all his priviledges and free- 
doms granted to our Merchants, and till this 
day ( I know not by whofe fault, but certainly 
fome gain more by it than others ) they cannot 
be retrieved. But to return to Dwina 5 this Pro- 
vince is very barren, and the Villages are but few 
and fcatter d. The inhabitants live upon dry'd 
filh and Venifon, die cold not allowing any corn 
or grain $ but their chiefeft commodity is Sale, 
which they make here in great plenty. Befides, 
the trade at Archangel hadi alfo made divers of 
their haven Towns to be confiderable, and fet up 
fiihing and carriage 5 as Lampas, a great Mart for 
the Samoieds, and afl the North. Colmogro, Pine- 
ga, Mezpi, all which Iy neer to, or upon the Gulf 
of Mezen, and trade with many Barks ( great 
Ships they have none ) to Petzpra, Ob, Nova Zem- 
bla, and thofe Eaftern parts. But the impofiti- 
ons are continually fo much augmented* upon 
die foreign commodities that arrive at Archan- 
gel, that our Merchants fear to be forced to 
withdraw their trade, and then the greateft part 
of thefe inferior Towns, and the whole Province, 
will alfo diminiflh, and return to be what they

Near this Lake is another 
finall Lake that produceth Sulphur (Iratherfup- 
pofc Naphtha or Petroleum), fwimming like 
froth or oyl upon the water. This is (aid to be 
firft poffeffed by Sinaus Varegus, whofe brodier 
Truvor feded in Psfouvia, and Runizjn Novogardia. 

Thefe three are by the Ruffes look'd upon as the 
Founders of their Nation.

Who can do any thing agaittft God and Great Novo- 

gorod? The reafon of this trading, was die con- 
venience of the River, which being navigable 
from the very Spring, and the Country abound* 
ing in Wheat, Flax, Hemp, Honey, Wax, and 
Leadier (which is better dreffed here than in any 
odier place), invited hither fo many Merchants 
from all the Northern Countries, and thofe up- 
on the Baltici Sea, that it was the greateft City 
of all the North for trade and wealth. The firft 
diminution of it, was from Vitold Duke of Lith- 
vania, who 1427 obliged the City to compound 
for their peace at a great rate. But Ivan Vafili 
Grotsdin 1477, forced them to receive aGover- 
nour from him j but that not fatisfying of him, 
he went thither in perfon, pretending I know 
not what devotion, and (by the help of the 
Biihop ) being admitted into the City with his 
Army, he pillag'd it, carrying away three hun- 
dred Carts Ioaden with jewels, Gold, 
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River Ofca. This had heretofore a Prince of its 

own, fubject to the dependents oijagellan Duke 
of Litvania, till Bafdius Prince of Biehki fell off 

to the Grand Tzar, and agreed to pay him tri- 
bute j it now augments the number of his Tides, 
As doth alfo that of Rifcbow, which hath alfo 
a Caftle and City of that name 5 it had alfo for- 
merly a] Prince of its own, but now is a member 
of the Ite/s-Empire.

Mofcow, and tranfported many of the inhabitants 
into other places, andfent Muscovites to inhabit 
in dieir fteads. But their greateft calamity was 
from Ivan Vafilowich in i $6% who upon a fufpi- 
tion of their endeavouring to revolt, came hither 
with his army, flew, drowned, and trampled to 
death a vaft number of people 5 prefendy after 
this followed a great plague, which brought fo 
great a famine, that they eat one another 3 die 
Tzar on this occafion,pretending to punifli their in- 
humanity, cut to pieces the greateft part of the re- 
maining inhabitants. His barbarous cruelties here 
afted are not fitting to be repeated It was in 
t6i i taken by the Swedes by ftorm, but at the 
great Treaty between die two Crowns of Rufia 
and Sweden, it was agreed to be redeliver d to the 
Ruffes, and in their hands it hath continued ever 
fince. On the other fide the water is a ftrong Ca- 
ftle built of ftone, join d to the City by a large 
Bridge, wherein lives die Weywod or Gover- 
nor, and die Metropolitan 5 by which two, all 
the affairs Ecclefiaftical, Civil, and Military, in 
all that Province are governed. The Town is 
encompafs'd with a Rampart of timber and earth, 
and hath a Caftle in the midft, reafonably well 
fortified There are about an hundred Monafte- 
ries ( whereof that of St. Antony is the chiefeft ), 
Churches, and Chappels 5 which have their Steeples 
and Towers cover ci with Copper gilded 3 the 
Cathedral Church is that of St Sophia. 
In the territory belonging to this City, are 

Brunitza, Sedrowa, and Stara-Rufa, which the Ba- 
ron of Herberftein calls Rufs, and faith it gave name 
to all the Rufes. Near that Town is a fait Ri- 
ver, which the inhabitants have formed into a 
Lake, and with Conduits draw the felt-water to 
their houfes, where they boil the Salt 5 with 
which, and other commodities, they drive a great 
trade into Polotskgw, a Province of Poland. 

The Rufes fay, that near to Novogorodwzs the 
famous battel of Whips ( mention d by feftin,

There remains one Province or Dukedom, 
which anciently belonged to Litvania, the South-

confound it with that Province which the Rufes 
call Sibior, upon the River Ob. This is a large and 
fruitful Principality, reaching from the Dnieper to 
the Caftle of Mfcenei, which is now demolifli- 
ed. This Country had at firft Dukes of its own, 

afterwards it acknowledged the fuperiorW ^ 
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Sufdal is between Roftow and Wolodomir. The City SufdaL 
is famous for a ftately Monaftery of Nuns, whi- 
ther Ivan Vafilowit^condncd his Wife $ and it was 
formerly the Metropolis of Ruffia. This Province 
alfo belonged to the younger Sons of the Em- 
peror 5 and fince ruin'd by the Tartars ann.

South of Vologda, Nordi of Jerojlaw, 
lies the Town and Caftle of Caftrom, upon a Ri- 
ver of the feme name, which loofes it felf in the 
Volga. And Eaft of Caftrom is the litde Town 
of Galitz., near the Lake Galit^ here the Grand 
Tzar hath a manufacture of Salt. 

Jarojlaw, fifty leagues Nordi of Moscow, a Pro- 
vince rich in Corn, Cattel, and Honey. The City 
lies upon the Volga, containing about forty thou- 
fand inhabitants, ftrongly fortified, andpf a great 
trade, as having a very eafie paflage to Archangel. 
They make here much Linnen Cloth. This ufed 
formerly to be the Title and fubfiftence of the 
younger Sons of the Emperors family, till Ivan 
Vafilowich took it from them to himfelf, 1565. 
Yet he permitted fome of them to keep die Tide, 
being till of late called Kneft Jaroflawski : 

Of the fame condition and propriety is Roftow, 
the City is twelve leagues South of Jeroflaw, upon 
a Lake of the fame name. Ivan Vafilowich put to 
death the laft Heir to this Province, of the family 
of the Grand Tzfir. In this Province is Vglitz* 
a Town famous for its bread. 

Cblopigrod was a great Mart for all die Northern 
Nations ( yet more bartering than buying and 
felling), becaufe of die River Mologa, by which 
it communicatedi with Weliki Novogrod. It is now 
ruined. The name fignifies, the Caftle of Slaves3 
for diey fay, diat when their Matters had fub- 
dued their Slaves with dieir Whips, the Slaves re- 
tired hither.

moft fruitful in all Rujfia, if not in the world 5 if 
they romance not too much, who fey, that one 
grain produceth many ftalks , each ftalk many 
ears 3 that it grows fo thick and ftrong, that an 
Horfe can very difficultly pafs thro it, or a Quail 
fly out of it 5 they till every year, but never ma- 
nure their land The fruits alfo here are very 
:>od 3 the people alfo very couragious, civil, and 
jeral towards ftrangers. The Province is able to 
fend fifteen thoufand Cavaliers to the wars, and 
forty dioufand foot. In tliis Province are great 
Towns, CorfiraotCaffier, formerly head of a Pro- 
vince of its own name. Tulla, on the o\ 
great Defart, it hath a ftrong ftone Caftle, 
the Grand Tzar Bafilius , who took it by force 
from the Prince that had the right and dominion 
of it. Odoiow, where Tulla and Vppa flow into the 
Occa. Near to this was Mfczeneck, a ftrong Fort, 
but now ruined. Thereabouts live a few poor 
people in their Huts, who refuge themfelves in 
the great Marlhes (which take up all that Coun- 
try ) upon the invafion of the Tartars. Colluga, 
famous for its wooden Ware. Czjrpac, near to 
which are Iron-Mines, the only fort of Mines in 
all Mufcovy. And Worotin, a fmall Province, all 
upon the Occa 3 as alfo the Towns of Cazigorod 
and Murina. This River breeds the beft fifli, 
and watereth the richeft meadows in all Rujjia.

the North Sea, becaufe part of what is faid 0 f 
them is certainly fabulous, and all die reflux 
certain 3 wc (hall however refpit them till- Wc 
come to Afta : Nor of Cafan and AJtracan s but 
we (hall defer them alfo till we come to fpeak of 
Volga, and the Tartars 3 their Countries and affairs 
being mingled together. 

There remains therefore only Mojcua, the Me- ^ 
tropolis of this great Empire, which we purpofely ' 9 
referved to this place, that what we have to fay 
concerning the Empire it felf, and the whole Na- 
tion, might be more eafily apprehended The 
Province and City of Mosio are almoft in the 
center of all the Grand Tz$rs dominions, but 
nearer the Weft and South 3 for which reafons, 
as alfo becaufe the foil is none of the fruitfully 
it was very prudently chofe for the Seat of the 
Empire. For toward the Weft and South is the 
greateft danger of invafion, and the ficrceft ene- 
mies 5 and the barrennefs of the foil makes the 
air fo very good and healthful, that it is ac- 
counted a wonderful thing to hear of a plague, 
or any epidemical difeafe in that Province 3 tho 
they are fometimes affli&ed with a Violent burn- 
ing Feaver, which they call Ognyo, whereof few 
recover, yet I do not hear that it is malignant 
Nor is the fterility any inconvenience in any part 
of Mufcavy, becaufe the Country is generally 
very fruitfal, and carriage from place to place 
very eafie and cheap, in Summer time, becaufe 
of the great number of navigable Rivers 3 and 
in Winter by reafon of the convenience of their 
Sleds, whether drawn by Deer (whofe nourilh- 
ment cofts nothing, a little mols, which ufeth 
not to be very fcarce in bogs and woods, fuffi- 
cing them ), or Horfes, which are very hardy, 
and ufed to travel forty or fifty of our miles 
without baiting 3 fo that a Country-man will for 
four Crowns conduct you eleven or twelve 
hundred miles. Befides, the inland trade amongft 
themfelves is very great 3 for having very many 
falling days, they muft be fupplied with fifh from 
the Sea. The North fends them Furs and Skins 
for their clothing 3 the South fends Corn, Cloth, 
Linnen and Woollen, and almoft all manufa- 
ctures. Befides, the frequent paflings and rc- 
paffings of fo many Governors, both renders tra- 
velling very commodious, and frequently cheap 
alfo, and makes a great circulation of trade and 
commodities in the whole Nation. 

The City of Moskow is in 5 5 deg. 36 min. La- 
titude, and about 66 deg. Longitude. Of the 
vaftnefs of it, before its great defolation by fire 
1 571, ftrange things are related 3 as that it was 
more than double as large as it was afterwards 3 
that there was in it many hundred thoufand in- 
habitants 3 and that there were (lain, burnt, 
drowned, and troden to death, above eighty 
thoufand perfons. Poffevinus, who was there Am- 
baffador 1582, faith, that in his time it was not 
above five Italian miles in compafs, and not more 
then thirty thoufand inhabitants. But I am afraid 
that Author doth much deprefs the power and 
number of inhabitants everywhere in Ruffia. In 
1611 /orty-one thoufand and five hundred houfes 
were again reduced to aftes by the Poles, and two 
hundred thoufand perfons flain. Okarius faith, 
that in his time its circumference was about three 
leagues. Our relators in 1662 9 allow it four 
leagues ( fixtccn miles ) in compafs, and the fi- 
gure round 3 and is faid to contain above forty 
thoufand houfes. It confifteth of four parts, 

or quarters. The firft is Cataigorod, or mid-City, 
divided from the reft by a brick-wall 5 the River 
Moskva runs on the South-fide, as the Neglina 
doth on the North of it. In this part is the Caftle 
fortified with three ftrong walk, and a good

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ditch • wherein are two Palaces of the Grand 
Dukes, one of ftone, another of timber. In this 
Caftle are two Steeples, in one of which is a bell 

weighing 33600 pound. The Exchequer and 
Magazine of powder are alfo in the Caftle. Two 
fair Monafteries, five Churches and Chappels, all 
of ftone, and in St. Michaels Church the Sepul- 
chers of the Grand Tzars. At the Caftle-gate is 
the Church called Jerufalem, which Ivan Fajilo- 
witz. thought fo magnificent that he put out the 
Archite&s eyes, that he might never make the 
like. And before the Caftle, is the great Market 
place 3 where every trade hath a ftation by it 

felf 

The fecond quarter is Tzar-gorod, encompaf- 
fing the other, like a femicircle 3 walled about 
with ftone, wherein is the Arfenal, and die work- 
men in mettal, as Bell-founders, Cafters of Can- 
non, <$c. 

The third is Skpradom on the North-Weft fide 
of the other 3 the River Jagufa pafles thro it, and 
here is the market for homes, timber, <&c. 

The fourth is Strelitza Slavoda, being the quar- 
ters of the StrelitZj or Guard of the Grand Duke, 
fortified with wooden Ramparts, and built for 
ftrangers and mercenary Soldiers.

There dwell in the City a great number of 
Greeks, Perfums, but elpecially Tartars 3 yet the 
Greek§ are moft welcom, as moft fympathizing 
with the Rujjes in their Religion.

And edible roots muft needs become both 
large and pleafant From this multitude of melted 
fnow it comes to pafs, that the ground is very 
foft and mellow 3 which tho it be an inconveni- 
ence in their high ways, ( infomuch that even the 
ftreets of Mofkpw would be unpaffable, were it 
not that they pave them with round Fir-trees, laid 
clofe to one another ), yet in their tillin_ 
ground it is very ufeful 3 for neither do they ufe 
any manuring, even in the barreneft places, nor 
is their ground difficult to belaboured ( no fmall 
convenience to a lazy people ), that even ftirrin w 
it with a flick is in fome places fufficient for dieir 
Corn. Nor is dieir Corn ( being fo (hort a rime 
betwixt the fowing and harveft ) fubjeel to fo 
many accidents ( droughts, rains, Waitings, isre. ) 
as ours is 3 whence it is noted, that it is exceed- 
ing rare to hear of a dearth in Mufcovy ( except 
by the wickednefs of diem that buy up the Corn 
to fell it dearer ), dio they fow little more than

It is alfo obferved in their weather, that the 
Summers are violendy hot, both becaufe their 
days are fo long, and the foil ( for the moft part ) 
fandy, which eafily receives, and retains ftiongly 
the 'heat of the Sun fo long upon it Tliis heat 
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coming upon proportionable moifturc produces 

prodigious quantities of Gnats, and other Infcfts 5 
which, tho not fo dangerous as Toads and Vi- 
pers, yet are much more troublefom, and a much 
greater annoyance. Indeed an extraordinary heat 
is requifite to force up fuch a quantity of mate- 
rials as muft ferve to make fo much fhow, that 
it covers the ground fome yards thick. But it is 
hard to believe what fome Authors fay, that it 
fometimes fets on fire their Corn-fields and their 
woods. But this heat is augmented or conferved 
( as was faid before) by the nature of the foil 5 
fnr in Tiuonm. in the fame degrees of Latitude, 
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ivided only from Ruffi 
heir Corn feldom come 
that they can threfli 



t themfelves with ftoves, built 

in their Barns for drying their Corn $ which tho 
it be eafier to threfh, yet it neither yeilds fo much 
flower, nor is fo good to fow, as that which ri- 
pens by the heat of the Sun, as it always doth in 

Mufcovy. 

The Country is generally overgrown with 
Woods (and thek Forrefts confift moft ofFirsand 
Birch, which loveth a light fandy foil) and 
Lakes; both I believe from the fame caufe, want 



of tillase:

for fhould they have greater plenty, they could 
not find markets for it 3 and they are not care- 
ful of encreafing their frock of men. Albertus 
Campenfis tells very great ftories ( whom in fome 
things we have followed ) of the great abundance 
of people in Ruffia $ Pofevine again as much dif- 
parages diem. But our own Authors affirm, that 
it is not fo well peopled as it might be 5 partly 
becaufe of their wars, which devour always great 
quantities of them $ and partly becaufe they are 
lazy, and take more care themfelves to live in 
cafe and plenty, then to multiply their Nation, 
or employ more hands then of needs they muft. 

Thefe Forrefts muft needs be very well ftored 
with Beafts and Fowls. Their Beafts are Elks, 
which the Germans call Elans and Olans, and the 
Ruffes Lozzi, not much unlike to the Rain-Deer. 
Wild Bulls ( which feem to be the Bifontes of the 
Ancients ), Boars, Bears of a prodigious magni- 
tude, ftrength, and cruelty, bom white and black. 
Wolves alfo too many 5 for in an hard winter, 
both die Bears ( who fleep not when hunger 
pinches them ) and Wolves are very pernicious 
to their cattle, and their perfons alfo, when they 
meet them unarmed. There are alfo Horfes plen- 
ty 5 fmall, but ftrong, couragious, and very fer- 
viceable. Cows, Goats, and Sheep 5 Fallow Deer 
alfo, andRoe-Bucks in great plenty. Befides thefe, 
are many others who are hunted only for their 
Furs, as the Wolverine or Wood-Dog, Beavot, 
Once, Lyfern, Sable, Martron, black, dun, red, 
and white Foxes, the Gurnftal, the Lafet or Mi- 
never, Hares, which in winter change their co- 
lour into white, as the Squirrel doth into gray, 
whereof comes the Fur diey call Calaber. There 
is one fort of Squirrel, that hath upon the point 
of its Ihoulder a tuft of hair, much like unto fea- 
thers, with a broad tail , with which they aid 
themfelves fo much in their leaping, that they 

feem to fly. The Furs of thefe are the great riches 
of this Country, and the greateft traffick, fince 
they fell to ftrangers ( befides what is paid to die 
Grand Tzar for tribute ) for a million of Rubbles 
per amu the chief are black Foxes, Sables, Bea- 
vors, whiteBears, Ermins or Gurnftals, and Squir- 
rels 5 Wolverin alfo, and white Fox are much 
efteemed, as alfo that of a Water-Rat, which 
finelleth like Musk. 

There is fo great abundance of Fowls and 
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Birds, that they will not take the pains to catch 
the fmaller forts, as Thruflies, Fieldfares, and the 
like. Birds of prey here are very excellent of di- 
vers forts, Gerfalcons are accounted the beft 5 and 
divers of them white, which are ( for their ra- 
rity) of great price, and prefents for Princes. 

Of their Filh we fhall fpeak when we come to 
their Lcilccs 

The other produAs of the earth are Mines, 
and of thefe we have but a very flendcr account 
It is reported, that not long ago there hath been 
difcover'd near Tula, upon the frontiers of Tar- 
tary, a Silver Mine 5 which is wrought by Ger- 
man work-men, fent thither by the Duke of Saxo* 
ny at the entreaty of the Grand Tzar. A league 
and a half from this Mine, ( in a delightful Valley 
between two high Mountains ) is an Iron-work 
upon a finall, but convenient River. This was, 
and I believe ftill is govern d by a Commiffary 
from the King of Denmark who is obliged to fur- 
nifh into the Grand Dukes Arfenal yearly, a con- 
fiderable quantity of bars of Iron, of Canons, 
and fifty thoufand poods ( or twenty dioufand 
quintals ) of ball, by a contrad made with the 
Emperor. Peter Marcelis, the firft that fet up this 
Work, grew to be very confiderable at the Court, 
and obtained the priviledge to trade alone in Iron, 
Corn, and Fifh-oyl 5 as alfo to make Gold and 
Silver-wire $ which is a very great profit, confi- 

dering the great ufe of Embroideries in Mufcovy. 

There are in feveral other places, efpecially 
toward the North-Weft parts, Iron-mines alfo, 
but not fo good as this laft mentioned. How* 
ever, in all of them the Iron is obferved to be 
brittle 5 yet is it very ferviceable for many ufes, 
to which they underftand very well how to ap- 
ply it. 

The commodities of the Country, which draw 
Merchants thither, are 1. Their Furs. 2. Wax, 
whereof they have flapped in one year hereto- 
fore fifty dioufand pood, every pood being forty 
pound 5 but now not above ten thoufand pood. 
5. Honey, whereof they fpend great quantities 
in their own country, in their drinks, yet is much 

alfo tranfported. 4. Tallow, heretofore much 
more, now about thirty thoufand pood yearly 
fent out of the Country 5 the reafon of die plenty 
of it is, becaufe the great men generally bum 
Wax-lights, the ordinary people flivers of Fir or 
Birch, dipd in Filh-oyL 5. Hides of Lofh (Lozzi) 
and Buff, of which are bought by forreign Mer- 
chants about thirty thoufand per ann. befides 
Goats and other skins. 6. Train-oyl of Seals. 
7. Caviare, the greateft part of it is made at Aftra- 
can, of the Roes of Sturgeon and Belluga. This 
is a large filh, twelve or fifteen foot long, with- 
out fcales, elfe not unlike a Sturgeon. Of thefe 
fifties they take great quantities for the roes, which 
they fait and prefs, and put up into casks. That 
which is made of the Sturgeon, is black, fmall 
graind, and waxy 5 that of the Belluga, is darkifli 
gray, and the grain as large as a Pepper-corn. 
In one filh they find fometimes an hundred and 
fifty or two hundred weight of fpawn. This fiih 
is faid to ly in the bottom of the River, and to 
fwaliow many large pebbles of an incredible 
weight, to ballaft him againft die violence of the 
River, encreafed by the melted fhow 5 and when 
the waters are affwaged, he difgorgeth himfelf 
This fpawn they cleanfe from its ftrings, fait it, 
drain away the oyly part, by laying it on (helving 
boards, then put it into casks,' and prefs it rill it 
become hard. Ifinglafs (ichthyoco/la) is made of 
the founds of this fifo. This trade is referved to 
the Emperor himfelf 8. Hemp and Flax 5 which 
is a great trade with the French, who carry thither 
Brandy, and bring back Hemp and Flax, which 

they 
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^eat proft to them. 1 o. So is Tar alfo- Many 
Sther commodities of lefTer value and quantity, 
are hence carried away,as Morffes-teeth into Turky 
and Ferfia. Slude, it is a foft rock in Corellia, 
which they cut out into lumps, and afterwards 
tear it into fmall pieces 3 we call it Mufcovy-glafs, 
it is the lapis fpecularis, and is ufed for Lanthorns, 
Windows,^. Salt-peter,Pot-aihes,(^rn,Ilinglafs, 
and Iron are likewife hence tranfported.They have 
alfo clivers manufactures, as Utenfils of wood, 
Clothes Saddles, and Harnefs for Horfes, Arms, 
and the'like 5 which they vend to feveral neigh- 
bouring countries, which want fuch conveni- 
ences. To which the ignorance and unskilful-

portunity. 




to be good policy yet is it indeed but forcing of 
nature 5 for the converting with civiler and more 
knowing people cannot but work in them a defpi- 
fing of their own manners and ignorance, and a 
great defire of reforming that inconvenience j 
winch how far it may be heightned, I know hou 
Befides, wanting learning they are very eafily led 
by a good tongue and fair pretences, And there- 
fore we have feen, that notwidiftanding their edu-^ 
cation in the veneration, I had almoft faid ado- 
ration, to their Prince $ yet are they fubjeft to 
follow any pretences, if they dubk to amend their 
condition by it 5 and the opprcflions of the Mcuf- 
facks, or common people, and of their great men 
by the Tzar and his favourites, doth much incline 
diem to affect alterations. How greedily did they 
embrace the ( Wor) impoftor Demetrius, tho their 
Grand Tzar Boris Godonove was a worthy, and not 
cruel Prince ? how eafilv did thev deliver up to 
his enemies Vafdi Zuisfa a prudent and valiant

7r fiJInw* -arc Ihould next treat of their Govern- 



ment, and the manners of the people, winch de- 
pend upon it 
The chief axiom in then: politicks is , That 

above all things they Ihould agree one withano- 
ther,and join together againft all die world. For the 
Empire being very large, and expofed on three 
fides to very dangerous enemies, Tartars, Turks, 
Tolonwns, arid Swedes $ their country alfo not being 
well peopled, the fortified places at great diftances, 
they have no fecurity but a ftrict union amongft 
themfelves. Which caufeth them all to concen- 
ter in abfolute Monarchy, as the greateft con- 
junction of interefts, or rather but one intereft 
in the whole. The Prince therefore, for his part, 
complies with them as much as he can^narries rare- 
ly with any ftranger, fuffers not ftrangers to ad- 
vance to any confiderable honours, fills all the 
places of truft, profit, and honour, with his Ruffes 5 
the greateft preferment a foreigner can expect, is 
to be Colonel of a Regiment,or to command a Fort 
or Army, and this but feldom, and for one expediti- 
on only. He labours to breed in his people an admi- 
rationof themfelves, and that their own cuftoms, 
laws, and manners are better and more rational 
then in anv other country whatfoever $ wherefore 
he hinders his people from travelling abroad ( tho 
for merchandise ), from converting widi ftrangers, 
even Ambalfadors, and from entertaining any 
forreigner, except for trade. Neither will he fuffer 
them to build any large Ships to traufport mer- 
chandife in quantities to other countries : But 
they want not fmall vefTels for filhing, or carry- 
ing goods from one of their own ports to ano- 
ther. Nor is he willing that any forreigner, who 
hath lived long in Ruffia, Ihould leave them, and 
return to his own Nation. Nor that his Rujfes 
Ihould be interpreters to other Nations. It is very 
tare if any of them undecftand Greek, tho they 
have moft affedion unto, and received their Re- 
ligion from, that Church. There was at Slaboda a 
fchool fet up for the Latin tongue ( which now 
few or none underftand ), but it was quickly pulTd 
down again : A Printing-prefe alfo for dieir own 
books , but if not forbidden, 'tis ufed only for 
dieir Offices, and fuch books as the Grand Tzar 
commands. Nor are there many ( tho there want 
no t men of parts ) that defire any further know- 
ing then to read and write in their own tongue,^ 
to underftand their Service, and fuchhomelies of 
the fathers ( efpecially St. Chryfoftom ) as are tranfla- 

ted into the Rufs language. Now tho this feems 
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peror ? what a number of impudent cheats found 
followers ? nay I know not whether ever any 
pretender, except cropt in the bud, that was not 
able to raife an army againft the government. In 
the time of the reign of the Princes of this pre- 
fent family, who have behaved themfelves with 
great prudence, courage, and moderation, being 
far from the tyranny of others 3 yet did one 27- 
moska Anchedina feign himfelf heir of the Zuiskies$ 
and had he not been diligendy purfued in his 
very beginning, might have raifed very great 
troubles 5 as did Step an Radzin, who only pre- 
tended reformation 5 and that infurredtion againft 
corrupt Judges in 1636, which was difficuldy 
quieted, even by the Grand Tz$r himfelf with his 
cap in his hand, and tears running down his 
cheeks. Both the ftories oiTimoska, and of this 
fedition are at large fet down by Olearius. 

The Grand Tzar labours to nourilhinthe peo- 
ple an opinion of his own wifdom,good govern- 
ment, and care of all his dominions $ fo that they 
in common difcourfe attribute all their propriety, 
all their happinefs and profperity to God and the 
Grand Duke. And it is very remarkable, that 
they had this very opinion of Ivan Vafilwich, 
then whom a greater tyrant was never reprefented 
in any ftory 5 yet hear what a writer of our own 

faith [PurcKL^ c.p.) If I found not an unioerfal 
confpiracy againft him, I fhould fpeak. in his defence. I 
honour his good parts, his wit, his /earning ( perhaps 
more then any Rufs in his time ), his exemplary feve- 
rity upon unjuft Magif hates, his martial skill* indu- 
ftry, &c. Tea, his memory is ftill f avowry to the 
Ruffes, who hold him in little lefs reputation then a 
Saint. And to the fame purpofe alfo Herberftein, 
Whether he was incited to thofe murders and cruelties 
by his own natural difpofition, or the malice and trea- 
chery of his fubjeRs, ( as himfelf faid ) I dare not de- 
termine $ efpecially fince he had not any truculent 
afpeR, or ftgn of frercenefs in his countenance. And 

tho thefe policies help very well, yet are they 
not fofficient to conferve the power of the Prince, 
nor peace of the Nation- He knows that he can- 
not truft to the affections or the judgment of die 
common people ( who the more learned they 
are, are the more intractable and dangerous ) 5 
but ufeth other more effedual and certain means 
of well governing : As that he beftows all places 
of honour and gain, even of the very Diacks or 
Clerks, immediately by himfelf Whereby he is 
able to reward all that ferve him 5 and all is ac- 
knowledged to be his bounty. Which is fo much 
the more acceptably becaufe it carries the tefti- 
mony of his good opinion of the perfon 5 and this 
breeds a great dependance upon him, and emu- 
lation amongft die Nobility $ who incelfandy by 

H their 
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their obfervance ftrive to out-merit one another 
for his favour. But left all thefe fhould fail, he 
hath force to coerce them, who will not be obe- 
dient cither for duties fake or reward. And be- 
fides the garrifons which are difperfed in the Caftles 
up and down the country, wherein are great 
numbers offoldiers, he hath the guards of his 
perfon, which ordinarily amount to 16000 foot, 
befides horfe 3 many of which alfo are foreigners, 
who have no dependance upon any perfon but 
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es of the Royal Family,

There being a Chief 
Juftice, who is alfo a chief Councellor, that re- 
ceives all appeals and informations from all places, 
and acquaints his Majefty with them. But in 
1 £47, the Grand Tzar by a memorable example 
called together the wifeft men in his dominion, 
and caufed to be fet down and publilhed a Code, 
containing the laws and ordinances whereby the 
Judges were to regulate their judgments. Which 
are printed in fol. under the title of Soloma Vlo- 
fienia, or Univerfal Right. The Grand Tz#r alfo 
makes peace and war,fends all Amba{Tadors,whom 
:ommonly chufeth out of the richeft of rhf

day appointed, (which commonly is a Friday,b< 
their ftrid fafting-day ), where the Clergy fitting 
an honourable place by themfelves, oneof theSe- 



difpatch, that himfelf, 

a ftranger to the Throne, might the more fecuxely 
enjoy it. 

Now therefore the chiefeft degree of Nobility is 
that of the Boiars or Boiarens. Thefe are fuch as the 
Emperor, befides their Nobility, honours wi zh be- 
ing of his Council. Thefe arc the great body of 
Nobles, out of whom he raifeth his fervants, go- 
vernors, foldiers, isre. Many of them are rich, 
both in lands ( which they receive from, and 
continue by, the favour of the Emperor), falaries 
for their fervices, efpecially the Court-offices and 
governments, and their own acquifition. Many 
alfo have annual penfions from the Emperor, 
efpecially if they have eidier merited well, or by 

abilities give hopes that they will be able to do 
him fervice.

After all the 
confents given,the Diacks or Secretaries,draw them 
up into the form of a Proclamation, and fend them 
to the great Cities,with charge to the Governors to 
fee them obferved. This care is taken for the Laws 
ofgreaterconfequence: there are befides diem ve- 
ry many, which tho made upon particular occafi- 
ons,yet for want of better,they are in force as prece- 
dents. The great prime Minifter Afanafe Na- 
fhockin was endeavouring a reformation and me- 
thodizing of thefe, which without fome fuch di- 
ligence muft of neceflity grow to be too nume- 
rous, and not very confiftent one with another.

rations upon thofe who do not give it them. Yet 
themfelves do not ufe that priviledg when they 
write to their Lord 5 but on the contrary, dimi- 
nifh their own true name, calling themfelves, v.g. 
Timoska for Timothy, Ivosfe for Ivan, and the like 
diminutives for humilities fake. They alfo carry a 
little Kettle-drum at the pummel of their faddles, 
upon which they beat with the end of their whip, 
to make way for them in crouds in the ftreets 3 
and in wars, to give notice of marching, flaying, 
or die like. The firft that receives the command 
beating, all the reft anfwer him. 

Next to thefe are the Kna^y, which our people fam 
call Dukes. This title anciently was of great ho- 
nour, infomuch that the Grand Tzar calTd hi- 
mWeliki Knez, or Great Duke. But die Knazey 
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nave fo multiplied, that now there are Knazey, 
who are glad to ferve perfons of mean quality for 
lall falary. Tho at the fame time they will 
not fail to boaft of their nobility, and trouble 
anv one that fhall affront them. 
The Sin-boiars, or Sina-boiarskey, Art the fons 

of fuch as enjoy lands and revenues for ferving 
the Emperor in his wars 5 and are the feme with 
thofe that with us hold in Knights-fervice, and 
the lands holden in this tenure are commonly 
divided amongft the fons 3 except the fons are 
fo numerous that there is not a competency for 
each of them 3 in which cafe they petition the 
Emperor for maintenance, and he commonly 
<rives them inferior offices in the Court, or makes 
them fpies and informers, allowing them a fmaU 
annual penfion 3 till a war come, which enter- 
tains them all. 

The Grand Tzar hath alfo his Council. He 
gives indeed die honorary title of Counfellors 
to very many who never come to confult 3 but 
thofe who are a&ually employed, and called to 
advife, are called Dumnoy Boiaren^ and their num- 
ber is as die Prince pleafes. This Council con- 
fiftedi of all the great Officers of State, and fuch 
others as himfelf pleafedi to call to diis honour. 
Yet ncidier are all diefe continually prefent 3 but 
he ( as moft other Princes ) for more fecrecy in 
fome, and more eafie dilpatch in other bufi- 
nefTes, hath a few feledt perfons (a Cabinet 
Council ) widi whom he advifeth firft, and pre- 
pared! matters for the great Council 5 who for the 
moil part meet together rather to confent, and to 
give weight and reputation to die refolves, then 
to argue, or give their opinion, and determine 
affairs. The Patriarch is not named amongft 
them, as being fuppofed to be continually em- 
ployed in the duties of Religion 3 but in matters 
of confequence, his advice is commonly asked 
and followed This Council receiveth appeals 5 

and all other great matters are remitted to 

them. 

p. Befides this, there are many other Chambers, 
in- Courts, or Councils, (as they are called in fome 
Kingdoms) 3 but the principal are fix, which have 
everv one dieir feveral bufinefTes. The firft is for 
Ambaifadors, and foreign affairs. The fecond 
for bufinefTes of war. The third for the demeafiie 
and revenue of the Prince. The fourth for trade 
and merchandife. The fifth for determination of 
civil caufes amongft themfelves. The fixth for cri- 
mmal matters. Every Council hath its Prefident, 
Counfellors, Secretaries, tec. who write all things 
at large in rolls, after the ancient manner, fome- 
times thirty or forty ells long 3 whereof they have 
vait quantities orderly laid up in their refpective 

°ui 7° tliefc arc referrecI all the atfairs of 
the whole Nation 5 every Province being aflign d 
to one ot thefe 3 to fend their appeals, make their 
relations receive orders, and the like. Every 
^ouncil knowing the Provinces that belong to 
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mfc amongft thou no ftiore abhorred crime tkeft 
falfe-fwearing, they ftartle at every folemn oath- 
tho in their converfarion thev are not fcrupulous 
of fwearing. They refer alfo fome doubtful mat^ 

ters to lots, of which fee a ftory in Hackluit, 
p i3 o5>. 

m Their ufual punifhmetits are fevdrc. A robber Their 
is broke upon the wheel. A facrilegious perfon fw&fa 
impaled. A traitor, and a fervant that murthers menk 
his mafter* beheaded. An Adulterer compound- 
eth with the abufed husband 5 and befides, is 
whipped from the Court to the houfe of the Adul- 
terefs 5 andfhe (if her husband pleafes) is repu- 
diated, and put into a Monaftery 3 and himfelf 
after fix weeks, hath liberty to marry another. 
But none fuffer more fe verity, then thofe that are iri 
debt 5 who are kept prifoners till a day appoint- 
ed, when they engage to pay 5 if they keep not 
their day, and be able to pay* th^y are every 
day brought into the Court, and there beaten for 
an hour together upon dieir lhins and the calves of 
their legs, and back to prifon at night,and fo till the 
debt be paid. But if they be unable to pay it, they 
are made flaves to the creditor. 

The chief Officers of State and the Court for Officers of 
fecular bufinefles under the Emperor are much- State. 
what the feme as in all other Monarchies. The 
Chancellor, who is alfo the chief Secretary and 
to him belongs, and he prefides in the office of 
Ambaffadors 3 his charge alfo is to prefent petiti- 
ons to the Tzar, and to return his anfwer, which 
he doth in the Princes own words. The Treafu- 
rer, that looks to, and takes account of all the 
revenue. The Conftable, who looks after the 
foldiery. The Matter of the Horfe, who befides 
die Prince s horfes, minds alfo the Guards, their 
difcipline and quartering. ThcOcclnici, or Chief 
Juftice, whom they call the Great Counfellor, al- 
ways prefent widi the Princes perfon : under 
whom is the Neddefnick^ who commands all the 
Serjeants, Prifons, isre. And divers of thefe are 
fometimes beftowed upon the fame perfon. Ilias 
DanielowitzMiloflamky was Generaliflimo, an em- 
ployment very befitting him, for he was a man 
of great courage, and ftrength both of body and 
mind 5 he had fuch a vaft memory, that he knew 
all the Commiflion-officers of an Army of eighty 
thoufand, what their abilities, and where their 
quarters. He was alfo Treafurer, and had divers 
offices befides. Afanafe Najhockjn fucceeded him 
in his Pnnces favour, and was Chancellor, Trea- 
furer, Lord of R uffia minor, and had feveral 
other employments 5 a man not corrupted by 
bribes, very fober and abftemious, indefatigable 
in bufinefi, and who ferioufly fee about a refor- 
mation of the evil cuftoms of his countrv. 

But fuch a vaft dominion as Ruffia cannot be Inferiot 
governed without very many Magiftrates 3 and Magi- 
fiich indeed there are. There is a Court, or Coun- firates* 
cil for the government of Moskgw, who have 
many officers under them.

1. There is the office of the Stewart, which re- 
ceives all the Emperors revenue of his inheritance, 
or Crown-lands 5 which contain thirty-fix Towns 
with their territories 5 whereof fome pay their 
rents in money, others in corn, or other provi- 
fioa This provifion for the Emperors houfhold 
is more then is fpent, and the furplus is fold 
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which he felleth by his Merchants, or elfe favetli 
money, by paying with it Ambaffadors, fol& 
ers, and the like. His merchandizing is very re* 
markable, for ( 1 ) he hath the liberty of pre, 
eruption of whatever merchandife comes into 
his country 5 which he buys alfo at low prizes 
fo that many times he engroffeth a whole com' 
modity, and raifes its price as he pleafeth:^) The 
price of what he buys is paid in commodities of his 
own 5 for he never,or very rarely fuffers any gold or 
filver to be carried out of his dominions. ( 3 ) He 
hath alfo the prevendition 5 non e muft fell his com- 
modities, v.g. Furs, till the Tzctr hath fold all that 
he intends 5 whereby he fets what price upon 
commodities he pleafeth. (4) He frequently 
monopolized) one, or more of the commodities 
of his own country. And all Sables (thebeft trade 
of die Nation ) are his own as tribute, or at afinall 
fet-rate. All this is managed either by die Go- 
vernors of his Towns, many of whom are no 
other then his Fa&ors, or ftewards for his inte- 
reft 3 or by Gofes or Merchants of his own, who 
have falaries to look after thefe matters. Befides, 
the prefents brought him by foreign Ambaffa- 
dors, and what his own bring him (for he takes

Few, that have written, 
converted with perfons of better quality ( their 
Boiars being prohibited all company with ftran- 
gers, and even AmbafTadors ) then fuch as ferve 
them for gain, or trades-men, who feldom in any 
country are commended for their juftice and good 
dealing by ftrangers. But Dr. Fletcher, and thofe 
few of our own country that have written, confefs 
that there are amongft the Nobility very many, 
and amongft the populace fome, of very excellent 
parts, courage, and chfcrction.

.wherein are not many good : we ought to be 
wary how we cenfure them. Let us therefore pro- 
ceed rather, to fliew their publick adtions, and 
by them take a truer or better eftimate. As', that 
we may judg of dieir valour, let us confider their 
foldiery, and manner of warring 5 that we may 
know their piety, let us look upon the exercifeof 
their Religion, and the like. To begin with the 
foldiery. They have four very potent and war- 
like neighbours 5 fome whereof are always ene- 
mies ( the Tartars and Turks ), and the reft no 
Very good friends ( the Polanders and Suedes ). 
And fuch is thefituation of the country, that they 
cannot have neer hand any friends or afliftants. 
So that their defence muft reft upon themfelves^ 
for the foreign foldiers and officers that ftraggle 
to them for pay, are not confiderable as to a great 
war. His ftanding Militia then confifts partly in 
his Garrifons, which in the frontier Towns, efpe- 
cially toward the Tartars and Turks, ( for the To- 
knians and Suedes being Chriftians, when he hath

But in fiun, they have 
juft fo much learning as to account whatever they 
know not to be vanity, and them fools that ftu- 
dy it 5 and yet to make them jealous and afraid 
to be ovcr-reach'd and couzend by ftrangers, 
whom they alwavs fufpedt to know more than 
memfelves. Their oppreffion by their fuperiors 
drives them to fortifie themfelves by cunning and 
deceit, ready alfo and willing to help themfelves 
by any fafe, tho unlawful, means. They are alfo 
hereby render d very timorous and cowardly, and 
as fer from valour as generofity. From hence pro- 
ceeds alfo, that they are haughty and infolent 
towards their inferiors, miftaking that for gran- 
deur and greatnefs of fpirit 5 cruel alfo when they 
P-ve advantage. The coldnefs of their country 
tfivites diem to ftrong driidcs 5 andthepleafureof 
ti^provokestoexcefs anddrunkeraiefsj and this 
jo all beftiality and quanetfomnefs. Michael Fe- 
d ^K> a very wife, moderate, and fober Prince, 
d^natirc could to hinder this vice 5 puniflainff 
^thfeting the nofe, the ufe of Tobacco (which

are the prcfent Spabi amongft the Turks, and 
Knights-fervice amongft us. Now every fon of 
any of thefe is a Sin-boiar, or Gendeman 5 and as 
foon as he is able to bear arms, enters himfelf in 
thc Roferade (or Office of Great Conftable ), and 
petitions for means to maintain him. If his fa- 
thers Farm be not fufficient, nor any other void, 
diey are either put into fome low and mean em- 
ployment, or elfe deferred till there happen fome- 
thing fit for him 5 rill when he muft ftift as well 
as he can. When the Emperor goes in perfon to 
the wars, he hath a feledt guard of fifteen thou- 
fand horfe, who are all paid 3 the beft fort have 
not under feventy Rubbles, the fecond not un- 
der forty, and the third not under twelve Rub- 
bles per ann. befides their lands, which are alfo 
allow'd them. Befides thefe, the chiefeft Nobles, 
and men of emplovment, are alfo obliged to 
maintain confiderable numbers of horfe, amount- 
ing to fixty thoufand, at their own charges 5 yet 
receiving a fufficient allowance alfo for them from 
theGrand Tzar. And thefe are mufter'd and em- 
ployed every y ear, at leaft to Ihew themfel ves up- 
on the borders of Tartary. The foreign foldiers 
are moftly mingled amongft his guards, and are 
fometimes more, fometimes fewer 5 die greateft 

part are Polonians, Chcaffians^ or Cofacks ( who 

I amount 
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amount fometimes to four thoufand and are 
difpers'd in garrifons fartheft from their o™ 
country ), Dutch, and fome few Seas, Sudes, and 
Vanes • manv of which are for their skill taken 
tobeofficers. All thefe (befides the hundred thou- 
fand before mention'd ) are efteemed to make up 
three hundred thoufand horfe, which are ready 
to march upon all occafions. 

Their arms for their foot, . are a gun, a i word, 
and an axe behind them ; of their horfe, are bows,

arming and difcipline, they conform to the Eu- 
ropean manner, which was introduced amongit 
them by the great number of officers, Poles 
Swedes, Scots, &c. that have been thitner invited 
bythegoodnefsofthepay. Everv one of the Sin- 
boiars carries his own provifions for fo long time, 
which are bifcuit, oats, pulfe, pepper and fait to- 
gether, vinegar, and brandy. Their Comman- 
ders are the fame that we have 5 a Genend, Lieu- 
tenant-General, four field-Mar (hals, each of whom 
takes care of the fourth part of the army 3 and 
each hath two under-Marfhals, who twice every 
week ( whilft in the field ) mufter and exerofe 
their men. They have alfo a General of the Ord- 
nance, and other officers under him. They made 
ufe of (in their wars with the Tartars ) a Gene- 
ral they call'd the Walking Captain, or the Com- 
mander of the walking Caftle, which is nothing 
elfe but a double wall of diick pales, fo contrived 
that it might be in afhort time fet up in length, and 
then it would reach feven miles 5 and the two walls 
about ten foot diftance. The pales were higher 
dien a man, and in them loop-holes, to lay out the 
nofes of their mufquets. And this is fufficient for 
die defence of their Ihot, where the enemy hath 

no canon, as the Tartars have not 3 elfe it is of 
little ufe or efteem. They had alfo one great 
Drum carried upon four horfes faftened together, 
and eight men to beat it 3 but thefe cuftoms are 
laid afide, and they follow die modes of the Ger- 
mans, and other Europeans. 

They are acknowledged to be better at keeping 

Forts and Cities then in a field battel 3 to which al- 
fo their frequent failings, flender diet, education 
to hardlhip, domuch<£fpofe diem. Their women 
have many times fupplied the defect of foldiers, 
kept guards, fought ftoutly upon the works, and e- 
ven defended breaches. In fome of the Caftles of 
Livonia, when the Poles took them, they found al- 
moft all the men confumed 5 in one but two were 
left, andyet thofe two refufed to yeild up the Fort, 
left they fhould feem not to have performed their 
truft to their Prince. When the Polonians upbraid 
them with their lofs of fo many battels when they 
had fufficient advantages, they anfwer, But who 
hath Smolensky, Novogorod, isc. Their Forts are ve- 
ry well victual'd and man d 3 fortified commonly 
with turf, kept up with bavins, hurdles, or timber, 
which refift battery the better, tho the frofl have 
too much power upon them. They now alfo face 
them widi brick and ilone. Their Sinboiarsaxc 

educated and inur'd to war in thofe Forts 3 but they 
flay not above a year or two in one gajrifon, as 
neither do the Governours. There are gene- 
rally two, and fometimes three Governors in one 
garrifon 3 the chiefeft hath care of the munition, 
and never ftirs forth 5 the other upon occafion 
go abroad, My, fetch in contribution, istc. many 
of them are very valiant, expert, and careful 
foldiers. Of all their borderers, they mod 
apprehend the Swedes. The Toknians are more 
valiant, and will not fear with twenty thoufand 
to fight fixty thoufand Rujfes 3 but they are not 
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carried away four hundred^ thoufand captives 5 

country. 

gainfl them is a great barren defart 
of twenty days march, being the confines be- 
tween them and the Rujfes.

Others faid, that he was depofed by his own 
Clergy, for complying too much with the Weftern 
Church. And de faEto he did endeavour to recon- 
cile the Ruffes to the Church of Rome 3 to which 
purpofe Ant. Poffevine was at that time alfo fent 
by AePo^theKingof Poland,dnd othcrChriftian 
Princes, who intereffed themfelves ierioufly in 
diis affair 3 which not (ucccafag, Hieronymus be- 
gan to treat about refigning his Patriarchfliip, and 
tranflating of the See from Conftantinople to Mos- 
kow 3 which motion was greedily embraced by 
the Ruffes.

And his fucceflbrs do 
all ufe that title, and are confecrated by their 
own Bifhops. Whether this . action was valid 
I difpute not 3 'tis fufficient that the Patri- 
arch of Conftantinople, who is moft concern d, 
doth not queftion it 3 and to flop his mouth, as 
Ifuppofe, mere is every year, befides upon divers 
other occafions, a very conliderable prefent of 
five hundred crowns fent to him. Bdides, the 
Greeks want not other artifices, as fending tilings 
haUowUreliqucs,^. for which they receive very ' 
<>reat prefents. Yet Filaretes Nikjtys, the late Pa- 
triarch and Father to the Emperor Michael Fede- 
mit\, was confecrated by the Patriarch of Con- 
ftantinople, but fince him none. 
Till this time there was no other Metropoli- 

imme 



cfatcly made two new Metropolitans, the one 
of Nwogrod velica, the other of Roftove, thefe were 
the only Archbilhopricks before. But fince that 
they have added two more, one of Cafanskoi and 
Sviatskoi, who refideth at Cafan 5 the other of 
Sarskoi and Pondoskoi, who lives commonly in 
the Caftle of Moskgw, and is the Patriarch's Sub- 
flitute or Coadjutor, when upon any good caufe, 
as age, ficknefs, or the like, he is hindred from of- 
ficiating. They had alfo ( as Poffevine complains ) 
but eleven Bilhops for all that large Empire 3 but 
fince diat time they have added two ( I fuppofe 
becaufe of their conquefts ), and advanced all 
except one, that is the Bilhop of Comenskoi and 
Caffieskgi, who lives at Columna, into Archbifhop- 
ricks. The Patriarch hath abfolute power in what 
concerns Religion, withfuch authority, that even 
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government

without giving the Grand Tzar any account of 
it 3 who, without any conteflation, commands 
the orders made by the Patriarch to be exe- 
cuted. As the late Patriarch Nicon being an ene- have they any fetled falary, but diey are content 



are. The Patriarch hath about three thoufand 
Rubblesper**. The Metropolitans and Archbi- 
fhops about two thoufand five hundred. But all 
this revenue is not for their own ufe, but thev are 
obliged to furnifh at their own charges, filch a 
number of foldiers. 

The nomination of Bilhops belongs to the Pf a • 
Emperor, who always takes them from amongfl y e f°. n 
the Monks, which obligeth diem all to live un- 
married, not to eat fleih, wear no rings, or linen mji}0 ? s ' 
fbirts or drawers 3 befides other the like Mona- 
ftick obfervances. The Patriarch is chofen by all 
the Bifhops, Clergy, and Abbots, who give no- 
tice of their eledion to the Prince 3 if he difap- 
prove it, they chufe another. Lately, at the electi- 
on of Nicon, the Clergy named two, and could 
not agree, the Emperor caufed them to cail lots, 
and the lot fell three times upon the perfon of 

Nicon. 

Of inferior Clergy they have a very great r r ♦ 
number 3 there being many Parifties in their Ci- £1°* 
ties, tho unequally divided ( fome much bigger er ^' 
then others), and every Church many Priefts be- 
longing to it. They have no particular care of 
educating perfons for this office 3 but any one 
that thinks himfelf fitly qualified, prefents him- 
felf to the Patriarch,or the next Metropolitan,who 
examining his ability (which confifts chiefly in 
reading , writing , 

him 3 which is chiefly by cutting of the hair on 
the top of his head, covering it with a Callot, and 
putting on a Surplefs, a little crofs of white filk 
upon hisbreaft, and then gives him his benedicti- 
on, and authority to officiate in the Church, and 
toadminifler the Sacraments. He mufl be the hus- 
band of one wife, and if .his wife dy, he can nei- 
ther officiate as a Prieft, nor marry another 3 fo 
that they do not conceive the character to be 
indelible. Yet a widower may fing, read, &c. 
and may ferve as a Deacon, but he mull not 
officiate at the Altar. And fome of them get 
leave to keep their Benefices, and yet enter into a 
Monaftery 3 fuch they call Churnapapaes. 

Their revenues are not from ty dies, tho it be 77^ ^

Leo, their firfl Metropolitan, had his See at 
Cbiow, afterwards when Wolodomiria was the Me- 
tropolis of the Empire, the Metropolitan alfo re- 
moved thidier, accompanying ftill the Prince 5 
and now is at Moskow. The jurifdiction of the 

Biihops is the fame as in other Churches 5. for be- 
fides their authority over die Clergy, and order- 
ing Ecclefiaflical matters, they take cognifance 
alfo of caufes Teflamentary, Matrimonial, fome 
pleas of injury, 4&c. They never vifit their Dio- 
cefes, but have certain Lay-men, in whofe judg- 
ments diey can confide, to give them account of 
the lives and demeanors of the Clergy. They have 
alfo Officials or Commiffaries, ( called Boiaren 
Vladitskey ) Lay-men ( they have both Archdea- 
consand Protodeacons,but not employed in thofe 
offices ) diat keep their Courts, and exercife their 
junfdiaion. And thefe are not appointed by the 
Bifhop, but by the Emperor, tho he feldom denies 
the Bifhop to nominate, if he requcft it. But every. 
Bilhop hath for Ecclefiaflical matters, and for the 
^orefolemnfervice of God, aCouncil of twenty- 
lour Priefts of his Diocefe, who are as it were Pre- 
bends or Canons of his Cathedral Church, where 
Jhey continually refide. The revenues of the Bi- , 
lhopshavebecn(as they fay) greater then now they 
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with what they receive from the people for bap- 
tizing, marrying, burying, offerings, prayers for 
the dead, isc. befides, every private perfon upon 
any occafion of bufinefs, defires the Prieft to fay 
a prayer for him, for which he gives him fome- 
thing. They alfo folemnize the Saints-day of the 
Parilh, when all the neighbourhood come in to be 
prayed for, and make an offering. Once a quar- 
ter alfo he bleffedi his Parifhioners houfes and fa- 
milies. By thefe and many odier fuch like ways, 
they make up a competent livelihood for them- 
felves, and to give die tenth alfo of it to the Bi- 
ihop. Protopapaes, or Archpriefts and Archdea- 
cons are only in Cathedral Churches. 

They have fervice thrice a day 3 about break Their Sev- 
of day Martens, at noon Mafs , Vefpers in the v i cem 
evening. And it confifts of Pfalms, certain por- 
tions of Scripture, the Creeds, prayers, and fome- 
times an homily of fome of the Fadiers, or the 
life of the Saint of the day in their own language. 
Never other preaching, except once in a year, , 
when the Patriarch with very great folemnity, 
nukes a fhort exhortation to the people, to ferve 
God, obey their Prince, and live in unity and chari- 
ty with their neighbours. They never kneel at their 
devotions, but ftand up, and fomctimes bow, 
knocking their forehead to the ground Ivan Va- 
filowich was frequent in die Church, fung ^ the 
prayers with the Clergy, and fometimes had his 
forehead fwell'd with knocking the floor. They

fafts they are fo fevere, that they will not taftc 
any thing that comes of fldh, notfomuchasa 
medicine, if it have corm cervi or ungulaMcism 
it. All authors take notice of the veneration they 
have to their images. Pofevme faith, they do 
only not adore them Others lay, that they look 
upon the Saints as caufes and coworkers of their 
falvation. Yet divers amongft them are of ano- 
ther opinion. A Protopope of Cafansky fpeaking 
too liberally againft this worihip, was d<

triarch Nicon feeing he could not remedy it, re- 
tir'd from his charge to a private life. Others 
excufe this worihip , attributing it to the great 
ceremonioufaefs the Rufes ufe both in their de- 
votions and ordinary converiaaon. 

All men take notice and make long drfcourfes 
of their marriages and burials. But there is fcarce 
any Nation that hath not fome paraculanties 
about thefe ; many men alfo take delight m their 
own fancies. That which is moft peculiar to 
the Ruffes is, that they keeping up their women, 
efpeciallv their virgins, very clofe and private, 
rarely fuffering diem to come abroad, fo much 
as to Church, or to make vifits, but never to 
Balls or merry meetings j it happens frequently 
that a man comes to marry one whom he never 
faw before, or is not acquainted with her con- 
ditions. Parents commonly 
only the young man may employ his mother, or 
fome other friend, to fee and give information 
of her 5 as the maid doth of the bridegroom. 
But in recompence of the inconvenieneies which 
may follow, they diffolve marriages upon very 
flight occafions 3 and the man, after a ihort for- 
bearance, hath liberty to marry again. They go 
to Church, and receive the Priefts benedi<aion 5 
Who having ask'd their confents, and read fome 
prayers, gives them his bleflSng, and drinks to 
them, and they alfo drink to one another. All 
their friends prefent them, and the gifts that pleafe 
are prized, that the value may be returned in a 
competent time 5 thofe which are unufefiii or 
fuperfluous, they return again, nor is it ill taken. 
A woman is not worfe efteemed for marrying a 
fecond husband, but a third is fcandalous. 

What is particular in their burials is, that they 
carry out their dead (even the Emperor him- 
felf) die fame day he dyes, and accompany him 
witn great howlkigs and lamentations oc wo- 
men. They leave the body unburied for eight 
days, praying for him every clay 5 then they re- 
turn, kifs him, the Prieft puts a billet into his 
mouth, to teftifie of his godly life, and that he 
received abfolution 3 and tt|en after fome prayers 
they inter him, and keep his armiverfary with 
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prayers and devotions. They bury none in their 

^Th^Aink their baptifm to be moft foiemn, 
and moft effectual of any other celebrated a- tik 
mongft Chriftians. Children they baptize in the 3 
Church, adult perfons in Rivers 3 the Font ftands 
in the midft of the Church, and they confecrate 
new water for every one that is baptized, ima- 
gining that the impurity of the childs original 
fin (cleanfed by baptifm) remains ftill in the 
water. They have a foiemn proceflion about the 
Font, the Clerk ( who is always their Deacon ) 
carrying before the image of St. John Baptift. As 
foon as the child is baptized, he puts a grain of 
fait into his mouth, anoints him, making the 
fign of the crofc upon the forehead, hands, breaft, 
and back, with confecrated oyl, puts him on a 



fhirt , and hangs about his 




jeci to wear as long as he 

lives 5 which if it fliould not be found upon him 
at his death, he would not receive Chriftian bu- 
rial. He aifigns him alfo a particular Saint to be 
his Patron, ordering the godfathers to put him 
in mind ( when he comes of age ) to have a par- 
ticular devotion towards him. Conceiving bap- 
tifin to be the entrance into the Church, they 
baptize all ( except die Greeks ) that come into 
their Church, tho they have been before bapti- 
zed in the name of the Father, Son, and Holy 
Ghoft. Thofe alfo who are excommunicated, or 
are conceived to be out of the Church by any 
prophane or wicked a&ion ( as thofe they call 
Cbaldaans ) they receive into the Church again 
by baptifm. So that there are thofe amongft

their Rivers, which they do twice every year 3 t 
the greateft pomp is on Palm-funday, when the 
Emperor leads the Patriarchs horfe. They 
account many things and perfons unclean, as 
Chriftians of another profeffion 3 infomuch that 
the Emperor walheth his hands after any Chrifti- 
an Ambaffador hath kiffed them. They will not 
permit fuch to enter into their Churches, and if 
they do enter, they fweep after them. Divers 
forts of meats alfo are accounted unclean, nor 
do they willingly eat of any fowl, or fuch thing 
killed by a woman. After they have accompa- 
nied their wives, they enter not the Church till 
they have waflied 3 and many other fuch obfer- 
vances they have. After any one hath received 
Extreme Un&ion, they will hardly give him 
meat, but no medicine upon any terms, fo that 
he muft dy in his own defence. They begin the 
year on the firft of September, that day being, as 
they fuppofe, the firft day, and they keep their 
account from the creation. They account our 
Lord to have been incarnate in 550^ of the 
world (reckoning according to the Septuagint), 
to which adding the year of our Lord ( as 5 50? 
1679 ) gives their account of this prefent year 
7188 : and fubtra&ing from the prefent year 
of the cpocha at our Lords birth (as 7 1 8 8+^505) 
gives die prefent year of cm Lord 167$. Their 
Offices arc all in their own language, which is 
xheSclavonian 5 and hath fo great affinity with the 
Polonhn, Lithuanian, Cafubiajz/andalian, thofe alfo 
diBdbenMj)almatiafiulgma,i^ Croatia ^that they 

can make alhift to converfe one wkh another. 

It remains that we fpeak fomething of their 7 
Religious. They have many Monafteries, and U$fr 
fome very rich 5 but all of one order, which is

iemn receiving it was not till 988, when their 
Prince Wohdomir marrying Anna Sifter of BafiVus 
and Conftantine, was converted, baptized, and 
changed his name into Bafilius. He is by them 
look'd upon as their Apoftle, and they celebrate 
his Feftival July 1 5. he died in 1 0 1 5. This man 
removed the Metropolis of the Nation from Kiow 
to Wohdomir. He had many children, who fought 
and flew one another 5 two (Borifus and Chle- 
bus ) are for their holy lives and unjuft deaths 
accounted holy Martyrs, and their day is July 24. 
Sewoldus Coras, fome call him Jerojlaws, after ma- 
ny wars fubdued his brethren, and obtained the 
government. 

He was follow 9 d by his fon Wblodomir,funmncd 
Monomachus, but others fay he was called Jerojlaw 
(or fair bank) becaufe he built that City. Saxo 
Gramniatuus faith, that he married the daughter 
of Harold Kingof England. He was a potent Prince, 
and kept very good correfpondence with the Em- 
perors of Conftantinople. But it is to be noted, that 
the a<5tions of this, are confounded with thofe 
of die other Wolodomir.

Gregory, calTd by fome Szevelcditz^ others make 
Wfzevolod to be the father,and George his fon. George 
was ann. 1237 flain by Batus a Tartarian Prince, 
who fubjeded the whole country to the Tartars 5 
ordering that the Tartars (hould from time to 
timechufe the Princes of Moscow 5 that when diey 
fent their Ambaffador, the Prince fliould go to 
meet and wait upon him on foot, offering a plat- 
ter of Mares-milk 3 that if the Tartar let any of 
it fall upon the main of his horfe, the Prince 
fliould lick it up 5 and that he fliould bare-headed 



ed, fo much do other Nations think they have and on foot give the Tartars horfe his provender 
loft of truth. Some Authors derive them from 

Auguftus Cefar. Ivan Vafilomch, the learnedft of 
all die Ruffes, and who had reafon to be beft in- 
formed, told an Englijb Goldfinith fmiling, (be- 
caufe the Emperor had faid, that all Ruffes were 
theeves ), that he was not a Rufs, but a German, 
and that their family came from Beala, a famous 
King of Hungary. More particulars of this we 
know not 3 as neither who, when, or upon what 
occafion thev came ; nor who were their fucceffors. 



But it is certain the Imperial Family was com- 
monly called die Houfe of Beala. Others fay, that 
the firft Governors were three brethren ( Rurich, 

Sinaux, and Truvor ) of the Varegi. But who thofe 
Varegi were, or what Country they inhabited, 'tis 
uncertain, as is alfo die time of their coming, 
which fome fay was arm. 75 2, others $6 1 . And of 
thefe Rurich feded at Novogrod, Truvor at Tlefcow, 
and Sinaux at Bieliofer 3 thefe two laft dying with- 
out iffue, Rurich fucceeded, and left die whole 
dominion to his fon Igor. Igor married 
fighting with die Drewlians, was taken by them 
and beheaded. Olga afterwards defeated and de- 
frayed thefe Drewlians, went to Conftantinople, 
^as baptized, and took the name of Helena about 
theyear87<f, brought Chriftianity into5^,and 
died with the opinion of fan<5tity, and her anni- 
verfary day is July 11. Suetoflaw when he came 
to age fucceeded his father, and Jeropolick him.

Some place after him 
George Danielowitz^ Caleta, who ( they fay ) ^ was 
flain by Demetri Micbaekwit^, who was kill'd by 
die Tartars. Other place next to Daniel his fon 
Ivan, chofen by Zanabeck the Crim-Tar tar 5 who 
favoured him fo much, that he abated fome part 
of die flavery impofed upon the Tzars. His fon 
Ivan Ivanowitz^ fucceeded, and was wholly fubjedt 
to the Tartars. Demetri was Ins fon, who 
refufed to pay tribute to the tartars, making a 
fierce war upon Mamai Kan, and gained a very 
bloody victory, the earth for thirteen miles to- 
gether being coverd widi carcafes. But Tach- 
tanisk Kan in another battel flew Demetri, and 
renewed the power of die Tartars over the Ruffes. 

VafiHDmetriwitzSdhow 9 & ann. 1357, who chafed 
the Tartars out of Ruffia, and conquered Bulgaria 
beyond die Wolga . Being jealous of his wife Ana- 
ftafia, he disinherited his fon Vafili, and gave the 
Empire to his brother George, who at his death 
reftor d it from his own fons to the right heir. 
But thofe fons making war upon Vafili, took him 
prifoner, and put out his eyes, therefore was he 

call'd Vafili Ciemnox, or dark. But the Boiars be-

Selimus the Turkifh Emperor, who am. 1 $6% f e , 
an Army of three hundred thoufand, befid 
forty thoufand Crim-Tartars, to recover Aftracc 
and other places from the Mufcovite. Serebrin 
a very faithful and valiant General, commande 
in Aftracan 5 who at firft much wonder d fix 
whence fuch an Army lhould come, having 
fcarce ever heard of the Turks, but notwithftand- 
ing was not wanting to his duty, but haften'd to 
ftrengthen his garrifon with men and provisi- 
ons 3 and gave order to all the country, efpe- 
daily thofe upon die Cafpian Sea, to hinder the 
Turks as much as they could from provifioa The 
Turks, whether by miftake or malice of the Tar- 
tars, got into great woods, where their flow 
marches made them confume much of their 
ftore, and the contrary winds hinder d their 
fhips upon the Cafpian Sea, from coming up the 
nver, and caft fome upon the Ihore, which were 
all pillaged by the inhabitants, who were very 
adtive in obedience to the Governor of Aftracan. 
However to the banks of Volga they came, whi- 
ther Serebrine went, and made many fuccefsful 

skirmilhes with them. In one he flew divers of 
their beft Officers, and divers thoufands of their 
men.

Afterwards her husband and 
the Muscovites took courage, and never ceafed till 
they had lhaken off the Tartar flavery. Tho the 
T trtar continues to this day to call them his Go- 
hps, or (laves. She wrought alfo much upon her 
husband ( now very ancient, for he was fixty-fix 
years of age when he died, which was in 14^2, 
after he had reigned forty-two years and feven 
months ), that pafling by Demetri the fon of John, 
whom he had by a former wife, he declared her 
fon Gabriel (whofe name he changed to Vafilie) 
his fucceflbr. 

Vafilie proved a very great Tyrant over the 
people, and his own brothers and family $ but he 
recover d a great part of die country which had 
been conquer d by Vitolius Great Duke of Lit- 
vania. In 15 14, he took Plefcow and Smolensky 5 

but was unfortunate in his defigns againft die 
Tartars. He married Helena daughter of Glinski, 
by whom he had Ivan called Vafilowich, who was 
born Aug. 26, 1528. Vafilie died 1532, and made 
Michael Glinski Tutor to his foa 

Ivan Vafilowich began his reign aim. 1 540, whofe 
very great vi&ories over his . enemies, his moft 
barbarous cruelties and tyrannies towards his 
fubjefts, and pretended fanftity, have given large 
fubje&s to all hiftorians of thofe times, and 
amongft others to Paulus Oderborn who hath writ 
a peculiar book of him. However he behaved 
himfelf in other refpedts, he raifed the Empire of 
Mufcovy to its height. He fubdued the Kingdoms 
of Cafan and Aftracan 5 which are fignified by the 
two Crowns over the Eagles lieads in his Arms. 

And Aftracan being the capital City of the Circafs- 
Tartars, having conquer d that, he reduc d them 

alfo to terms, i. e. to accept of his government, 
pay him fome fmall tribute, and to aflift him 
with fo many horfe and arms in his. wars. This 
Nation reacheth as far as Perfia, and being fet 
upon by the Turk., when he went to invade Per- 
fia, they fent to the Tzar for Engineers to forti^ 
fie their Towns, <&. 

with them alfo Governors and foldiers for their 
defence, and his fccuring their obedience to him- 
felf for the future. The fubduing of die Tm-

Pheodor was a very weak Prince, and having 
married the fifter of Boris Feodorowich Godanove, 
left the managing of all affairs to him 5 who ha- 
ving caufed Demetrius to be murther'd ( as was 
faid ), and made his party amongft the Nobi- 
lity and people, ( Pheodor alfo after awhile ( arm. 
1597, having reigned twelve years) dying, the 
laft of the houfe oiBeala ) after much djffembled 
tergiverfarion was chofen Grand T%ar 5 and reign- 
ed feven years peaceably, till an Impoftor ( Griskh 
or Gregory Otrapeion ) flying into Poland, and there 
declaring himfelf to be Demetri, the fon of Ivan 

Vafilowich, who (as he faid) was not murtherU 
but another in his ftead, was fiirniflied by divers 
Noblemen of Poland, with an Army to recover 
his right. Boris in the time of Pheodor, tho he 
had obliged fome of the Boiars, yet had he made 
away divers even of the beft Nobility, who were 
3ft likely to conteft his power, following herein 
the fteps of Ivan Vafilowich. He alfo incurred their 
hatred the more, by his cngroffing to himfelf and 
family all the gainful employments, before he 
was chofen Emperor 3 for he had then no left

The Rufes to heal all their 
wounds, and foder up their differences, chofe 
Vlaiiflaus, fon to the King of Poland, to be their 
Grand Duke, upon certain conditions 5 whereof 
one was, that Zuisky and his family (hould be

King James ) he made peace with the Poles. He 
alfo made a peace with the Swedes, who had 
been the foreft and heavieft enemy to the Rufes. 
And by the afliftance alfo of King James an ac- 
cord was made, and all differences reconciled. 
The Swede was to render Novogrod, Stara Rufa, 
Porkow, Lagda, Aydow, widi all their Territories 
to the Mufcovites. And the' Mufcovites furrendred 
Ivanogrod, Jama, Coforia, Noteburg, with their pre- 
cincts, to the Swede, and renounced all tide to 
Livonia 5 which was no fmall prejudice to the 
Rufs, who thereby loft die fait trade, which had 
brought in no fmall revenue. He died July 12, 
1645, in the forty-feventh year of his age, and 
thirty-third of his reign. He was a prudent, pious, 
and valiant perfon, endeavouring by all means 
to banilh the memory of former tyrannies, and

The fituation of it 
invites Merchants thitherfrom all parts, even from 
the Indies $ fo tliat the cuftoms (tho very low ) 
amount to 25000 crowns per ann. The inhabi- 
tants of the country ( Tartars of Crim and Na- 
gaia ) are not permitted to live in the City, as 
neither to build Cities, or fortifie Towns. But for 
the moft part they live in huts of reed or cane, 
like to our hen-coops, which in cold weather they 
cover with a courfe cloth $ the fummer they 
fpend in rambling up and down to find pafture 
for their cattel 5 in winter time retireing un- 
der Aftracan, for their fecurity againft the CaU 
muk. and Jaick Tartars. The Grand Tzpr lends 
them arms,which they reftore at fuch a time $ they 
pay no tribute, but are obliged to ferve him in 
his wars, which they do very willingly, in hope 
of prey. They have their own Princes, Comman- 
ders, and Judges 5 but fome of their chief Mur- 
z&s are always kept as hoftages at Moscow. 

If any one defire to know what thefe Cofackf 
be, that have caufed all this noife and trouble 
in the world 5 tho we (hall treat more largely of 
them when we come to the Vkrain, yet it will 
not be amifs to give here fome general account 
of them.

The riches of Poland confift in the commo- 
dities of the countrey already menuon'd ; which 
(diough thcv are of feveral forts and general ufe, 
yet) bring but little money into die kingdom , 
being counterpoifed by the incredible quantity, 
aqd richer variety of foreign merchandize; fo 
that they hardly fuffice to pay for die Cloth , bilk, 
Jewels, Tapiftry, the Fruit, Spice, Salt-fifli, Wine, 
Tin and Steel brought in from England, Flanders, 
Portugal and Spain, i?c. But to fay the truth the 
people are neither induftrious nor addicted to 
trade j the Nobility being forbid it by their own 
conftitutions upon die forfeiture of their Honor : 
and the Commonalty for the moft part wanting 
cftates fufficient to promote it. Befides, thofe of 
better fortunes fpend too much of their revenues 
in coftly apparel and furniihing their tables; by 
which means, inftead of faving and lay ing up, they 
become very poor, or at leaft always in a wanting 
condition. To which we may add that their

They 
all ferve on Horfeback, and are enrolled above 
200000, yet in as much as they have very few 
fortified places on any fide, for the fecurity of 
their frontiers, they can hardly draw together a- 
bdve iooooo, without leaving their provinces 
too naked. But thefe forces , when affembled, 
Verve only for die defence of their countrey, and 
march not beyond its limits above five leagues: 
wherefore when they have occafion to lead an 
Army fiirdier, it is decreed in the Senate ( which 
is convoked before every war) to levy ftipendiary 
Souldiers: and as they are compofed principally 
of the Nobles, they frequently fignalize them- 
felves by their valour , and fucceffes againft the 
much greater numbers of their enemies. Thus 
Zamofcbius in the time o( Sigifmund the third with 
3000 men worfted Carigereius the Scythian who 
with 70000, was making an inroad into Poland, 



Charters are the Husbandmen called) 
who live difperfed in Villages : but they being 
never admitted to publick offices and employ- 
ments, ought not to be numbred among the or- 
ders and eftates of the Kingdom. 

At firft the Kings of Poland were fucceflivc, as 
appears from the teftimony of all their Hiftori- 
ans : and it was the cuftom diat die reigning 
Prince appointed his fucceffour. So Lefcus the 
Third appointed Popielus : fo alfo Boleflaus die 
Chaft, did Lefcus the Black. Nay oftentimes the 
Kings of Poland divided the Kingdom amongft 
their fons, which is not ufual in eledive govern- 
ments. This is evident from the example of Bo- 
leflaus Crhvouftus$ and is further confirmed, in die 
Polonian Hiftories, by the precedent of Bokflaus 
the Curld. But in the reign of Sigifmund An- 
guftus, a Law was made that no King of Poland 
ihould prefume to nominate, or impofe on die 
Kingdom a fucceffor : which law was not only 
renew'd in the interregnum after his death, but fe- 
veral times afterwards : the cuftom of Elections 
having encroached upon die Scepter for fome 
while before, for want of iffue of the true PoSjb

Nobilitv, That they jhould not be pmijhed or impn- 
fond till co^med by Law. After him Bathor threw 
off the burthen of hearing caufes from His own 
flioulders, and ereded feveral courts of Judica- 
ture in Poland and Lithuania : referving only to 
Iiimfelf the judgment of fuch caufes as concer- 
ned his Chequer and fuch Cities as were imme- 
diately under his jurifdidtion. But now the No- 
bility create the chief Judg or Marfhal , with 
his affiftants in thofe tribunal nor does the 
King fit alone upon caufes that come before him 
bv way of appeal: befides, the King fwears to 
determine all Court caufes according to the ad- 
vice and opinion of the Senators and Officers re- 
fiding at Court 3 as alfo to call the caufes in order 
as they are fet down in the Regifter, and neither 
to retard nor further any caufe for favour or 
intereft. The power of making war did formerly 
without doubt abfolutely belong to the King. 
ButCafimir the third (in the year 1454) made 
a promife that he would undertake no war with- 
out the confent of die Senate. At this day the 
Kings of Poland, by the PaSb Conventa, promife 
not to admit or call in any foreign affiftance with- 
out the efpecial confent of the Eftates 5 not to 
encreafe the number of the (landing Militia, nor 
rife forces privately 5 not tofend aid to any other 
Prince, without confent as aforefaid $ nor to com- 
mit the truft of Forts or Caftles to ftrangcrs or 
plebeians, but to men of worth and landed No- 
bility. Befides all thefe engagements , there is a 
Council of War, ele&ed out of the Senate and 
Nobility, to attend and advife him in the field, 
according to the late Conftitutions in the year 
1676, and feveral others before. He is alfo ex- 
prefly forbid to undertake any offenfive war 5 as 
an affair wholly belonging to the General Affem- 
bly. Again, his power of making peace, and 
entring into new leagues, is fo far limited, that 
neither (hall be valid, unleis approved and con- 
firmed by the General Eftates. Only ancient Al- 
liances may be renewed by the King, with the 
confent of the Senators refident at Court. What 
his power is in raifing Tribute and Taxes, may 
be eafily gather d from the words of Konarfcius

order to his advancement to the Crown, fliall be 
invalid. But ( granting his power to be confi- 
derable in conferring of Honours, yet ) he is not 
able to deprive the fame perfons, tho ill defer- 
, of the honours once conferred upon then], 
witnout the confent of the Eftates : and with 
their approbation he may remove from their 

employments, not only Seculars, but Ecclefiaftic\s. 
By the fame permiftion he has alfo power to create 
Dukes, Earls, and Barons : but the reafon why 
he makes fo few is, becaufe the Poli/b Nobility 
will not admit of any other fuperiority one a- 
mongft another, then what comes by birthright 
And becaufe they are very cautious of admitting 
ftrangers, he is not permitted to advance any 
foreigner into the number of the Nobility, by 
way of Naturalization, widiout the confent of 
the Eftates firft obtained, and the particular re- 
commendation of the General of the Army. It 
is in die Kings power to give Audience to the 
Ambafladors of foreign Princes, and to eled his 
own 5 but he cannot fend them abroad, upon 
the concerns of Peace, War, or entring into new 
Leagues, without the confent of the refident Se- 
nators. Formerly the priviledg of hunting be- 
longed folely to the King $ but now every one 
of the Nobility hath power to ufc thatfportin 
his own grounds. The King cannot contraft a 
marriage for himfel£ without the confent of the 
Senate. He is not permitted to enjoy or pofTefc 
any lands of inheritance in his own Kingdom 5 
nor is he fufFer d to ftir beyond its confines, ex- 
cept the Senate agree thereto. He may not have 
any foreigners employed about him at Court: 
for all the Court-Officers are fworn to be true 
and faithful (not only to the King, but alfo) to 
die Senate, and are under the jjui&lidion of the 
Marfhal of the Kingdom. He is alfo obliged, by 
the Pafta Corrventa, to take care that the Queen 
do not meddle with State affairs. To all thefe 
Articles the Kings of Poland moft religioufly 
fwear obfervance. Nay, to keep their Kings the 
more in awe, the Nobility of Poland publifkd 
the following Declaration in the year 160% If

? Senate 
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c nato r of the Kingdom, in die rank of the Ca- 
feUanes. This Marfhal rides before the Arch- 
bilhops Coach 5 and when he goes to Court, 
carries a ftaff before him upright, till he comes 
into die Kings Chamber, where he turns it down- 
wards. His audiority is fo great, that in the ab- 
fence of other Marfhals, he bears the ftaff of au- 
thority before the King, when he goes to the 
General AlTemblies. The Archbifhop has alfo a 
Crofs bom before him, which the bearer holds 
upright behind his chair whilft he fits in the Se- 
nate? Next to the Marlhal is the Chancellor, for 
tliedifp3tch of publick affairs both in Church and 
State. The other Officers of the Archbifliops 
Court, are the Chamberlain, Maftcr of Requefts, 
Steward of his Table, Treasurer, Chaplain, Li- 
brary-keeper, Mafter of the Horfe, and Clerk of 
the Kitchin* As he is a Prince, while his meat 
is going up to table, whether at home or abroad, 
die drums beat. When he comes to Court, he 
goes diredly to the King 5 never waiting his Ma- 
jefb'es leifure, or any prefixt time. And upon no- 
tice of his coming, he is met at the bottom of 
the flairs by the fub-Chamberlain 3 at the top by 
the Marlhal of the Court. When he approaches 
the Royal prefence, the King himfelf goes fbme 
paces to meet him.

Whence Pruffia or Boruffia (called by die Ger- p m £ 
mans Preufen) ihould fetch its name, is not eafily 

determined Certain it is, That it is not to be 
met with amongft antient authors. Cluverius 
diinks Helmoldus, who flourilfced in the twelfth 
Century, is the oldeft writer tliat gives any ac- 
count of the Countrey under this name. But 
both Pitfmarus (who lived in the beginning of 
the eleventh Century, in the days of the Empe- 
rour Henry the fecond ) and, before him, an A- 
nonymous writer of the life of St. Adalbert ( the 
Apoftle of the Pmffiam) about the year 990 men- 
tions it 5 Marianus Scotus will have the word deri- 
ded from Aprutis 5 a City, faith he, in thefe parts, 
where St. Adalbert fuftered martyrdome in the 
year 995. But this conjedure is vain and preca- 
rious: for where any City of this name former- 
ly ftood, or its ruins can at this day be found, 
only he himfelf can tell us. Johannes Annius 
Viterbienfis tells us , the Pruffians were at firft 
called Pruti $ and that from one Prutu& Scy- 
thian King, grandchild to Noah. Thac this na- 
Dd 2 twa 
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fion is an oaring of the antierit S^to is in- 
deed allowable: but to thereftof jAe ftorvve 
can fay no more then, That _as well knownhow 
nimble this author and his feign d Berojus are at 
counterfeiting of names in the Etymologies of 
Countries. Others (of the fame authority with 

Viterbievfis) bring the Pruffians out of Afia un- 
der the command of Pruffia a King of Btthynia. 
Some will have the word Prufi, or Pmtbeni, cor- 
rupted from Brufteri ; an antient people of Ger- 
many, who (fay they) conquered and peopled 
thefe parts. The raoft probable opinion is, mat 
the Pruffians are the fame with the Borufti, a peo- 
ple formerly inhabiting fome parts of P.u/fia, a- 
boutthe Raphaan mountains; whence they were 
driven out by exceflive mows and cold. For (to 
omit the affinity there is among the three words 
Borufci, Born ft, and Pruffi) the antient language 
of the Pruffians is onely a dialed of Vat Ruffian $ 
as we lhall have oecafion to Ihew by and by. 

Who were the firft inhabitants of Pruffia is 
harder to find out then the etymology of the 
word. Many, as well ancient as modern Geo- 
graphers, think Eridanus and the Infula EkBri- 
des ( fo famous for the Eleftrum, or Amber, car* 
ryed all Greece and Italy over ) were in this coun- 
try. But who in thofe days peopled the land, they 
dare hot determine. The moft likely ftory is, that

Lie/land was formerly divided into two parts 
only, Letten and Eften : to which the order of 
the \ fword bearers added Cm land. Some have di-

Semigd is no more then a Province of Curland, 
and HarlandmdVirland parts of Eften. Ofthefe, 
Curland is immediately fub jedt to its own Duke : 
who neverthelefs pays homage to the King of 
Poland. Some parts alfo of Letten (which go 
under the name of South Lie fland) are, fince the 
treaty at Oliva, in that Kings poffeflion. 

The Curoni, antient inhabitants of Curland and 
Semigal, are thought by fome to be the fame 
with the Caryones mentioned by Ptohmey. There 
is, not far from Windaw,z fmall village which 
ftill bears their memory in its name : being by 
the inhabitants to this day called Curon. The 
moft notable places in it are: 1. Mtaw, the feat 
of the Dukes of Curland, upon the bank of the 
river Maufs-, taken by Guftams Adolf thus in the 
year 1621, butrcftoredA D. 1629. The Town 
is but mean and inconfiderable, buttheCaftle 
magnificently rebuilt by fome of the late Dukes.

King that ever could plaufibly pretend a title 
to any part of them) we ftiall confine our dif- 
courfe to thofe Countries to which the Polonian 
Princes may feem to have had a more juft and 
legal title. 

That all ( or moft of) Silefia was part of the 
Dukedome of Poland, in the days of Lecbus the 
firft, and feveral of his fucceffours, is highly pro- 
bable, from the writings of Adam Bremenfis and 
Helmoldus^ who both of them make the river 
Oder the bounds of Poland. Befidcs, the German 
Chronologers tell us, that Charles the Great, Lu- 
dovicus Pius, and other Emperors conquered the 
Sikfians, and made them tributary to the Empire. 
But the Polijh Hiftorians ( upon what grounds I 
know not) are generally pofiti vein afferting, Thai 

Silefia was always , without any fuch intermiffion or 
conquefi as the Germans ftrive to make out, a part of 
the Polifh dominions. Only Vincentius Kadhbkg a- 

grees with die Germans, affirming , That Bolefla- 
us Chrobri {amongft his many other conquefts) te- 
as he calls it, and left it annexed 
Poland. After his time we find 



fome of the Polijh writers have endeavoured to 
make out by Etymologies, that the greateft part 
of the Marquifate of Brandenburgh was formerly 
fubje&to the Princes of Poland. That New Mank 
indeed ( or^ at leaft, a good fhare of it ) was theirs, 
is beyond all controveriy : fince, as the bell Hi* 
ftorians witnefs, Mieciflaus or Mifcio ( the firft 
Chriftian Duke of Poland, towards the latter end 
of the tenth Century) firft founded the Bilhop- 
rick of Lubufs.

Not long after, Henry the IV, Emperour of Germa- 
ny ( in the Diet at Mwifter A.D. io%6) made over 
Silefia, Lufatia, and indeed all Poland, to Vratiflaus 
King of Bohemia : though, as Cromer fays, he had 
tio right to a foot of land in any of them. Where- 
upon enfucd a bloody war betwixt the Bohemians 
and Poles : wherein it is to be con jedured, the 
latter had the better, fince all Hiftorians agree, 
that Silefia was under the King of Polands go- 
verment during die whole reign of Boleflaus the 
third. His fon Vladijlaus the fecond, being de- 
pofed by his brethren, who were left Co-heirs 
with him in the Kingdom, fled firft to the Empe- 
ror Frederick the firft, who brought Boleflaus 
Crifpus (Duke of Poland and brother to Vladifla- 
us) to fuch ftraits, that he was forced to refign all 
Silefia into the hands of his brother's children :

Bel- 
moldus, agreeing ( as it (hould feem ) with the 
latter, places Pomeren amongft the free Slavoni- 
an Provinces, lying without the bounds of the 
Polijh dominions. And, before his days, 
Bremenfis gives us the fcme account. Mitrdte 
(an Hiftorian of good credit, lib. 2. Chron. Tomer, 
num. $6. f.

In 
the year 1600 Charles IX. built fome publick 
Schools in Lapland $ and in the year 1619, or 
about that time, Gujlavus Adolphus , who took 
efpecial care of the Laplandijh Countries, and 
having united them more clofely to the King- 
dom of S weden then his predecelfors had done 
( they having been in former times rather tribu* 
tary to tile Birkirli, then fubje&s to that Crown) 
eredted more publick Schools, and caufed divers 
Chriftian Churches to be built amongft them, 
all which by the charity and piety of Chriftina 
were augmented both in number and endow- 
ments, for the promoting of Religion and Learn- 
ing amongft tnem 5 and many Paftors were con- 
fiderably llipended for that purpofe. So that 
whereas formerly thofe that had a mind to have 
their children baptized, ufed to carry them ( as 
Olaus Magnus relates ) fometimes above two hun- 
dred Englijh miles to Church, they now are eafed 
of that trouble, and have Churches built at very 
inconfiderable diftance one from another 5 and

contract made betwixt Gujlavus L and thefe Uf 
landers, the inhabitants of Luhla and Pitha were 
engaged to pay yearly eight timber of furs (forty 
to every timber ), and thofe of Torna were taxd 
with the fame number 5 and lhortly after by ano- 
ther agreement in die year 1528, this number 
was doubled. In the year 1602, under Charles DC 
they paid inftead of skins, every tenth Rain-deer, 
and one tenth of all their dryed fifh. And in the

This City was anciently the chief Place of their 
Heatheni(h, as it is at prefent of their Chriftian, 
worfhip : wherefore it may not be amifs here to 
treat as well of dieir ancient fuperftitions, as of 
their prefent true, Religion : The Headienilli Dci- 
ties,to which they pay <i their devotion were Thor, 
Oden, and Freia 5 who are faid to have come out of 
Afia into this Country , and were, though under 
divers names,worihiped by moft of the Scandians. 
Thor, fo calFd from the AfTyrian word Thar or 
Thurra, L e. powerful, had a Temple dedicated to 
him, fo ftately and magnificent, that, by the re- 
lation of Johannes Magnus, who tells prodigious 
llories of the Golden Roof, istc. the Temple of 
the Sun in Cuzc 0 was but a poorly adorn'd Chap- 
pel to it : In the middle of this ftupendous Fa- 
brick their God was fet, upon a bed or couch, 
with a Crown upon his head, adorn'd with 
twelve ftars, and a fcepter in his hand : Upon his 
right hand flood Oden or Othen, arm' d like a fol- 
dier Cap a-pie, not unlike the Roman God Mars: 
On his left was plac d the Goddefs Freia. their 
Venus, holding a fwc 



fado 5 and fuch like, frequently met with in Au- 
thors, are fcarce worth mentioning : only this 
may be obferv'd, that in 
monies about their worlhip, they had fome faint 
notions of an Infinite power, to which they owed 
their being and happinefs 3 that their foul did 
not dye with their body, and fuch like common 
dictates of natural reafon : All which were dear- 
ly difcover'd to them, and the mifts of Idolatry 
and Irreligion quite difpelTd, by the happy plan- 
tation of Chriftianity amongft them. 

In the year of Chrift 780, Bero or BiornoUL ft) 
King of Sweden, defird Charles die Great Empe- 4 
ror of Germany, to fend fome able Minifters into d 
the North, to plant Chriftian religion amongtt 
them 3 who accordingly fent one Herelertus to- 
nam' d Belga, a man of noted pietv and learning 
in thofe times. He fucceeded well in his under- 
takings , gaind many profely tes , and built a- 
Church at Lyncopen in Oftro-Gothia, where him- 
felf was Redtor, and afterwards dyed. Ann. 8i4»

In the Cittadel is the Kings Palace, handfomely 
built, fome part eight or nine ftories high, yet 
of great ftrength and fecurity 5 within it is a large 
and magnificent Church, built by King John, e- 
re&ed upon Marble pillars, and rooft with Cop- 
per 3 with a private Chappel for the King, very 
large alfo, having forty windows on each fide 5 
where at the high Altar is faid to be a mafly 
Silver Image of our Saviour crucified, in full pro- 
portion. This City has been v ery often bef leg'd 5 
1424, by the people of Sweden, who rebelled 
upon account of Foreign Officers employed in

The Swedes, as all other Nations, were for a 
long time governed only by the laws of nature, 
the confus'd edicts of their Kings , Decrees of 
the States, and Refponfes of the wife : till about 
the year 1251, Bergerus Jerl compiled a body of 
Laws and Conftitutions for the Kingdom, col- 
lected out of the former. Thefe, before the in- 
vention of Paper, were engraven upon large 
wooden Pofts 3 thereby, after the manner of the 
Romans and Athenians, to be promulgated to the 

people. They were commonly very lhort and 
general, as defigning the decifion of particular 
cafes to the publick Magiftrates. Befides thefe 
they had upon any emergent difficulties, other 
ancient Laws, which they called Recefus Regni, 
and other ancient Statutes of the Kingdom by 
which only great controvcrfies were decided. 
At prefent the Courts of Juftice are more regu- 
lar 3 and for the fpeedier execution of it, there 
are in the whole Kingdom five fupream Courts 
of Judicature.

When tliis Cbriftian was advanced to the throne 

of Denmark., the Dukedom of Holftein became a 
part of that Kingdom. Yetfo, that the Kings of 
Denmark^ theKings of Sweden upon the late ac- 
ceflions in Germany to their Crown) were reckoned 
Princes of the Empire as Dukes of Holjiein, tho 
not obliged to repair to any Diet. Afterwards, 
the title of Duke of Holftein, ( togedicr with a 
cOnfiderable part of die Country) was given to 
Adolph, Cbriftian the Third's brother ( created 
Knight of the Garter by our Queen Elizabeth 
A.D- 1562) who governed it interchangeably 
with the King his brother by turns. Upon the 
deceafe of this Duke and his ilTue male, the title 
was conferr'd on Vine King Cbriftian the fourth's 
brother. Since his days there have been feveral 

houfes of the Dukes of Holftein , as Sunderburg, 
Norburg, Gluckburg, Arnsbeck, Gottorp and Ottingen. 

Holftein Gottorp is 

chief, and challenges the fame power in govern- 
ing and adminiftration of juftice which was at firft 
conferred upon Duke Adolph King Cfmftian the 
third's brodier.

The Townfmen, not many years ago ( obfer ving 
the daily encreafe of their trade, and the great 
concourfe of ftrangers which it drew from all 
parts * and fearing they themfelves might at Iaft 
be prejudiced by an unlimited and general ad- 
miflion of foreign Tradesmen and Merchants 
into their City ) made an order, that whoever 
would, after fuch a time, be admitted a freeman 
of the Town, fliould either be whipt (at aGame 
inftituted upon this occafion, and caU d by them 
Gantenfpill), or row I'd I in mud and dirt, or lafUy 
hung in a basket over fome into erable and filthy 
fmoak. This hard ufage quickly diminifhed the 
number of foreigners, who fancied it fcarce worth 
their while to purchafe their freedom at fo dear 
and fcandalous a rate. But of late, the induftry 
and skill, as well as number of the inhabitants 
encreafing, thefe barbarous cuftoms are laid afide 5 
and the Citizens themfelves are now able to ex- 
port what was formerly fetcht away from them.

TH E fourth Caftle and Government in Nor- 
way , is that of the City Nidrofia ( as it 
was anciently called from the river Nider, on 
which 'tis feated) or Truntheim-, formerly the 
Metropolis of the Kingdom, and the feat of the 
King and Archbifhop of Norway. fontanus fome-' 
where calls this City the Cabinet of all the Nor- 
wegian monuments $ but Wormius found no gfceatT 
reafon to confer fo honourable a title upon it, 
when ( after a diligent fearch into die Antiqui- 
ties, old monuments and reliques of the primi- 
tive inhabitants of this Kingdom )- met with 
no more then three Runic inferiptions in this 
whole Diocefs. The conveniency of die Haven 
ftiakes this place reforted to by fome Mariners 
and Merchants to this day 5 but the ruines are 
fo great that it looks more like a Village then 
City 5 not having had any opportunity of re- 
covering its former fplendor fince it was burnt 
down in the year 1522. Its houfes arc a company 
of old faihion d and rotten buildings 3 and the 
Kings Palace is decay'd below the meannefs of 
an Englijh Cottage. However, fomething of its 
ancient grandeur fall appears in the Cathedral, 
dedicated to St. Olaus $ which (tho almoft con- 
fumed by fire, yet ) by the ruines (hews it felf to 
have been one of the moft magnificent and largeft 
ftruftures in die world In this Church the 
Huntsmen were wont to make a yearly offering 
of the skins of the largeft and ftouteft white Bears, 
which they kill'd, for the Prieft to tread upon at 
Divine Service.

THE Caftle of Wardhus (the feat of the fifth 
and laft great Governor in the Kingdom 

of Norway ) has its name from the Ifland Warda, 
in which it ftands. This Wc lyes about two Ger- 
man miles from the main land of Finmark^ being 
near twelve Englijb miles in compafi. The in- 
habitants of this and the two adjoining Hies 
( which in Finmari go all under the general name 
of Trunfolem ) live only upon Stockfifh 5 which 
they dry in the froft. They have no manner of 
Bread nor drink 5 but what is brought them 
from other places. Some (mall ftock of Cartel 
they havej out only fuch as can make a fliift to 
live of their mafters diet, dryed fifli. 



Finmari or Norwegian Lapland. 

ON the North of Norway lies Finmari, of 
( as die Natives ufe to call it ) Taafamk 

-which perhaps was the ancient habitation of die 
Finni, mentioned by Tacitus. For the character 

-which that Hiftorian gives us of thofe people is 
very applicable to the modern Finmarkers. The 
Finni, fays he, are a people extraordinary favaee, 
and miferably poor. They^ have neither Horfes> 
Arms, Houfe, nor Home 5 but feed npon roots, and 
fuch provifwn as their Bows and Arrows can frccure, 
and are clothed with the skins of wild heap. To 

this day Finmariis not divided ( as all other Coun- 
tries generally are) into diftinft Lordfliips and 
Inheritances 5 but, as in Mr. Hobbess ftate of na- 
ture, every private man pretends a right and atie 
to every part of the Land, and the ftrength ot 
the Arm is the only Judge of controverfies. When 
fifhing feafon comes in, they throng to the tta- 
coafts 5 and when that is over, retire againmto 
the uplands. Only the I/landers in Heymeland^ 

their ftations, and have their Churches in Tm 

Suro, Maggero, and other places. ,

In the days of our Saxcn Kings a continual 
and uninterrupted war between this Nation and 
the Northern Kingdoms, put a flop to all trade in 
the M# and Norwegian Seas. But as foonas the 
Danes had made themfelves Mafters of this Ifland, 
commerce was again renewed 5 which lafted till 
the Englijb took.their opportunity to-lhew the 
votld, by rejecting the power of Denmari and 
all manner ot communication with that people, 
how highly they refented the tyrannical ufurpa- 
tion of foreign Princes. 

Since the Conqueft, Englandhas feldom or never 
v/anred a confiderable Fleet of Norway Merchant- 
men. William of Malmesbury ( who dyed in the 
year 11 42 ) tells us, That in his time Briftow was 

a place much frequented by the Irifh and Norwe- 
gians. Hackluit gives an account of certain Trea- 
ties concerning the Northern trade between our 
King Htmy the third, and Haquin King of Nor- 
vi). He that will take the pains to read over 
the agreement between Henry IV. King of Eng- 
bri, and the Company of Merchants from the

jhould be lawful to and for every perfon and perfons 
Native or Foreigner, from and after the firft day of 
May, 1673, at all times to have free liberty to trade 

into and from Sweden, Denmark, and Norway. 
This, and feveral other claufes of the fame Aft, 
which take off a great part of the cuftom formerly 
paid upon the importation of any Eafi-land com- 
modity, have encouraged great numbers of Mer- 
chants and odiers to traffick in thefe Northern 
Seas, and improv'd the trade of Greenland, 
and Norway, far beyond the example of for- 
mer ages. For ( tho the advantages that can be 
hoped for from thefe kind of Voyages be not an- 
fwerable to what may be expected out of the Le- 
vant and American plantations, yet) the fmall 
danger and charges thefe men are expofed to are 
ft rong inducements to venture a voyage 5 where- 
in the hazard is not great, nor any way propor- 
tionable to the profpeft of gain. Befides, in the 
Act before mention d, 'tis provided, That what- 
foever perfon or perfons, fubfefts of this Realm, jhall 
defire to be admitted into tloe fellow jhip of Merchants 
of Eajiland, Jhall be admitted into the faid fellow- 
jhip, paying for his admijfion the fum of forty (bil- 
lings, and no more. Which is a fum exceedingly 
inconfiderable, if compared with the fees paid 
uoon admhlion into fome odier companies.

H E Few Iflands are on- 
ly fo many high and 
rocky mountains in the 
Northern Seas, divided 
from one another by 
narrow Friths and rapid 
Currents, andinclofing 
a larger or leflcr circuit 
of ftony valley, cover d 
over with a turf of about 
They are fo called from Fare, 
which in the language of the Natives fignifies a 
Ferry $ from the many Ferries or Croflings of the 
water from one Ifland to another. 

They are fixteen in number : 1. Fugke, or Fowl- 
Ijland, about three Englijh miles long, and two 
broad. 2. Swino, in which is a pleafant valley 
of a mile in lengdi. 3. Videm, fix miles long, 
and three broad 4* Bordoe, fix miles in length, 
and a mile broad 5 famous for a good harbour, 
call'd by the Natives Vaag. 5. Cunoe, of thefame 
bignefs. 6. Kalfoe, fomething longer and broa- 
der then either of the former. 7. OJleroe, twenty 
miles long, and in fome places two, in others four 
miles broad. 8. Stromoe, twenty-four miles long, 
and eight broad.

with all manner of medicinal plants, require 
for the cure of thofe diftempers to which the 
inhabitants are moft inclined. Amongft the 
reft, you may every where meet with great quan- 
tities of Scurvy-grafs, Water-creffcs, Sorrel, tet. 
They have great ftore of Angelica $ . which grows 
as well on the tops of high hills as in the open 
fields. This commonly makes one of their moft 
delicate dirties at all entertainments. Befides, the 
Radix Rhodia ( call'd in their language Hielfe- 
Rod ) is no where met with in fo great plenty as 
in thefe : Iflands,upon the banks of running ftreams 
and Lakes. The diftilled water of this plant is 
here made ufe of upon all oceafions, as Rofe- 
water v/ith us in England. 

Here are feveral forts of Fowl - asDoves,Stares, 
Owls, Sparrow-Hawks, Crows, and Ravens (ma- 
ny of which are white), Grellings, isre. Their chief 
Sea-fowl is a kind of Teal, about the bignefe of 
a Crow, with a yellow, long, and round bill 5 a 
great enemy to, and perfecutor of the Raven. 
The Eyder ( a fort of Duck, which yeilds die 
Eyder-down ) is a Fowl peculiar to thefe Iflands. 
This Bird ufually pulls the down from her own 
breaft to build her neft withall. When her young 
ones are fledg'd and gone, the inhabitants take 
away the down and cleanfe it for ufe. If the fea- 
thers be puli'd off by mens hands, they are good 
for nothing, but immediately rot away. Another 
notable fort of bird they have, which they call 
anlmbrim, with a long neck and beak, die back 
grey and checquer d with white fpots, with a 
white ring about the neck. This bird has tvo 
holes under her wings, each large enough to hold

The women, rich and poor, go all alike 
in ftraic Gowns without skirts. Their Stomachers 
are commonly large, and adorn d with thin guilt 
gingling plates of Tin. Their Shoes ( w hich have 
no foles, but are made of pieces of Leather drawn 
together at the heels and toes, and fatten d with 
a firing or ribband above the ancle) arc of flieep- 
skiii for the women, and tann d Neats-leather 
for die men. They lye on beds of Hay, over- 
fpread with pieces of Flannel. 

The Norwegian tongue was heretofore gene- 
rally fpoken in the ftro-Iflands $ but of late years 
the Danijb dialed has much prevailed How- 
ever in the Northern Iflands their language is 
for the greateft part made up of Norwegian words 
and phrafes, t ho the Southern inhabitants make 
ufe of a quite different dialedt 

The whole dominion of thefe Iflands is divided 
into the fix diftrids of Norderoe, 0/leroe, Stromoe, 
Waagoe, Sandoe, and Sanderoe. To each of thefe 
districts belongs a Sheriff, who, as Judge, deter- 
mines all caufes and controvcrfies of Ids mo- 
ment. Thefe Sheriffs gather the Kings tythes$ 
and put in execution all orders they receive from 
die Kings Commiffary. The people are govern- 
ed by the Laws of Norway $ having no peculiar
